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PREFACE 


A  family  history  covering  eight  or  nine  generations  cannot  be  writ- 
ten in  a  day.  The  labor  of  collecting  the  data  would  occupy  a  man's 
entire  time  for  a  score  of  years,  if  an  exhaustive  work  embracing  six 
distinct  families  were  contemplated.  The  editors  of  the  "Lyon  Memo- 
rial" have  not  attempted  the  impossible.  It  seemed  to  them  that  the 
time  was  fully  come  when  the  history  of  the  Lyon  families  of  America 
should  be  written,  and  they  volunteered  their  services  for  some  of  the 
difficult  pioneer  work.  They  have  aimed  to  lay  a  secure  foundation  on 
which  others  may  build,  content,  themselves,  to  erect  a  serviceable  tem- 
porary superstructure  according  to  their  skill  and  ability. 

Pecuniary  means  were  not  at  their  disposal  for  carrying  on  an  ex- 
tended research  into  the  ancestry  of  the  several  immigrants  bearing 
the  name  Lyon.  They  have  not,  indeed,  ignored  the  importance  of  the 
inquiry,  and  they  have  been  able  even  in  this  field  to  gather  new 
information  of  interest  and  value.  Their  energies  have  been  chiefly 
dire'  "^ed,  however,  to  the  unraveling  of  the  tangled  skein  of  the  earlier 
family  records  in  America,  and  to  the  gathering  of  definite  knowledge 
regarding  the  individual  members  of  each  of  the  pioneer  families.  To 
this  end,  town,  church,  land  and  probate  records  have  been  diligently 
searched  and  many  a  musty  volume  of  colonial  history  has  been  labori- 
ously perused.  The  origin  and  explanation  of  family  traditions  have 
been  sought,  with  the  general  conclusion,  on  the  part  of  the  writer  of 
these  lines,  that  very  little  weight  can  be  attached  to  any  tradition 
however  persistent  or  widespread  which  is  unsupported  by  independent 
historical  evidence.  It  is  necessary  only  for  some  imaginative  person 
to  make  a  plausible  conjecture;  on  the  morrow  it  will  be  repeated  as 
his  belief;  the  third  day  it  will  be  quoted  as  matter  of  common  hearsay. 
The  conjecture  need  not  be  even  plausible,  so  it  is  flattering  to  family 
pride. 

The  Memorial  will  inevitably  contain  some  errors  of  fact  and  mis- 
taken dates.  No  history  that  has  not  been  the  subject  of  long  critical 
study  is  free  from  such  errors.  The  editors  have  consulted  the  most 
authentic  sources  of  information,  and,  whenever  possible,  have  quoted 
their  authority.  Confusion  of  dates  is  sure  to  arise  from  the  imperfect 
knowledge,  on  the  part  of  many,  of  the  ancient  method  of  recording 
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dates.  The  year  formerly  began  with  the  vernal  equinox,  so  that  the 
"seventh  month"  was  September  (as,  indeed,  the  name  itself  indicates) 
instead  of  July.  16  (XII)  1652  is  not  December  16,  1652,  but  February 
16,  1653.  Again,  we  often  find,  in  the  eighteenth  century,  a  discrepancy 
between  the  date  of  birth  given  in  town  or  church  records  and  that 
inscribed  on  the  tombstone,  the  discrepancy  due  to  the  change,  in  the 
interval,  from  O.  S.  to  N.  S. 

The  editors  of  the  Memorial  have  been  much  encouraged  in  their 
work  by  the  ready  responses  of  the  majority  of  those  appealed  to  for 
records.  Only  two  replies  expressed  indifference  to  the  undertaking, 
one  man  pretending  to  fear  that  he  might  find  out  something  to  the 
discredit  of  his  forbears.  We  who  have  searched  the  annals  have  found 
cause  only  for  increased  pride  in  the  family  name,  albeit  our  ancestors 
were  not  less  human  than  we. 

We  desire  to  mention  gratefully  in  particular  the  generous  co-opera- 
tion of  a  number  of  friends  whose  interest  has  been  that  of  the  enthu- 
siast in  genealogical  research.  Among  these  we  are  under  especial 
obligation  to  Mr.  James  LeBaron  Willard  of  Brooklyn,  Historian  of  the 
Mayflower  Society;  Mr.  F.  S.  Hammond  of  Oneida,  N.  Y.,  whose  history 
of  the  Hammond  families  of  America  has  been  recently  published,  and 
Mr.  Edmund  D.  Barbour  of  Boston,  who  is  gathering  materials  for  a 
history  of  the  Barbour  family.  Among  the  many  Lyon  descendants 
who  have  aided  our  work  by  contributions  of  data  gathered  by  patient 
effort,  we  must  mention  (family  of  William  of  Roxbury)  Hon.  George 
F.  Lyon,  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  New  York,  Binghamton,  N.  Y.; 
Hon.  George  R.  Lyon  of  Waukegan,  111.,  through  whose  persevering 
researches  we  have  obtained  knowledge  of  the  family  of  Edward  Lyon 
of  Sutton;  Royal  May  Lyon  of  Hammond,  Ind.;  (family  of  Peter  of  Dor- 
chester) Charles  M.  Ayer  of  Grand  Rapids,  Mich.;  Mrs.  William  D. 
Lewis  of  Portland,  Me.;  (family  of  Richard  of  Fairfield)  Mr.  W.  W. 
Eldridge,  Compti'oller  of  Currency,  Washington,  D.  C;  (family  of 
Thomas  of  Fairfield  and  Rye)  Mrs.  Louisa  Lyon  Lockwood  of  Lakeside, 
Conn.,  and  Mr.  Newell  Lyon  of  New  York  City;  (family  of  George  of 
Dorchester)  Miss  Bertha  Caroline  Hitchcock  of  Plainfield,  Conn.  Valu- 
able aid  has  been  received  in  the  foreign  research  work  from  Mr.  R.  W. 
Buss,  70  Whitworth  Road,  S.  Norwood,  S.  E.,  London,  Eng.  Many 
courtesies  have  been  extended  by  officials  in  public  libraries  in  Boston, 
New  York,  Cincinnati,  St.  Louis  and  Detroit,  while  free  access  has 
been  given  to  the  abundant  genealogical  material  in  the  large  private 
library  of  Hon.  C.  M.  Burton  of  Detroit. 
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Research  work  involves  not  only  patient  labor  but  large  expenditure 
of  money.  None  of  the  editors  can  boast  of  a  large  bank  account.  An 
appeal  for  pecuniary  aid  in  research  work,  sent  out  in  connection  with 
the  original  prospectus  of  the  Lyon  Memorial,  brought  responses  from 
the  following  persons,  to  whom  are  due  the  sincere  thanks  not  of  the 
editors  alone  but  of  all  belonging  to  the  Lyon  family:  Hon.  George  R. 
Lyon  of  Waukegan,  111. ;  Capt.  Henry  Ware  Lyon,  U.  S.  N.,  Washington,

The  original  Prospectus  of  the  Lyon  Memorial  contemplated  a 
single  volume  of  not  to  exceed  400  pages.  As  material  accumulated,  it 
became  evident  that  one  of  two  things  must  be  done — either  the  barest 
skeleton  of  the  genealogical  record  must  be  supplied,  or  else  the  mate- 
rial must  be  divided  so  as  to  form  two  volumes.  The  editor-in-chief, 
acting  on  his  individual  responsibility  as  publisher  of  the  work,  chose 
the  latter  alternative.  One  volume  is  occupied  by  the  descendants  of 
William  Lyon  of  Roxbury  and  Peter  and  George  Lyon  of  Dorchester. 
The  other  deals  with  the  closely  related  families  that  settled  first  in 
Fairfield  County,  Conn.,  those,  namely,  of  Richard,  Thomas  and  Henry 
Lyon.  Each  volume  is  complete  in  itself.  The  two  together  constitute 
an  attempt  at  a  Comprehensive  History  of  the  Lyon  Families  of  New 
England  and  New  Jersey,  and  as  such  are  commended  to  the  consid- 
eration of  the  numerous  members  of  these  families  in  the  hope  that.  In 
spite  of  their  imperfections,  they  will  meet  a  kindly  welcome.

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INTRODUCTION 


"HoNOK  Thy  Fatheb  and  Thy  Motheb."  This  injunction  needs 
not  the  force  of  Divine  command:  it  is  instinctive  in  the  heart  of  man. 
There  has  been,  and  there  is,  no  people  so  debased  in  humanity  that 
they  have  not  this  feeling,  and  in  some  cases  it  has  been  the  moving 
principle  in  their  moral  nature.  Such  peoples  as  knew  not  God  have 
made  it  the  basis  of  their  religious  systems,  and  have  exaggerated  the 
natural  impulse  into  ancestor  worship;  others  have  made  it  the  basis 
of  their  political  systems,  and  have  established  patriarchal  govern- 
ment; all  have  let  it — modified,  and  sometimes  grotesquely  so — become 
the  predominant  feature  in  the  formation  of  national  and  personal  char- 
acteristics. 

To  advance  to  more  recent  times,  France  gives  a  remarkable  in- 
stance of  this  truth,  and  the  keynote  to  its  development  among  this 
people  is  sounded  in  the  motto  of  the  Lords  de  Rohan:  "King  I  care 
not  to  be,  Prince  I  deign  not,  Rohan  I  am."  The  sentiment  of  family 
pride  among  this  people  was  productive  of  good  results  and  ill.  As 
to  the  good,  noblesse  oblige  made  the  cavalier  brave,  even  to  rashness, 
polite  to  a  punctilio,  honorable  in  word,  and  polished  to  a  degree  that 
has  left  its  mark  upon  Europe.  True,  it  led  to  haughtiness,  to  a  disre- 
gard for  those  not  of  his  order,  and  had  for  its  logical  sequence  the 
Revolution;  but  these  ills  were  the  outcome  rather  of  such  other  factors 
as  prodigality  and  selfish  pride.  The  peasants,  on  the  other  hand, 
having  no  ancestral  pride,  were  swayed  only  by  personal  motives, 
becoming,  under  the  varied  circumstances  of  their  lot,  obsequious,  sul- 
len and  brutish,  or  devoted  to  the  family  which  reflected  upon  them 
the  luster  of  its  name. 

In  England,  family  pride,  while  essentially  the  same  as  in  France, 
has  taken  on  a  different  form.  In  neither  country  did  devotion  to  the 
king  mean  really  more  than  support,  more  or  less  loyal,  to  the  chief 
personal  representative  of  the  family  idea.  English  aristocracy  is  the 
foundation  of  the  English  State,  and  the  bulwark  of  her  liberties.  This, 
not  because  of  titles  as  such,  for  many  an  English  squire  with  ancestry 
traceable  to  the  Conquest  is  the  object  of  envy  to  great  lords  who  date 
back  no  farther  than  the  beginning  of  colonial  days.  But  it  is  because 
of  English  conservatism,  which  shrinks  from  removing  the  landmarks 
which  their  fathers  have  set. 
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This  feeling  has  crossed  the  sea,  and  this  it  is  that  causes  us  to 
hold  fast  to  the  land,  and  to  its  traditions,  its  records,  its  constitution 
and  its  laws,  as  a  goodly  heritage  handed  down  to  us  from  those  whom 
it  is  our  privilege  to  regard  with  reverence  and  with  awe.  Some,  indeed, 
take  up  the  search  of  an  ancestor  as  a  fad,  seeking  some  connection — 
even  left-handed — with  a  titled  family  and  a  coat-of-arms.  This  tad, 
though  usually  betraying  its  ulterior  purpose,  is  in  itself  harmless, 
save  as  it  may  mislead  through  its  sometimes  unauthentic  and  often 
false  data.  But  surely,  those  who,  having  traced  their  lineage  with 
painstaking  fidelity  to  truth,  can  with  confidence  look  backward  along 
a  line  of  ancestors  who  lived  worthy  lives,  who  did  their  part  toward 
making  us  what  we  are,  must  have  a  higher  appreciation  of  the  bless- 
ings which  we  enjoy,  and  a  loftier  conception  of  the  trust  committed 
to  us  for  posterity,  than  those  who,  however  pure  their  motives,  how- 
ever strong  their  patriotism,  can  never  feel  a  personal  interest  in 
those  from  whom  those  blessings  came.

THE  LYON  FAMILY  IN  ENGLAND 


One  of  the  first  questions  asked  by  those  interested  in  family 
research  is,  "What  is  known  of  our  origin  beyond  the  sea?"  In  the 
case  of  our  own  family,  the  answer  must  be,  "Nothing  that  is  definitely 
supported  by  record."  Yet  there  exists  strong  probability  based  upon 
circumstantial  evidence  that  the  Lyon  emigrants,  of  the  Eastern  shore 
at  least,  came  from  Essex  or  Middlesex,  England.  A  short  account  of 
the  Lyon  family  of  that  locality  is  inserted  here,  in  the  hope  that  it  will 
be  available  in  future  research. 

A  few  years  ago,  Mr.  Amos  Maynard  Lyon,  descendant  of  William 
of  Roxbury,  desiring  to  solve  this  question,  secured  the  services  of  Mr. 
Philippe  of  the  Rolls  Office,  London.  The  result  of  the  research,  con- 
siderably condensed  from  Welles'  American  Family  Antiquity,  and  sub- 
sequently confirmed  by  research  in  England  by  the  compilers,  is  set 
forth  below.  In  it  the  dates  are  approximate,  and  there  is  no  pretense 
that  the  lineage  is  given  in  extenso. 
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Sir  Roger  de  Leonne,  son  of  a  follower  of  the  Conqueror,  [who 
must  In  this  case,  however,  have  spelled  the  name  Leuoine,*  which 
strangely  appears  in  comparatively  recent  times  as  Leuon]  born  in 
France  1040,  joined  himself  unto  King  Edgar,  son  of  Malcolm  Canmore 
1091;  received  lands  in  Perthshire  called  Glen  Lyon.  His  son  Paganus 
went  to  the  Holy  Land  with  Geoffrey  Plantagenet;  afterwards  settled 
in  England.  His  son  Hugh  de  Leonibus  had  lands  in  Norfolk,  Hen.  IL, 
1175.  His  son  Ernald,  born  in  Norfolk  1150,  is  mentioned  in  John  L, 
1199.  His  son,  John  Lyon,  born  in  Norfolk,  had  lands  in  divers  coun- 
ties; paid  a  fine  for  a  false  claim  in  Essex,  2  Hen.  HI.,  1226.  [At  this 
period  begins  the  Essex  branch.]  His  sons  were  Pagan  and  Walter. 
Of  these,  Walter  married  Alicia,  and  died  just  before  51  Hen.  IIL,  1266; 
one  of  his  sons.  Sir  Henry,  Norfolk  1230,  had  lands  in  Sussex,  was  sum- 
moned to  defend  the  seacoast,  24  Edward  L,  1297;  another  son,  William 
de  Lyon,  Norfolk  1235,  held  lands  of  the  king  in  capite,  and  died,  5  Ed- 
ward II.,  1312.  Pagan,  brother  of  Walter,  married  Ivette  de  Ferrers, 
Co.  Cambridge;  his  children  were  John  de  Lyoun,  1225,  and  Thomas, 
1230.  This  Sir  John  was  summoned  for  service  against  the  Scots,  21 
Edward  I.,  1294;  he  married  Margery  de  Ackle,  and  had  children,  John 
de  Lyon,  Baron,  1250,  whose  arms  are  given  below,  and  Sir  Adam, 
Knight,    1255. 

Baron  John's  children  were  Sir  Adam  1285,  Richard  1287,  Sir  John 
1290.  This  last,  Sir  John  of  Forteviot,  settled  in  Scotland.  His  son. 
Sir  John  of  Forteviot  1320,  was  a  favorite  of  Robert  II.,  and  married 
his  daughter  Jean;  he  was  killed  in  a  duel  1383;  and  it  is  from  this 
Sir  John  that  have  descended  the  Scottish  Earls  of  Strathmore,  whose 
lineage  is  found  in  Burke,  and  to  whom  reference  is  made  in  the 
preface  of  the  Rolfe  edition  of  Macbeth. 

Assuming  Baron  John's  children  as  a  first  generation.  Sir  Richard^ 
had  three  daughters,  and  a  son  Richard,"  who  was  a  vintner  in  London, 
and  was  created  sheriff  1374,  and  died  1381.  Sir  Adam^  had  (1)  Sir 
John^  1320  and  (2)  Adam  de  Lyon"  1325. 

Sir  John"  had  (1)  Sir  Richard  1350,  of  Oxford,  Cambridge  and  Hunt- 
ingdon; (2)  Sir  John  1353,  of  Kingsland,  Co.  Suffolk  and  Co.  Norfolk; 
(3)  Sir  Henry  1355,  of  Ruislip,  born  in  Norfolk.  [At  this  point  occurs 
the  divergence  between  this  pedigree  and  the  one  given  later.] 


*The  name  of  Leonne  is  not  found  in  the  list  of  those  who  came  over 
with  William  the  Conqueror.  The  following  occur:  Loious,  Loueney, 
Loveyne,  Lovein,  Lovan,  Leuuin,  Lieuvin.  Louveyne  (Pr.  Louvain)  seems 
likely  to  have  been  the  name  corrupted  into  Lyoun.  The  Domesday  Book 
has  among  names  of  ancient  land  holders,  Leuin,  Leuena  and  Lining. 
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Henry^  had  (1)  John  of  Ruislip,  Middlesex,  1380;  he  was  at  the 
battle  of  Aglncourt. 

John*  had  (1)  Henry  1410;   (2)  John  1415. 

Henry^  had  (1)  Henry  of  Ruislip,  1440;  (2)  John  "of  Preston," 
1450;   (3)  Thomas  "of  Perifere,"  1453;  (4)  William  1460. 

Henry'  had  (1)  John  1470,  married  Emma  Hedde;  (2)  William 
1475.  John^  of  Preston,  Middlesex,  had  (1)  John,  married  Joan.  [This 
was  the  founder  of  Harrow  school.]  Thomas"  of  Perifere,  Middlesex, 
had  (1)  Sir  John  1490,  Lord  Mayor  of  London  1554,  married  Alicia;  died 
Nov.  6,  1564;   (2)  Henry  1495,  married  Dorothy. 

John,'  son  of  Henry  of  Ruislip,  had  (1)  Henry  1500;  (2)  Thomas 
1503;  (3)  Richard  1505;  (4)  John  1510,  married  Joan.  John'  "yeoman," 
founder  of  Harrow  (died  Oct.  3,  1592)  had  Zachary  1550,  who  died  1583 
without  issue.  Sir  John'  (Lord  Mayor)  had  John,  married  Mary  and 
died  without  issue.  Henry,'  son  of  Thomas  of  Perifere,  had  (1)  Rich- 
ard of  West  Twyford,  married  1st  Agnes  and  2d  Mabilla  Darnell;  (2) 
Henry  1535,  married  Katherine  Rithe. 

John,*  son  of  John  and  Emma  Hedde,  had  (1)  William  1540;  (2) 
Elizabeth  1545;  (3)  Thomas  1550;  (4)  William  1555,  died  1624,  married 
Isabel  Wightman.  Richard,'  son  of  Henry  by  wife  Agnes  had  Henry 
1550,  died  Oct.  16,  1590;  by  wife  Mabilla,  (1)  John  1560,  died  1615 
without  issue;  (2)  Dorothy  1565,  married  Humphrey  Hyde;  (3)  Cath- 
erine 1570,  married  William  Gifford. 

William'  of  Heston,  married  Isabel  Wightman,  had  (1)  William 
1580  [married  1615  Anne  Carter,  died  1634];  (2)  Thomas  1585;  (3)  ^Rob- 
ert 1590. 

William"  had  (1)  Katherine  1616;  (2)  John  1617;  (3)  John  1619; 
(4)  William  1620.  It  is  the  contention  of  the  expert  that  this  last  is 
the  William  who  is  reported  at  the  Rolls  Ofl&ce  as  having  embarked  in 
the  Hopewell  in  1635,  aged  14. 

Very  soon  after  the  publication  of  this  pedigree,  Mr.  Percy  M. 
Thornton,  author  of  "The  Harrow  School,"  in  tracing  the  "Founder's 
Kin,"  secured  reports  from  the  experts,  Mr.  C.  E.  Long,  Mr.  Sims  of 
the  British  Museum,  and  Mr.  Edward  Scott,  antiquarian.  The  accuracy 
of  their  researches  was  tested  by  the  wills  of  Sir  John,  who  died  1564, 
and  of  John  of  Twyford,  dated  1615.  The  line  of  descent  is  given  as 
follows :

School.    Thomas  of  Perifere  (Thomas'  in  preceding  pedigree) 
had  (1)  Sir  John,  the  Lord  Mayor,  married  Alicia,  married  2d 
Elizabeth  Lee,  widow  of  Alderman   Hind;    by  Alice  he  had 
John,  who  died  before  his  father  in  1560;  by  Elizabeth  he  had 
no  issue.    Thomas  had  (2)  Henry,  married  Dorothy,  and  (3)  a 
daughter  who  married  a  Randall. 
X    Richard,  son  of  Henry  and  Dorothy,  married  1st  Agnes  Smith, 
and  2d  Isabel  Millett,  died  1579,  and  was  buried  at  Twyford. 
He  inherited  the  property  of  Sir  John.    Henry,  the  brother  of 
Richard,  married  Katherine  Rithe. 
XI     The  children  of  Richard  were  (1)  Henry  of  Harrow,  who  married 
Mabilla  Dirnell,  and  died  1590;    (2)  John,  who  inherited  from 
Richard,  and  died  1633;    (3)  Ethelred,  who  married  William 
Gifford,  and  died  1601;   (4)  Dorothy,  who  married  1573  Hum- 
phrey Hyde;  (5)  John  (?) ;  (6)  Anne,  who  married  1573  Augus- 
tine Hynd. 
XII    George,  son  of  Henry  and  Mabilla,  inherited  West  Twyford  Manor 
from  his  uncle  John,  and  died  1636.     He  had  a  sister  Eliza, 
and  a  brother  Richard,  who  inherited  from  his  uncle  John 
Horsington  Manor,  which  had  come  to  the  latter  from  the 
Founder's  uncle  William. 

XIII     George,  son  of  the  foregoing  George,  sold  the  manor,  and  died 
not  married  1647. 

It  will  be  observed  that  this  pedigree  differs  from  that  of  Mr. 
Philippe,  in  that  the  former  gives  John  of  Preston  as  son  of  John,  while 
the  latter  assigns  him  to  Henry,  who  had  indeed  a  brother  John,  but 
from  the  evidence  of  dates  he  could  not  have  been  the  John  marked 
VII  in  this  pedigree.  Of  this  discrepancy  Mr.  Thornton  says:  "It 
should  be  here  stated  that,  according  to  the  experts,  Mr.  Philippe  fell 
into  the  error  of  merging  the  Walden  family,  established  in  Essex  since 
1226,  into  that  of  Preston,  whose  presence  there  can  be  proved  in  1370. 
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An  important  fact,  regarding  the  Middlesex  Lyons,  is  contained  in 
these  extracts  from  The  Harrow  School:  "It  is  remarkable  that  neither 
the  Herald's  OflBce  nor  the  Rolls  Office  experts  have  succeeded  in 
tracing  the  Lyon  family  later  than  the  17th  century."  As  regards  the 
Ruislip  branch  of  the  Lyons,  it  should  be  remembered  that  the  family 
may  have  possessed  property  there  before  the  Founder's  uncle  Henry's 
time,  and  that  therefore,  if  Mr.  C.  E.  Long  was  right  in  holding  his 
male  descendants  to  be  locally  extinct,  still  there  may  have  been  others 
to  perpetuate  a  name  which  survived  at  least  to  the  close  of  the  18th 
century." 

Reference  has  been  made  to  a  branch  of  the  family  who  were  estab- 
lished in  Essex  as  early  as  1226,  and  in  that  part  of  the  county  not 
far  removed  from  Middlesex.  In  fact,  the  two  branches  seem  to  be 
closely  connected,  and  it  is  sometimes  difficult  to  assign  certain  Lyons 
to  any  one  of  several  counties.  Reference  to  the  Visitations  and  to 
church  records  will  show  this  very  clearly.  Are  the  American  Lyons 
of  Essex  or  Middlesex?  It  would  be  well  to  know,  yet  both  have  the 
same  origin. 

The  Heralds'  Visitations  corroborate  in  some  degree,  and  as  far  as 
they  go,  the  genealogies  as  given.  It  must  be  remembered  that  these, 
too,  do  not  claim  to  be  exhaustive.

Visitation  of  Lincoln:  Richard  of  Roxby,  Lord  of  the  Manor  1579, 
had  Henry,  John,  Anne  (Agnes),  Dorothy,  Etheldreda  (Audrey).  Henry 
had  George  of  Roxby,  living  1613 ;  and  Priscilla,  married  Ralph  Rokeby, 
married  2d  John  Bamford.     This  is  in  the  Yorkshire  Visitation  also. 
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Visitation  of  Essex,  1634:  Robert  of  Much  Baddow  had  John  of 
Milde  Inn  (Mile  End^  Co.  Midx.,  married  Thomazin,  dau.  of  Fisher  of 
Ipswich  in  com.  Suffolk.  They  had  Willm.  of  Spring  Feld  in  com. 
Essex,  married  Joane,  dau.  of  Richard  Roofe;  and  John. 

Visitation  of  London,  1634:  Lion,  descended  from  a  younger  brother 
to  Richard  Lyon,  sheriff  of  London,  had  John  of  Walden  in  Essex, 
Gent:  and  Richard  of  Walden,  Gent:  John  had  Richard  of  Walden, 
Gent:  married  Alice,  dau:  of  John  Harvey.  These  had  Richard,  eldest 
son,  and  Gabriel  of  London,  married  Margt.  dau:  of  Iver  [in  another, 
she  is  styled  dau:  of  Joece  by  the  da:  of  Mr.  Stonehouse  of  Barksh 
(ire)].  Richard  had  Elizabeth,  only  dau:,  married  Wm.  Hollingshed 
of  London,  Gent:  Gabriel  was  member  of  the  Anc.  and  Hon.  Artillery 
Co.  1626. 

To  the  Visitations  these  records  are  added:

Burials  at  Chacombe  Priory,  Northampton:  Sir  Richard  married 
Lady  Hawys;  Sir  Roger  married  Gunilda;  Roger  married  Lady  Joane; 
Sir  Richard;  Sir  John  married  Alice.  These  records  have  no  date,  but 
were  made  by  a  Herald  of  the  time  of  Henry  VIII. 

Co.  Northampton:  William  Lyon  of  Braundeston,  John  de  Lyon 
of  Dunston  and  Margaret  his  wife,  and  Geoffrey  Lyon  of  Braddon,  sued 
Richard  de  Thorp  and  Margaret  his  wife  for  the  Manor  of  Gildesburg, 
15  Edward  III.,  1342. 

Co.  Oxford:  Domesday  of  Inclosures.  Johanne  lyne,  gentilman, 
rented  20  acres  to  Willm.  Harryngton  in  Fewcotte,  Stoke  lyne,  6  Oct., 
20  of  the  King  (1529).  Willelmus  lyne  was  seized  of  60  acres  of 
Johanne  Roys,  gentilman,  20  Mar.,  8  of  the  King  (1517).  The  Essex 
returns  are  not  available,  as  they  are  for  the  most  part  lost. 

John  de  Lyon  was  a  witness  "anno  ter  cii  King  Edward  40  a  con- 
questo  quarto  decimo";  also  "ter  cii  post  conquestu  tricesimo — Latin 
chronicle  [this  date  would  be  1367J. 

Some  data  from  the  London  Parish  Registers  are  added,  inasmuch 
as  they  refer  to  persons  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  genealogies,  and  as 
they  may  prove  of  some  aid  to  those  who  may  some  day  complete 
this  work:

Several  of  the  Lyon  family  are  mentioned  in  English  Chronicles. 
Baron  John  was  in  attendance  at  the  Tournament  of  Duncastle,  7  Ed- 
ward IIL,  1314.  The  arms  which  he  displayed  thereat  are  described 
below. 

Froissart,  in  describing  the  events  connected  with  Wat  Tyler's 
Rebellion,  1381,  states:  "They  slewe  in  the  city  a  riche  marchaunt 
called  Richarde  Lyon,  to  whom  before  that  tyme  Watte  Tyler  had  done 
seruyce  in  Fraunce;  and  one  tyme  this  Rycharde  Lyon  had  beaten  hym 
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whyle  he  was  his  varlet,  the  whiche  Watte  Tyler  then  remembered." 
Richard  Lyon,  vintner,  of  London,  sheriff,  was  placed  in  charge  of  the 
jewels  of  the  duchess  of  Brittany,  what  time  the  duke  left  for  his  expe- 
dition into  France.  When  Richard  was  committed  to  the  Tower  for 
misprision,  the  Treasurer  was  ordered  to  receive  the  jewels  from  him. 

Thomas  of  Perifere,  a  member  of  the  Grocer's  Company,  was  sheriff 
of  London.  He  died  1550,  and  was  buried  at  St.  Syth's,  Bucklesbury. 
His  mansion  perished  with  St.  Syth's  in  the  Great  Fire,  but  the  family 
arms  have  been  preserved:  "Azure,  a  fess  engrailed  between  two 
plates  each  charged  with  an  eagle's  head  erased.  Sable,  a  lion  passant 
between  two  cinquefoils  gules."  The  arms  of  the  Middlesex  Lyons  are 
the  same  arms  "differenced." 

Sir  John,  son  of  this  Thomas,  was  Lord  Mayor,  and  on  the  occasion 
of  the  entry  of  Queen  Mary  and  the  Prince  Consort  he  was  knighted. 
In  the  Cotton  MSS.,  the  diary  of  Henry  Machen,  citizen  of  London,  1550- 
1563,  gives  an  account  of  his  mayoralty  reception,  and  the  same  for 
Sept.  10,  1555,  gives  a  description  of  the  burial  of  [the  first]  Lady  Lyon. 
His  name  occurs  also  in  Middlesex  Records  quoted  below. 

Sir  John  left  the  bulk  of  his  property  to  his  nephew  Richard,  son 
of  his  brother  Henry,  and  a  sum  of  money  to  his  grand-niece  Dorothy. 

The  record  of  his  nomination  for  Alderman,  Cripplegate  Ward,  is 
here  inserted,  as  showing  the  method  of  procedure  in  that  day:  "10. 
Feb.  1  Edward  VI.  (1547).  Itm.  this  day  my  lorde  mayer  reported  to 
the  Court  here  that  the  inhitants  of  the  Warde  of  Creplegate  had  noiate 
&  appoynted  Roland  Hyll,  Knight  &  Mr.  Hynde,  Alderman  &  Nicholas 
Spakeman,  habd.  &  John  Lyon,  groc.  befor  his  lordship  syttyng  there 
for  the  eleccon  of  a  newe  Alderman  for  the  seyd  Warde  in  the  stede 
of  Wyllm  Forman,  Knyght,  late  Alderman  of  the  same  Warde  nowe 
depted  unto  the  mcye  of  Almyghty  God,  upon  whose  soul  Jesu  have 
mcye,  that  this  Court  Accordyng  to  the  Auncyent  lawes  &  customes  of 
this  Citie  shulde  by  scrutynye  electe  &  chuse  one  of  theym  the  seyd 
foure  psons  to  be  Alderman  of  the  seyd  Warde.  Which  noiacon  & 
eleccon  was  accordyng  to  the  seyd  lawes  adiuged  insuffycient  &  reject 
by  this  Court  for  that  the  seyd  Spakeman  was  demed  not  to  be  of  sub- 
stance mete  for  the  seyd  rome." 

Sir  John  and  Alice  his  wife  were  granted  by  Henry  VIII.  the  Manor 
of  Becontree  Hundred,  with  advowson  of  the  Rectory  of  Woodford,  Co. 
Essex,  1545.  It  was  subsequently,  in  1547,  given  to  Edward  VI.  in  ex- 
change for  lands  in  Lincoln.  Other  lands  in  Woodford  were  granted 
him  by  Edward  VI.  after  the  "suppression."  The  same  king  granted 
him  the  Rectory  and   advowson  of  Aylesbury  Hundred,   Co.   Bucks. 
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Richard  Lyon,  his  brother  Henry's  son,  was  his  heir;  he  departed  this 
life  17  Mar.,  1579,  leaving  Henry  his  son  and  heir,  aged  27  years. 
[Inquis.  7  Eliz.  and  23  Eliz.  May  3.] 

Sir  John  married  2d  the  widow  of  Augustin  Hynde,  clothes-worker. 
Alderman  and  co-Sheriff  with  Lyon  in  1550.  In  the  year  1569  Lady 
Lyon  gave  the  Clothes-workers'  Company  £20  for  "loan  money." 
Dame  Elizabeth  died  the  12th  day  of  July  An.  Dom.  1569. 

The  names  of  some  of  the  family  are  mentioned  in  Middlesex  Co. 
Records.  Some  of  these  records  are  quoted  partly  because  they  refer 
to  Lyons  mentioned  in  this  article,  and  partly  for  their  historic  interest: 

John  Lyon  Sr.  and  John  Jr.,  yeomen,  with  16  others  assembled 
riotously  2  Nov.,  1  Mary,  1553,  and  forcibly  entered  the  Manor  House 
of  Popler,  and  assaulted  John  Maynard  of  London,  mercer,  and  beat 
him  and  his  family.     True  Bill. 

22  Aug.  27  Eliz:  1584,  at  St.  Clement  Danes,  Co.  Midx.,  William 
Southern,  late  of  London,  yeoman,  entered  the  house  of  Richard  Lyon, 
and  stole  a  silver-gilt  "salt"  with  cover  worth  £4  [a  long  list  of  val- 
uables].    True  Bill. 

6  Oct.  29  Eliz:  1586.  A  True  Bill  against  Roger  Lyne,  gent:  of 
Westminster  for  not  going  to  church,  chapel,  or  any  usual  place  of 
Common  Prayer,  from  6  Oct.  to  29  Nov.  next. 

22  May  1  &  2  Ph.  and  Mary,  1553,  at  Highholburn,  Richard  Bentley, 
baker,  assaulted  with  a  bill,  John  Lyon,  then  and  still  being  Lord  Mayor 
of  the  City  of  London,  when  the  same  John  Lyon,  in  the  execution  of 
his  office  was  weighing  the  same  Richard  Bentley's  loaves  of  bread, 
even  as  all  Mayors  of  London  from  time  immemorial  have  been  accus- 
tomed to  weigh  the  loaves  of  bakers  in  Holburn,  and  that  by  so  assault- 
ing him,  Richard  Bentley  hindered  and  obstructed  the  same  Mayor  of 
London  in  the  execution  of  his  office. 

5  Apr.,  1639.  Recognizance  of  Edward  Lyon,  cutler,  Sepulchres, 
Co.  Midx.,  for  appearance  of  Edward  Sudlowe  for  saying  in  vestry, 
"Divill  take  you  all." 

12  June,  7  James  I.,  1609.  True  Bill  against  four  persons  [named] 
for  breaking  into  the  house  of  Humphrey  Lyon,  Gent:  Kingsbury. 

1  Mar.,  14  James  I.,  1616.  True  Bill  against  Elizabeth,  wife  of  John 
Lyon,  yeoman,  St.  John's,  and  again  25  Mar.,  15  James  I.,  against  sarre 
of  St.  James,  Clerkenwell,  for  not  attending  church,  chapel,  etc. 

17  Jan.,  12  James  I.,  1614.  True  Bill  against  Elizabeth  Rutter  for 
practising  witchcraft  upon  William,  son  of  John  Lyon,  Finchley,  so  that 
he  still  languishes.  Also,  27  Mar.,  13  James  I.,  against  Elizabeth  Rut- 
ter, four  counts,  one  being  for  "making  John  Lyon  lame." 


COAT  OF  ARMS 


As  the  Lyon  family  is  divided  into  several  branches,  one  would 
expect  to  find  the  coat  of  arms  "differenced";  and  so  they  are,  widely. 

The  oldest  recorded  arms  are  those  which 
Baron  John  exhibited  at  the  Tournament 
at  Duncastle,  1314:  "Monsr.  John  de 
Lyonnes  arms:  d'argent  un  lyon  rampant 
de  goules." 

Lyon  of  Middlesex,  W.  Twyford  and 
vicinity:  Azure,  on  a  fesse,  or,  between 
3  plates  each  charged  with  a  griflBn's  head 
erased,  a  lion  passant  between  2  cinque- 
foils  gules.  Crest:  On  a  pink,  flowered 
gules,  leaved  vert,  a  lion's  head  erased, 
per  fesse  ermine  and  ermines,  charged 
with  a  pale  counter-changed.  [This  crest 
differs  slightly  from  the  one  in  the  Brit- 
lion's    head

ish    Museum,    which    has    a 
quarterly  ermine  and  ermines.] 

Lyon  of  Bishop's  Caudle,  Dorset:  A 
lion  rampant  azure,  charged  on  the  body 
with  3  crosses  pattee  argent,  and  resting 
his  sinister  paw  on  a  cross  moline  or. 
Motto:    Innixus  vero  validus. 

In  St.  Dunstan's,  London,  is  found  a 
coat  of  arms  quartered  with  Chetwood: 
A  lion  rampant  gules,  crowned  azure,  for 
Lyon.  This  probably  refers  to  the  mar- 
riage mentioned  in  the  Visitations  under 
No.  7. 

Lyon  of  Essex:  Argent,  a  chevron  sa- 
ble between  three  lions  (rampant?)  gules. 
This  coat  is  roughly  drawn,  and  it  is  im-. 
possible  to  determine  whether  the  lions 
are  rampant,  passant  or  dormant.  [In 
the  drawing,  they  are  marked  sable. 
which  appears  to  be  an  error.] 


Lyon  of  Middlesex. 
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Lyons  of  Somerset:  Arms  cut  on  tower  of  Ashton  church,  and 
blazoned  on  ceiling  of  nave — Argent,  a  chevron  sable  between  three 
lions  dormant  coward  gules.  This  family  bears  the  same  arm  as  Lyon 
of  Essex,  yet  it  is  curious  to  note  that  the  name  is  spelled  Lyons. 
Also,  a  family  in  Filton,  established  in  the  13th  century:  Argent,  two 
lions  rampant  respecting  sable.  This  family  also  spells  the  name  Lyons. 

[It  is  customary  for  branches  using  the 
same  arms  to  make  a  slight  change  in 
position,  color,  etc.,  for  a  "difference.'] 

The  arms  of  the  Scottish  branch  are 
the  best  known,  inasmuch  as  they  are 
given  in  all  works  on  the  Peerage:  A  lion 
rampant  azure,  armed  and  langued  gules, 
within  a  double  tressure  flory  counter- 
flory  azure.  Crest:  Within  a  garland  of 
bay  leaves,  a  lady  to  the  girdle  richly 
habited,  holding  in  her  right,  hand  the 
Lyon  of  Essex.  royal  thistle,  all  proper.     [This  is  in  ref- 

erence to  the  marriage  of  John  Lyon  to  Jean,  daughter  of  Robert  II.] 
Supporters:  dexter,  a  unicorn  argent,  armed,  maned  and  enguled  or; 
sinister,  a  lion  party  per  fesse  or  and  gules.  Motto:  In  te  Domine 
speravi. 

EARLY  LYONS  IN  NEW  ENGLAND 
In  America,  there  were  in  the  vicinity  of  Boston,  about  1640,  four 
immigrants  of  our  name,  John,  William,  Peter  and  George,  and  one 
Susanna,  who  was  a  member  of  the  Dorchester  church  before  1639. 
In  south-western  Connecticut  were  Henry,  Thomas  and  Richard. 

Of  John  nothing  is  known,  except  that  he  was  of  Salem  1638,  and 
probably  of  Marblehead  1648;  unless  he  be  the  one  referred  to  in  an 
English  will:  "John  Lyon,  heretofore  of  New  England,  now  of  the 
frigate  Elizabeth  in  state  service  1651:  proved  1658"  [Wooten  559]. 
This  will  would  indicate  that,  unless  he  was  the  progenitor  of  the 
Marblehead  Lyons  of  the  next  century,  he  became  no  longer  a  factor 
in  a  history  of  Lyons  in  America.  Moreover,  he  sold  his  property  in 
Marblehead  17  6  mo.  1653  [Essex  Deeds]. 

William  of  Roxbury,  claimed  to  be  the  son  of  William  of  Heston, 
Co.  Middlesex  [q.  v.  supra],  seems  to  have  had  no  social  relations  with 
Peter  or  with  George.    Indeed,  he  lived  in  the  far  end  of  Roxbury,  near 
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Brookline,  while  the  others  lived  at  the  far  end  of  Dorchester,  near  or 
in  Milton.  While  not  impossible,  it  is  not  likely  that  he  was  a  brother 
of  the  others.  And  yet  at  this  point  Family  Tradition  steps  in.  Family 
tradition  is  based  upon  some  remark  made  by  an  ancestor  and  trans- 
mitted to  a  descendant.  It  is  unverified  by  records,  inasmuch  as  the 
remark  is  usually  not  considered  important  until  after  its  maker  can 
no  more  be  questioned  as  to  its  verity  or  its  application.  It  is  there- 
fore vague,  and  possibly  misleading,  yet  it  may  have  more  or  less 
intrinsic  value.  There  is  in  the  Peter  Lyon  family  a  definite  tradition 
of  four  brothers,  Peter,  William,  Thomas  and  John.  Peter  was  of 
Dorchester,  William  of  Roxbury,  Thomas  went  to  Essex,  and  John 
"went  Rhode  Island  way."  It  strangely  omits  mention  of  George;  but 
It  is  curious  in  that  it  does  give  accurate  information  about  William 
and  two  of  his  sons.  It  would  therefore  appear  that  there  must  have 
been  some  community  of  interest  between  the  two  families,  since  a 
tradition  which  so  evidently  refers  to  the  William  line  has  been  handed 
down  in  Peter's. 

Peter  and  George  lived  near  each  other,  and  their  names  are  asso- 
ciated quite  frequently.  If  they  were  brothers,  Peter  was  the  older, 
and  Susanna  may  have  been  their  sister;  she  could  hardly  have  been 
Peter's  wife,  as  Pope  faintly  suggests.  His  second  daughter,  unless  he 
had  some  children  not  recorded,  was  named  Susanna,  and  her  husband 
was  Peter's  administrator. 

The  names  given  to  the  children  of  these  immigrants,  save  those 
of  Peter,  who  seems  to  have  been  convinced  of  the  virtue  of  biblical 
names,  are  strongly  suggestive.  Were  these  immigrants  from  Middle- 
sex and  Essex?  In  that  case,  they  would  have  found  Roxbury  and 
Milton  almost  as  household  names.  The  fact  that  William  came  in 
charge  of  Isaac  Heath,  and  that  the  Heaths  had  in  the  16th  century 
been  closely  connected  with  the  Lyons  of  Middlesex,  corroborates  the 
hypothesis  of  Amos  Maynard  Lyon  in  some  degree.  As  to  George,  the 
family  names  smack  strongly  of  Essex,  and,  moreover,  his  good  friend, 
William  Blake,  who  subsequently  married  George's  widow,  was  of 
Little  Baddow,  near  the  family  seat  of  the  Lyons  of  Essex.  As  to 
Peter,  he  was  a  weaver,  and  probably  of  London,  i.  e.,  of  Essex  or  Mid- 
dlesex, and  there  we  find  the  Peter  of  St.  Botolph's  who  married  1633 
Ann  Eyres,  but  this  when  aged  45,  and  therefore  not  the  Peter  in  ques- 
tion. The  name  was,  moreover,  continued  in  St.  Botolph's  registers  till 
the  next  century,  and  this  parish  was  the  home  of  many  of  the  countj 
families.    It  is  not  impossible  that  Peter  or  his  father  had  removed  to 
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the  city,  becoming  a  weaver,  or  he  may  have  taken  up  the  trade  on 
this  side,  influenced  by  we  know  not  what  transatlantic  cause.  A  care- 
ful search  of  the  records  of  the  Weavers'  Guild,  however,  fails  to  dis- 
close Peter's  name  therein.  These  records  are,  however,  incomplete, 
and  there  are  none  prior  to  1610. 

But  what  of  Henry,  Thomas  and  Richard?  whence  came  they? 
Tradition  assigns  them  to  Yorkshire,  of  the  Scottish  line.  There  was, 
indeed,  a  strong  settlement  of  Lyons  in  Co.  Lancaster,  and  these  may 
have  descended  from  Scottish  Lyons  who,  through  internal  dissensions, 
had  been  driven  over  the  border.  They  may  even  have  drifted  north- 
westward from  the  old  Norfolk  and  Lincoln  home.  Subsequent  research 
may,  some  day,  solve  a  question  now  obscure;  but  however  it  be  settled, 
there  would  seem  to  be  little  doubt  that  all — Scot,  Yorkshireman,  Lan- 
castrian, East  and  Middle  Saxon — have  in  them  the  blood  of  Baron 
John. 

It  is  Interesting  to  note,  while  speaking  of  the  immigrants,  that  the 
experts  have  failed  to  trace  the  Lyon  family  of  Preston  and  vicinity 
later  than  the  17th  century,  while  the  Ruislip  branch  became  locally 
extinct.  What  became  of  the  family?  Did  they  emigrate  to  America? 
and  were  these  emigrants  they  who  themselves  bore  and  gave  to  their 
children  Middlesex  and  Essex  names?  The  withdrawal  of  a  few  young 
men  from  a  family  already  numerically  weak  would  not  be  without 
effect.  "Many  in  this  country,"  says  Thornton,  "think  this  more  than 
probable."  And  those  in  England  who  have  studied  with  interest  the 
family  of  Lyon  send  across  the  sea  this  brotherly  wish:  "We  are  of 
the  number  of  those  who  desire  to  learn  that  the  American  does  suc- 
ceed in  tracing  back  his  ancestry  to  a  contemporary  branch  of  the 
Founder's  family,  because  the  great  people  across  the  sea  have  an 
equal  part  and  lot  in  early  Harrow  life  with  ourselves."

iThe  family  history  compiled  by  A.  B.  Lyons,  M.  D.,  of  Detroit,  Mich.] 

In  the  list  of  passengers  that  embarked  for  America  in  the  Hope- 
well September  11,  1G35,  we  find  the  name  of  William  Lyon,  age  "four- 
teen yeres."  "Theis  vnderwritten  names,"  it  is  stated,  "are  to  be 
transported  to  New  England  imbarqued  in  the  Hopewell,  Tho:  Babb 
mr  p.  Cert,  from  the  Ministers  and  Justices  of  their  conformitie  in  Re- 
ligion to  or  Church  of  England:  &  yt  they  are  no  Subsedy  Men.  they 
have  taken  ye  Oaths  of  Alleg:  &  Suprem." 

The  name  is  further  registered  in  Rolls  Office,  Chancery  Lane, 
London,  as  having  sailed  for  New  England  Sept.  11,  1635,  and  settled 
in  Roxbury,  Mass.  William  Lyon,  perhaps  an  orphan,  is  said  to  have 
been  placed  in  the  care  of  Isaac  Heath.f  There  appears  to  be  no  reason 
to  question  the  conclusion  reached  by  Albert  Welles  (American  Family 
Antiquity)  that  this  was  the  William  Lyon  who  was  baptized  at  Heston, 
now  part  of  the  city  of  London,  Dec.  23,  1G20,  the  youngest  son  of 
William  and  Anne  (Carter)  Lyon  of  Heston. 

According  to  Welles,  Henry  Lyon,  fourth  in  descent  from  Baron 
John  de  Lyon,  left  Norfolk,  which  had  been  for  more  than  two  hun- 
dred years  the  ancestral  home,  and  settled  at  Ryslippe  [Ruislip],  Co. 
Middlesex.  The  family  remained  in  Ryslippe  through  four  generations, 
bringing  us  to  what  we  may  regard  as  unquestionable  historical  ground. 
John  Lyon,  born  in  Ryslippe  about  1470,  married  Emma  Hedde  of 
Ryslippe,  and  had  four  sons  bearing  the  suggestive  names,  Henry, 
Thomas,  Richard  and  John  (compare  names  of  the  three  brothers  who 
came  to  Fairfield  Co.,  Conn.).  John  settled  in  Little  Stanmer,  Co. 
Middlesex;  his  wife's  name  was  Joan,  and  their  oldest  son,  born  about 
1540,  was  William,  who  married  Isabel  Wightman,  daughter  and  heiress 
of  William  and  Audry  (Deering)  Wightman  of  Harrow  on  the  Hill. 
William  lived  for  a  time  (1596)  in  London,  but  was  buried  Sept.  7,  1624, 
at  Little  Stanmer.  He  had  a  brother  Thomas,  whose  son  William  was 
called  the  Marquis  of  Southwold,  and  was  owner  of  the  ship  Lyon 
which  brought  to  America  so  many  emigrants.     William  and  Isabel 


f'lsack"  Heath,  "harmsmaker"  (armorer)  with  family  were  fellow 
passengers  with  William  Lyon,  his  name  immediately  following  theirs 
in  the  passenger  list.  He  was  freeman  1636;  member  of  John  Eliot's 
church,  ruling  elder,  town  officer  and  deputy;  buried  Roxbury,  Jan,  23, 
1661. 
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Wightman  had  a  son  William  born  about  1580.  He  married  July  17, 
1615,  at  Harrow  on  the  Hill,  Anne  Carter,  and  made  his  home  in 
Heston.  His  children  were:  1.  Katherine,  bapt.  Oct.  25,  1616;  2.  John, 
bapt.  Nov.  30,  1617,  d.  in  infancy;  3.  John,  bapt.  June  1,  1619,  and 
4.  William,  bapt.  Dec.  23,  1620;  (O.  S.). 

In  Roxbury  land  records  the  name  of  William  Lyon  appears  as 
Lion,  Lyon  and  Lyons,  and  we  find  all  three  forms  also  in  the  records 
of  the  Eliot  church.  He  seems  to  have  written  it  himself  sometimes 
Lion  (see  autograph  signature  of  his  will,  p.  28),  sometimes  Lyon  [or 
Ljon].  William  Lyon  married,  June  17,  1646  (Roxbury  Ch.  R.),  Sarah 
Ruggles,  daughter  of  John  and  Mary  (Curtis)  Ruggles  of  Nazing,§ 
England.  She  was  born  April  19,  1629,  and  came  to  America  with  her 
parents  while  yet  an  infant. 

The  death  of  Sarah  is  not  found  in  Roxbury  town  or  church  records, 
and  probably  occurred  in  Rowley,  for  on  Sept.  (or  Nov.)  30,  1677, 
William  Lyon  "of  Rowley"  was  married  to  Mrs.  Martha  (Philbrick) 
Casse  [Cass],  widow  of  John  Casse. 

William  Lyon  in  1645  became  a  member  of  the  Ancient  and  Honor- 
able Artillery  Company  of  Roxbury.  He  received  in  1648  a  grant  of  six 
acres  of  land  in  Roxbury,  and  in  1652  of  three  acres  "upon  the  common, 
by  John  Polly's."  His  name  also  appears  as  grantee  in  deeds  of  land 
in  Roxbury  in  1651,  1658  and  1661,  and  as  grantor  in  1658  and  1672  (see 
below).  When  the  new  settlement  at  New  Roxbury,  now  Woodstock, 
Conn.,  was  determined  upon  in  1686,  he  was  one  of  the  "goers,"  and 
he  was  assigned  a  lot  there,  although  he  did  not  actually  occupy  it. 
Several  of  his  grandsons  (William,  Thomas,  John  and  Jacob)  were 
prominent  members,  however,  of  the  new  colony,  and  a  stepson,  Eben- 
ezer  Cass.f  received  a  grant  of  land  there. 

The  Lyon  homestead  in  Roxbury  was  on  what  is  now  Bellevue  ave- 
nue, formerly  called  Lyon  street.  It  was  on  the  east  side  of  the  street, 
southwest  of  Atwood  street. 


§The  Nazlng  colony  in  Roxbury  included  the  brothers,  John  and 
Philip  Eliot,  William  Curtis,  uncle  of  Sarah  Ruggles,  and  many  familiar 
names.  The  "Nazing  Christians"  were  distinguished  for  their  devoted 
piety.  John  (5)  Ruggles  of  Nazing,  who  died  in  Roxbury,  Nov.  16,  1644, 
was  eldest  son  of  Thomas  (4)  Ruggles  [Thomas  (3),  Nicholas  (2),  Thomas 
(1)  of  Sudbury,  co.  Suffolk].  He  was  descended  from  William  de  Rug- 
gele  of  Staffordshire,  time  of  King  Edward  I.  John  Ruggl>i3'  will,  dated 
Nov.  9,  1644,  makes  bequest  to  daughter  Sarah. 

fEbenezer  Cass,  one  of  the  ten  children  of  John  and  Martha  Cass, 
in  1686  went  to  "New  Rocksbury,  Mass."  (really  in  Connecticut)  and, 
being  a  minor,  was  made  joint  grantee  with  "a  person  of  age,  one  Lyon" 
(N.  Eng.  Gen.  and  Hist.  Reg.,  1902).  Ebenezer  Cass  married,  March  13, 
1689,  Patience  Draper,  born  Aug.  17,  1668,  daughter  of  James  and  Miriam 
(Stansfield)  Draper  of  Roxbury. 
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William  Lyon  was  admitted  to  full  communion  in  John  Eliot's 
church  in  1655,  and  became  a  freeman  in  1666.  He,  with  John  Bowles 
and  others,  signed  the  Roxbury  petition,  Oct.  25,  1664,  to  the  General 
Court,  praying  it  to  "stand  fast  in  our  present  liberty's."  He  lived  to 
the  age  of  seventy-two.  He  was  buried  May  21,  1692,  probably  in  the 
West  Roxbury  cemetery,  although  there  is  no  stone  there  to  mark  the 
spot.     His  widow  died  "about"  Aug.  4,  1694 '(Roxbury  T.  R.). 

Deed  dated  June  25,  1651:  "For  valueable  Consideration  in  hand 
received,"  Capt.  Hugh  Pritchard,  late  of  Roxbury  in  New  England,  deeds 
"vnto  James  Morgan,  Griffin  Craft,  Edward  Bridge,  Wm.  Lyon,  John 
Mayes,  Robt.  Seaber  &  John  Ruggles  &  Isaac  Johnson  a  certaine  par- 
cell  of  marsh  land  in  Roxbury  being  now  an  island  by  reason  of  a  creeke 
between  the  same  and  the  land  of  John  Johnson  of  Roxbury." 

Deed  dated  Aug.  3,  1657:  "In  Consideration  of  fowerscore  pounds 
to  him  in  hand  well  and  truly  pajd,  Edward  Weld  deeds  to  William  lyon 
and  John  Polly  40  acres  of  land  in  Roxbury." 

Deed  dated  Sept.  "fowerth,"  1657:  In  Consideration  of  certain 
other  lands  and  houses  specified  as  also  in  Consideration  of  sixe  pounds 
in  hand  pajd  vnto  him,  William  Lyon  and  Sarah  his  wife  deed  to 
Isacke  Johnson  a  dwelling  house  in  Roxbury  with  an  orchard  and 
tenne  acres  of  land  more  or  lesse,  of  which  said  Orchard  is  part. 

Signed  Willjam  Ijon  &  a  seale. 

Sarah  Lyon  &  a  seale. 

Deed  dated  Sept.  1,  1661:  In  Consideration  of  a  valueable  Price 
to  us  in  hand  payed,  we,  William  Lyon,  John  Mayes,  Junr  &  John 
Bridge  &  John  Watson  Junr  deed  to  William  Gary  fiveteen  Achors  of 
land  in  Roxbury. 

Deed  dated  June  15,  1661:  In  Consideration  of  a  Vallueable  price 
to  us  all:  «6;  to  every  of  our  contents  payed,  we,  Richard  Witherington 
and  Eliz:  his  Wife  of  Dorchester  and  John  Aldiss  &  Sarah  his  Wife  & 
Jno  Smith  &  Lidda  his  Wife  both  of  Dedham  deed  to  Willm  Gary  and 
Willm  Lyon  &  John  Mayes  Junr  &  John  Bridge  &  Jno  Watson  Junr  all 
of  them  of  Roxberry,  in  generall  all  the  housing  &  lands  that  Deacon 
Phillip  Elliott  was  possessed  of  in  Roxberry  when  he  Died,  including 
a  dwelling  house,  Barne  &  Cow  houses  with  two  Achors  of  land  in 
Roxbury;  ninety-six  Achors  of  land  in  the  Second  alottment  in  Rox- 
berry; fiveteen  Achors  of  land  as  it  lyeth  in  Roxberry  abutting  upon 
the  highway  leading  to  the  great  Pond;  six  Achrs  of  Salt  Marsh  at 
Gravelly  Pointe  in  Roxbury;  three  Achors  &  a  halfe  of  fresh  Meadow, 
as  it  lyeth  in  baremash  in  Roxbury;  twelve  Achors  of  land  in  Roxbury 
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upon  the  Pond  Plaine,  and  nine  Achors  of  land  in  Roxbury  being  com- 
monly called  the  Ox   Pasture. 

The  following  document  is  interesting  for  the  light  it  throws  on 
conditions  of  life  in  New  England  in  the  early  days:  Wm.  Lyon  & 
Rich.  Sutton,  both  of  Roxbury  (for  &.  in  consideration  of  two  oxen 
sould  Sd  delivered  to  them)  did  grant  unto  Tho:  Dudley,  Governr.,  six 
Acres  of  land  in  Roxbury,  lyeing  southwards  of  the  great  lotts,  the 
land  of  Georg  Brand  on  the  east,  the  commons  on  the  west  &  on  the 
south.  Also  fyve  Acres  neare  the  greate  Pond,  lately  purchased  of 
Samuel  Ruggles  with  fyve  Acres  he  doth  covent.  suflficiently  to  fence 
before  the  1  (3)  next,  both  those  parcels  of  land  being  the  possession 
of  the  sd.  Wm.  And  the  said  Rich:  doth  grant  fifteene  Acres  purchased 
of  Wm.  Parke,  with  the  appurtenances ;  Provided  that  if  the  sd.  Wm.  & 
Richard  shall  pay  to  the  sd.  Thomas,  his  heires.  Execs,  or  Assignes 
fourty  seven  shillings  six  pence  lawfull  money  vppon  7  (2)  next  &  the 
like  some  vppon  the  7  (8)  1651,  &  the  like  summes  each  7th  day  of 
Apr.  &  Octob.  the  severall  yeares  1652,  1653,  1654,  in  good  clean  dry 
&  merchantable  wheat  at  the  now  dwelling  house  of  the  sd.  Tho.  Dud- 
ley in  Roxbury,  then  this  grant  to  be  void,  els  not.  And  the  sd.  Wm.  & 
Rich,  do  bind  themselves  in  the  summe  of  fourteene  pounds  that  they 
will  not  forfeit  the  mortgage.  And  the  sd.  Tho.  Dudley  doth  agree 
that  if  the  sd.  Wm.  &  Rich:  doenow  carry  plow  harrow  &c  according 
to  an  agreement  beareing  date  with  these  presents  that  then  it  shalbe 
abated  out  of  the  above  sd  paymts.  dated  7  (8)  1650  &  acknowledged 
19  (8)  1650  before  Mr.  Wm.  Hibbins. 

Will  of  William  Lyon,  Sr.,  of  Roxbury,  "dated  in  the  yeare  1692": 
The  Last  Will  and  Testament  of  William  Lion  Senr  of  Roxbury  in  the 
County  of  Suffolk  in  his  Majesties  Territory  in  New  England  as  follow- 
eth:  I  the  sd  William  Lion  being  in  my  perfect  understanding  and 
memory  by  the  blessing  of  my  mercifuU  Father  into  whose  hands  I 
commend  my  Soul,  I  dispose  of  my  Worldly  Estate  as  foUoweth. 

I  will  constitute  my  Eldest  son  John  Lion  to  be  my  Sole  and  alone 
Executor  and  Administrator  to  act  with  full  power  as  I  myself  can  do 
during  my  natural  life  for  to  take  care  for  to  discharge  and  pay  or 
cause  to  be  paid  all  my  just  Debts  and  Such  Charges  as  may  be  need- 
full  for  my  decent  buriall.  And  also  as  an  attorney  to  recover  all  due 
Debts  to  the  sd  William  Lion's  Estate.  I  further  will  and  give  unto 
my  son  John  Lion  my  now  Dwelling  house  Together  with  all  and 
every  parcell  of  Land  or  Lands  belonging  unto  me  in  Roxbury  to  the  sd 
John  Lion  and  his  Male  heires,  and  if  that  family  should  faile  of  Male 
heires  then  the  same  benefit  to  Thomas  Lion  and  his  Male  heires  and 
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Samuel  Lion  and  his  Male  heires  and  William  Lion  and  his  Male  heires 
and  Joseph  Lion  and  his  Male  heires. 

Furthermore  my  Will  is  That  my  sons  Thomas  and  William  Lion 
shall  have  my  Salt  Marsh  at  Gravelly  Point  equally  divided  between 
them  notwithstanding  the  words  all  and  every  parcell  in  the  sixteenth 
line. 

Furthermore  my  Will  is  That  my  beloved  Wife  Martha  shall  have 
Seven  pounds  a  yeare.  That  is  to  say  Three  pounds  Tenn  Shillings  in 
Money  and  Three  pounds  Ten  Shillings  in  Countrey  pay  as  the  sd 
Martha  shall  need  at  current  prices,  and  the  new  Leantoo  at  the  West- 
em  end  of  my  house  for  to  dwell  in  and  room  in  the  Parlour  as  she 
shall  have  occasion  for  the  same  privileges  above  mentioned  to  be  duly 
performed  by  the  above  mentioned  Executor  unto  the  sd  Martha  Lion 
during  her  naturall  life. 

My  Will  is  that  my  Four  Sons,  Thomas  and  Samuel,  William  and 
Joseph  shall  have  Sixteen  pounds  apiece  duely  and  truely  paid  unto 
them  in  Current  pay  at  Current  prices  within  Six  years  after  my  death 
by  my  above  mentioned  Executor. 

And  for  the  better  enabling  my  Son  John  Lion  to  discharge  these 
obligations,  I  the  sd  William  Lion  Senr  give  all  my  moveables  within 
and  without  doors  excepting  those  things  particularly  given. 

And  Furthermore  if  in  case  that  the  Salt  Marsh  don't  come  to 
make  Thomas  and  William  Sixteen  pounds  apiece,  then  to  be  made 
up  out  of  the  Estate.

Division  of  estate,  Aug.  12,  1704,  to  children:  John,  William,  Joseph, 
Abigail,  "Bethyah,"  Ebenezer,  Nehemiah  and  Hannah.  Feb.  25,  1703 
("1702"),  Samuel  Ruggles  and  Joseph  Weld  were  appointed  guardians 
to  the  four  minor  children,  Ebenezer,  Nehemiah,  Bethiah  and  Hannah.

tJohn  Polley,  born  in  England  about  1618,  was  in  Roxbury  as  early 
as  1650,  when  his  wife  Susanna  was  admitted  to  the  church.  He  was  four 
times  married;  by  his  first  wife,  Susanna,  he  had  six  daughters,  Mary, 
Sarah,  Hannah,  Abigail,  Bethiah  and  Susanna.

We  have  only  meagre 
information  about  his  history.  Sentence  of  excommunication  was  pro- 
nounced against  him  in  John  Eliot's  Church  Sept.  26,  1669,  but  on  re- 
pentance he  was  absolved  therefrom  the  following  year.  He  bought 
land  of  Martha  Newell  Oct.  13,  1680  (Rec.  of  Mass.,  V.).  Thomas  Lyon 
and  John  Aldis,  May  12,  1698,  returned  inventory  on  estate  of  James 
Draper  (the  immigrant),  deceased. 

His  will  (Suffolk  Co.  Probate  Records,  Vol.  30,  pp.  381,  382)  was 
dated  April  6,  1733;  proved  Oct.  15,  1734.  Thomas  Lyon,  "yeoman, 
advanced  in  years,  but  of  sound  and  disposing  mind,"  bequeathes  to 
Seth  Lyon,  eldest  son  of  his  eldest  son  Thomas,  late  of  Woodstock, 
twenty  shillings  in  Bills  of  Credit  (having  already  given  to  Thomas 
his  double  portion) ;  to  grandson  Thomas  Lyon,  eldest  son  of  his  son 
Ephraim  Lyon,  late  of  Roxbury,  ten  shillings  (having  given  to  Ephraim 
his  full  single  portion) ;  to  son  Eliphalet  Lyon,  in  addition  to  his  full 
single  portion  already  given  him,  ten  shilings;  to  his  two  daughters, 
Esther,  wife  of  Benjamin  Wilson,  and  Mehitable  Lyon,  to  be  equally 
shared,  one  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  and  all  the  household  goods. 
Executors  Benjamin  Wilson,  Mehitable  Lyon  and  "my  Cousin' 
(nephew)  Samuel  Lyon,  mason.  Signed  Thomas  Lyon,  X  his  mark. 
Inventory,  Nov.  12,  1734;    amount    £175 — 5. 


tNehemiah  Lyon  is  called  "blacksmith,"  but  he  seems  to  have  been 
of  an  adventurous  disposition.  A  letter  written  by  him  March,  1716,  from 
"Jamaca"  and  addressed  to  Mr.  Joseph  Lyon  "living  in  Roxbury,  in  Spring 
Street,  in  New  England"  is  probably  the  last  word  evtr  heard  from  him. 
He  says:  "Dear  Brother:  This  with  my  kind  love  to  you.  *  *  •  I  was 
sixteen  months  in  the  Bay.  «  *  *  i  left  the  £hip  I  sailed  in  thinking 
to  get  a  better  livelyhood  than  going  to  sea,  which  indeed  I  did  by  cut- 
ting of  wood,  but  going  to  England  thinking  to  meet  with  a  ship  that  was 
bound  to  the  Bay  for  to  take  my  wood.  Meanwhile  the  Spaniards  have 
taken  the  Bay  and  I  have  lost  all.  *  »  *  We  are  bound  for  Virginia, 
where  I  will  get  my  discharge."  From  letter  on  file  in  Suffolk  Co.  Pro- 
bate Records.  March  30,  1725,  a  legal  document,  relating  to  the  disposi- 
tion of  the  property  of  Nehemiah  Lyon,  "supposed  to  have  been  lost  at 
sea"  and  witnessed  by  Samuel  and  John  Lyon,  was  signed  by  the  fol- 
lowing lawful  heirs  to  the  estate,  Ebenezer  Lyon  of  Norwich,  New  Lon- 
don Co.;  Joshua  Bicknell  of  Ashford,  and  wife  of  Jonathan  Bugbee  of 
Woodstock.

ezer and  Abiel,  and  makes  bequests  to  his  "other  children,  Henry  Lyon, 
Sarah  Curtise  and  Margaret  and  Johanna  Lyon."  Inventory  April  14, 
1713,  by  John  Payson,  Benjamin  Tucker  and  Nathaniel  Brewer.

His  tomb- 
stone, in  good  state  of  preservation,  still  stands  in  the  W.  Roxbury 
Cemetery  (see  illustration).  He  married,  Sept.  1,  1675,  in  Roxbury, 
Sarah   Dunkin   [Duncan],   perhaps   daughter  of  Samuel   Dunkin.

Administrator's  account,  presented 
March  9,  1715,  shows  payments  to  David  Lyon  and  Jacob  Lyon,  and 
money  due  the  estate  from  Eliphalet  Lyon  (son  of  Thomas') ;  signed 
Samll  Lyon. 

Settlement  of  estate  of  William  Lyon  by  His  Excellency,  Governor 
J.  Dudley,  Oct.  3,  1715,  mentions  "Samuel  Lyon  the  second  son,  his 
elder  Brother  William  being  non  compos  mentis  and  so  incapable  of 
accepting  and  improving  said  Estate."  All  the  real  estate  was  given 
to  son  Samuel  saving  unto  widow  Deborah  Lyon  her  right  of  dower, 
he  to  pay  to  his  brother  William  Lyon  his  double  share,  being  £67 — 5 
— 0%,  and  to  each  of  the  rest  of  his  brothers  and  sisters,  viz.  Hannah 
Tucker,  Mehitable,  David  and  Jacob  Lyon  (or  their  respective  guard- 
ians) the  sum  of  £33 — 12 — 6%,  and  further  sum  on  death  of  their 
mother  Deborah  Lyon.

He  married  in  Roxbury,  March  13,  1681,  Mary  Bridge,  daughter  of 
Edward  and  Prudence  (Robinson)  Bridge,f  born  Roxbury,  .April  21, 
1661.  To  Joseph  Lyon  belongs  the  enviable  distinction  of  having  been 
the  first  of  his  family  in  America  to  do  for  his  country  military  service. 
He  took  part  in  the  memorable  war  in  1676  with  that  Sachem  of  the 
Wampanoags  called  "King  Philip." 

The  public  life  of  Joseph  began  at  the  early  age  of  fourteen.  "May 
1,  1668,  he  was  chosen  a  fence  viewer  on  the  northwest  side  of  Stony 
River  ana  as  far  as  Muddy  River  and  to  Dedham  bounds."  In  1678  he 
took  the  Oath  of  Allegiance  in  Roxbury.  He  removed  from  Roxbury 
to  West  Woodstock,  where  he  spent  the  later  years  of  his  life.

William  Lyon  was  one  of  the  pioneer  settlers  (1686)  in  Woodstock, 
where  he  became  a  prominent  member  of  the  community.  In  1710  he 
was  appointed  on  a  committee  to  build  a  schoolhouse.  In  1712  he  was 
appointed  grave  digger  for  the  parish,  to  receive  two  shillings  for  each 
grave  for  a  child  under  five,  three  shillings  if  the  grave  were  for  a  child 
over  five  and  under  twelve,  and  five  shillings  if  the  grave  were  for  an 
adult.  In  1717  he  was  one  of  a  committee  to  provide  materials  for  a 
new  meeting  house;  1719  to  1721  was  on  the  building  committee.  In 
the  division  of  the  remaining  land  in  the  south  half  of  Woodstock, 
Sept.  11,  1725,  he  received  Lot  15.  For  many  years  he  served  as  deacon 
in  the  Congregational  Church.  He  was  several  times  sent  to  represent 
Woodstock  in  the  General  Court  (1734  and  in  succeeding  years).  In 
1736  he  was  chosen  moderator  of  the  town  meeting  in  place  of  Col. 
Chandler,  who  had  been  accustomed  to  serve.  About  this  time  also 
he  was  appointed  with  his  cousin  Joseph  Lyon  on  committee  for  pulpit 
supply. 

He  gave  a  deed  (dated  Nov.  9,  1727)  to  "a  parcel  of  land  in  Rox- 
bury,  Co.  Suffolk  [Mass.]  *  *  *  it  being  a  lot  of  land  which  my 
honored  grandfather  William  Lyon  dyed  seized  of,  and  did  in  his  last 
will  and  testament  give  to  my  honored  father  John  Lyon  and  to  his 
male  heirs  as  by  the  will  appeareth."

Sept.  11,  1733,  final  settlement  was  made  of  the  estate  (XXX,  115-

the  whole,  the  estate  was  assigned  to  Thomas  Lyon,  "son  of  said  Eph- 
raim— saving  unto  his  mother,  Alice  Greenwood,  former  relict  of  said 
deceased  her  right  of  dower,"  he  to  pay  to  each  of  his  brothers  Josiah 
Lyon,  Amariah  Lyon  and  Aaron  Lyon  the  sum  of  £49 — 4 — 0,  etc.

County"  married  Mary  and   had  a  daughter  Mary,  born  Nov.   15, 

1767.)  The  William  Lyon  who  was  witness  of  Edward  Lyon's  will  may 
have  been  another  son,  and  John  Lyon  of  Worcester,  whose  will  dated 
Sept.  5,  1796,  makes  bequest  to  "his  honored  father,  John  Lyon,"  may 
have  been  another.  John  Lyon  of  Worcester  was  a  merchant  and  quite 
well  to  do.  He  devises  all  his  estate  except  1,000  acres  of  land  in  Ohio 
Territory  and  800  acres  in  Grafton  County,  N.  H.,  to  wife  Abigail.  The 
above  real  estate  to  brothers  and  sisters,  viz.,  Mary,  wife  of  Jonathan 
Newhall,  Judith  Blake,  Nancy  Lyon,  Nathaniel  Lyon  and  Elizabeth 
Choate.  [John  Lyon  of  Worcester  may  with  equal  likelihood  have  been 
of  one  of  the  Rehoboth  families;  see  Nos.  146  and  171.] 
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second  wife  was  Deborah,  but  no  record  of  the  marriage  has  been  found. 
From  an  allusion  in  David's  will,  it  appears  that  his  wife  Deborah  was 
living  Sept.  7,  1728,  but  died  shortly  after,  at  least  before  the  date  of 
the  will. 

The  will.  No.  6,109  in  Suffolk  Co.  Probate  Records  (XXIX.,  64-66), 
dated  May  18,  1731,  proved  May  31,  1731,  names  as  executors  Lieut. 
Ebenezer  Woodward  and  "uncle"  Jonathan  Fairbanks,  both  of  Ded- 
ham,  and  Lieut.  Samuel  Lyon,  of  Roxbury.  It  speaks  of  property  in  the 
hands  of  widow  Mary  Lyon,  of  Needham  [his  uncle  Joseph's  widow, 
Ed.],  of  Joseph  Lyon  [son]  and  Nathaniel  Whiting  [son-in-law  of  the 
same  Joseph].  Bequests  are  made  to  his  three  daughters,  Deborah,  the 
eldest,  Mary  and  Rachel. 

Oct.  13,  1733  (Suffolk  Co.  Probate  Records,  XXX.,  10-11)  Samuel 
Lyon,  of  Roxbury  [brother  of  David]  was  appointed  guardian  to  Rachel 
Lyon,  "a  minor  about  nine  years  of  age."  Nothing  further  has  been 
learned  about  the  children  of  David.

He  was  a  pupil  of  Rev.  Walter  Lyon  in  Pom- 
fret; graduated  with  first  honors  at  Dartmouth  College,  1790,  studied 
divinity  and  was  pastor  of  the  Congregational  Church  at  Sunderland, 
Mass.,  in  1792.  He  organized  the  church  in  South  Hero,  Vt.,  which 
became  his  home,  in  1795,  and  was  its  first  minister.  When  the  church 
was  in  financial  straits,  he  gave  his  pastoral  services  gratuitously,  but 
"Father  Lyon"  was  under  no  vow  of  poverty.  By  thrift  and  industry 
he  made  himself  the  richest  man  in  South  Hero.  He  was  indeed  a 
man  of  extraordinary  ability,  a  giant  in  intellect  as  in  physical  stature, 
holding  a  commanding  place  among  the  divines  of  his  generation,  and 
remarkable  for  the  versatility  of  his  genius.  He  was  active  in  politics, 
was  several  times  elected  to  the  General  Assembly  from  South  Hero 
and  Grand  Isle;  was  two  years  member  of  the  Council;  presided  as 
chief  judge  of  the  first  term  of  the  Grand  Isle  County  Court  in  1805  and 
at  four  subsequent  terms;  was  representative  in  Congress,  1815  to  1817. 
Daniel  Webster  is  said  to  have  testified  in  the  highest  terms  to  his 
ability  shown  in  Congress.  A  sketch  of  his  career  is  given  in  the 
Vermont  Chronicle  (St.  Johnsbury,  Vt),  Nov.  28,  1895.  At  his  death 
he  left  a  memorandum  that  he  be  buried  without  any  monument,  and 
so  his  body  rests  in  a  nameless  grave  near  those  of  his  children  in 
Grand  Isle  cemetery.

— John  P.  Lyon,  one  of  the  oldest  resident^ 
of  this  town,  is  today  celebrating  the  ninetieth  anniversary  of  his  birth, 
at  the  home  of  his  son,  John  Lyon,  on  Plymouth  street.  *  *  *  At 
the  age  of  17  Mr.  Lyon  came  to  this  town  from  his  home  in  Halifax.  He 
married  Miss  Salome  Tyrrell  of  Plainfield.  She  died  a  number  of  years 
ago.     He  has  two  sons,  William  E.  and  John  Lyon,  both  of  this  town. 

Mr.  Lyon  was  a  member  of  the  Halifax  infantry  company,  organized 
in  1792,  and  later  joined  the  Braintree  military  company.  He  is  a  veteran 
of  the  Civil  war.  He  served  in  the  Twelfth  Massachusetts  regiment  and 
was  its  first  captain.  On  the  completion  of  his  term  of  service  with  the 
Twelfth  he  enlisted  in  Company  H,  Second  Massachusetts  regiment,  and 
was  later  discharged  on  account  of  disability.  Mr.  Lyon  is  a  carpenter 
and  builder.  He  has  built  many  houses  in  this  vicinity.  He  is  still  hale 
and  hearty,  notwithstanding  his  years.  He  uses  neither  liquor  nor  to- 
bacco, and  to  this  he  attributes  his  good  health.  He  has  two  brothers 
living,  and  it  is  expected  that  they  will  be  present  at  the  reunion  today.

Isaac  Lyon  was  a  man  of  strong  principle  and  pronounced  opin- 
ions on  all  questions  of  religion,  morals  or  politics.  In  Harford  he 
stood  alone  as  an  advocate  of  temperance,  a  Whig  in  politics  and  one 
who  kept  the  Sabbath;  nevertheless  he  was  not  one  to  swerve  from 
his  ideals,  nor  to  hold  his  convictions  in  silence:

He  was  a  man  of  versatile  talent,  a  writer 
of  verse  as  well  as  of  prose,  a  great  traveler  and  conspicuously  active 
in  public  life.  His  first  official  appointment  was  as  consul  to  Shanghai, 
China,  Feb.,  1847.  The  following  year  he  made  a  trip  to  Central  and 
South  America,  reaching  California  in  time  to  have  a  part  in  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  convention  called  to  frame  a  constitution  for  the  new 
state.  He  was  secretary  of  the  convention,  and  designed  the  state 
seal,  receiving  as  a  substantial  reward  for  the  design  one  thousand 
dollars.  On  his  return  to  New  York  he  was  elected  to  the  Assembly 
(1850)  but  resigned  on  account  of  opposition  to  the  enlargement  of  the 
Erie  canal,  a  measure  which  he  strongly  advocated.  In  1851  he  .was 
elected  to  the  state  senate,  and  the  following  year  was  elected  on  in- 
dependent ticket  to  Congress,  serving  there  from  Dec.  5,  1853,  to 
March  3,  1855.  Sept.  28,  1860,  his  residence  in  Lyonsdale  was  burned 
by  an  incenediary,  and  he  then  went  to  Staten  Island,  where  he  occu- 
pied the  country  seat  known  as  Ross  Castle.  In  1864  he  was  appointed 
hy  President  Lincoln  first  territorial  governor  of  Idaho.  Caleb  Lyon 
left  one  son,  Caleb,  a  physician,  and  a  daughter. 


tCaleb  Lyon  received  the  degree  of  LL.D.  from  Norwich  University 
In  1851. 

Joseph  Bonaparte,  brother  of  Napoleon,  in  1828  secured  a  tract 
of  land  in  a  wild  region  in  Lewis  County,  and  built  there  a  house  in  the 
wilderness  near  the  lake  named,  from  him,  Bonaparte  Lake.

In  1845  he  went  to  New  York  City 
and^  devoted  himself  to  mercantile  business.  He  embarked  there  in  the 
wholesale  dry  goods  trade,  and  was  for  more  than  forty  years  at  the 
head  of  the  oldest  and  one  of  the  largest  importing  and  jobbing  fancy 
goods  houses  in  America.  He  visited  France  on  business  while  the 
revolution  of  1848  was  in  progress,  and  was  the  first  American  to  visit 
Paris  after  peace  was  proclaimed.  His  business  was  conducted  first  in 
Pearl  St.,  then  successively  in  Dey  and  Cortland  Sts.,  and,  still  follow- 
ing the  movement  of  the  centre  of  wholesale  trade,  found  its  final  home, 
in  1870,  in  the  large  building,  483-485  Broadway,  where  it  was  con- 
ducted during  the  remainder  of  his  life  under  the  style  of  William  H. 
Lyon  and  Company. 

Mr.  Lyon  held  a  position  of  esteem  and  honor  among  the  business 
men  of  New  York,  being  a  prominent  member  of  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce. When  President  Grant  desired  to  appoint  two  eminent  New 
York  merchants  on  the  Board  of  Indian  Commissioners,  composed  of 
ten  men  distinguished  for  their  public  spirit  and  philanthropy,  William 
H.  Lyon  shared  with  the  philanthropist  merchant,  William  E.  Dodge, 
the  honor  of  a  choice  universally  approved.  Mr.  Lyon  was  made  one 
of  the  Purchasing  Committee  of  Indian  supplies,  and  devoted  the  same 
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cloBe  attention  to  these  duties,  performed  wholly  without  compensa- 
tion, that  he  habitually  gave  to  his  personal  business.  He  aimed  to 
procure  the  best  goods  at  the  lowest  prices,  and  soon  got  rid  of  the 
contractors  who  thought  that  anything  was  good  enough  for  the  Indian. 
After  reforming  the  methods  in  the  New  York  Warehouse  he  visited 
Chicago,  St.  Louis,  St.  Paul  and  San  Francisco,  and  introduced  the 
same  business  methods  in  each  of  these  places.  He  aided  largely  in 
the  efforts  of  the  Board  to  secure  justice  for  the  wards  of  the  nation, 
and  to  secure  for  them  good  schools  and  industrial  education.  In  his 
effort  to  discharge  the  full  duties  of  his  office  he  spent  several  sum- 
mers in  visiting  the  Indian  tribes  on  the  several  reservations,  including 
the  Chippewas,  Sioux,  Mandans,  Poncas,  Utes,  Bannocks,  Piutes  and 
Crows,  and  made  a  careful  study  of  their  circumstances  and  conditions. 
During  eight  years,  under  three  administrations,  he  performed  thus 
with  fidelity  the  full  obligations  according  to  his  high  ideal  of  the  im- 
portant office  entrusted  to  him — a  noble  example  of  the  highest  type 
of  American  citizenship. 

Although  an  active  Republican  in  politics,  Mr.  Lyon  was  never  a 
seeker  for  office.  In  1878  he  was  nominated  for  Congress  in  a  district 
overwhelmingly  Democratic,  and,  although  defeated,  ran  far  ahead  of 
his  ticket.  In  the  City  Convention  in  1879  he  was  put  forward  for 
Mayor,  but  the  nomination  went  to  Franklin  Woodruff,  who  was,  how- 
ever, defeated  at  the  polls.  Had  he  been  nominated,  his  friends  believe 
that  he  would  have  been  elected. 

Mr.  Lyon  devoted  considerable  attention  to  the  development  of 
Lake  City,  on  Lake  Pepin,  Minn.,  where  the  principal  street  is  named 
Lyon  Avenue. 

Mr.  Lyon  made  his  home  in  Brooklyn,  where  he  owned  a  fine  resi- 
dence with  ample  grounds  in  the  Ocean  Hill  region,  at  170  New  York 
Avenue.  He  was  a  member  of  the  New  York  Avenue  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church.  He  was  a  life  member  of  the  New  England  Society  of 
Brooklyn,  a  Director  of  the  Long  Island  Historical  Society,  a  life  mem- 
ber of  the  Brooklyn  Institute  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  executive  member 
of  the  Brooklyn  Life  Insurance  Company,  Vice-President  of  the  Ham- 
ilton Trust  Company,  Director  of  the  Bedford  Bank  in  Brooklyn,  and 
member  of  the  Oxford  and  Union  League  Clubs  of  Brooklyn. 

An  appreciative  notice  of  Mr.  Lyon  appeared  in  the  N.  Y.  Tribune 
of  March  2,  1890,  which  describes  him  as  at  that  time  "in  personal  ap- 
pearance commanding,  being  tall,  portly  and  dignified.  In  spite  of  his 
three  score  years  and  ten  he  walks  erect  and  sturdily,  and  save  for 
his  whitened  hair  he  shows  no  sign  of  age." 
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Mr.  Lyon  was  married  in  Rose,  N.  Y.,  March  15,  1853,  to  Ellen 
Maria  Gaylord,  daughter  of  Marvin  J.  and  Rachel  (Elton)  Gaylord,  of 
Bristol,  Conn.  [Rachel  Elton  was  born  in  Burlington,  Conn.;  after  the 
death  of  Mr.  Gaylord  she  became  the  second  wife  of  Eron  Noble 
Thomas.]    Mrs.  Lyon  resides  (1905)  at  831  St.  Marks  Ave.,  Brooklyn.

GENERAL  NATHANIEL'  LYON  [Amasa,"  Eph- 
raim,"  Moses,*  William,'  John,^  William']  was  bom  in  Ashford  (East- 
ford), July  14,  1818,  and  was  killed  in  battle  at  Wilson's  Creek,  Aug.  10, 
1861.  From  the  public  school  he  went  to  the  Academy  at  Brooklyn, 
Conn.,  where  an  attempt  to  "initiate"  him  in  orthodox  fashion  proved 
a  conspicuous  failure.     Even  as  a  boy,  it  seems,  he  acted  first  and 
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deliberated  afterwards.  In  1837  he  entered  the  Military  Academy  at 
West  Point,  being  indebted  for  his  appointment  to  General  Holt,  who 
was  then  congressman.  He  was  a  diligent  student  and  at  the  time 
of  his  graduation,  June  30,  1841,  ranked  eleventh  in  a  class  of  fifty-two. 
He  was  appointed  second  lieutenant  in  the  Second  Regiment  of  In- 
fantry and  in  November  was  called  on  for  active  service  in  the  Semi- 
nole war  in  Florida.  The  six  months'  campaign  which  resulted  in  the 
capture  of  the  redoubtable  chief,  Halleck-Tustenuggee,  was  a  post- 
graduate course  of  the  greatest  value  to  the  young  soldier. 

Although  strongly  opposed  to  the  policy  which  led  to  the  Mexican 
war,  he  had  his  part  to  play  in  that  conflict.  In  December,  1846,  his 
company  marched  for  the  front.  He  took  part  in  the  siege  of  Vera 
Cruz  in  March,  1847.  April  16  he  received  his  promotion  as  first  lieu- 
tenant and  assumed  command  of  Company  D,  which  on  the  following 
day  did  some  sharp  fighting  in  the  brilliant  affair  at  Cerro  Gordo.  Again 
on  August  20  he  led  his  company  to  victory  in  the  hard  fought  en- 
gagements at  Contreras  and  Cherubusco  and  "for  gallant  and  meritori- 
ous conduct"  there  was  promoted  Brevet  Captain.  Shortly  after  he 
became  full  captain.  In  the  assault  on  the  City  of  Mexico  he  was 
wounded  at  the  Belen  gate.  After  the  close  of  the  Mexican  war  Cap- 
tain Lyon's  company  was  sent  to  California  and  for  several  years  it  was 
doing  the  strenuous  work  of  repelling  incursions  of  hostile  Indians 
along  the  Mexican  border  and  elsewhere.  It  was  work  that  called 
for  constant  vigilance  and  for  prompt  and  decisive  action.  It  developed 
in  the  young  oflBicer  those  qualities  of  quick  intuition  and  ready  re- 
sourcefulness which  made  him  ten  years  later  arbiter  of  the  destinies 
of  the  wavering  state  of  Missouri. 

Many  anecdotes  are  told  of  his  personal  prowess  as  a  warrior.  More 
than  once  only  his  extraordinary  strength  of  muscle,  alertness  of  action 
and  presence  of  mind  saved  him  from  instant  death.  Once  he  was  sud- 
denly attacked  by  three  mounted  Indians.  His  pistol  settled  the  first. 
He  made  an  ineffectual  lunge  at  the  second  with  his  sword,  which  failed 
to  penetrate  the  thick  blanket  of  the  savage.  Only  by  tearing  aside 
the  blanket  with  his  left  hand  and  making  a  second  thrust  with  lightning 
swiftness  could  he  give  his  foe  his  quietus.  The  third  savage  fled  in 
dismay  from  one  so  quick  with  gun  and  sword.  There  is  not  space 
here  to  tell  the  story  of  the  Clear  Lake  campaign  in  1850,  although  it 
was  a  military  achievement  second  to  none  in  the  entire  thrilling  his- 
tory of  the  warfare  of  civilization  against  savagery. 

The  following  year  news  came  to  Captain  Lyon  of  the  serious  ill- 
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ness  of  the  mother  he  loved,  and  he  immediately  asked  for  leave  of 
absence,  hoping  that  he  might  be  of  help  to  her — but  she  entered  into 
rest  long  before  he  could  make  the  journey  back  to  the  old  home. 
During  the  next  ten  years  Captain  Lyon  was  on  duty  wherever  most 
needed  for  his  recognized  ability. 

When  President  Lincoln  was  inaugurated,  with  secession  of  the 
Southern  states  imminent,  he  was  entrusted  with  the  command  of  the 
arsenal  at  St.  Louis,  although  with  a  very  inadequate  force  for  its 
defense,  and  hampered  by  the  irresolution  of  those  who  were  his  super- 
iors. St.  Louis  was  swarming  with  secessionists  who  counted  on  the 
connivance  of  Governor  Jackson.  Captain  Lyon  saw  clearly  how  criti- 
cal the  situation  was.  He  enlisted  and  drilled  a  Home  Guard  of  volun- 
teers. The  large  store  of  arms  in  the  arsenal  was  sure  to  tempt  an 
attack.  Captain  Lyon  succeeded  in  transferring  the  greater  part  of 
these  arms  to  Springfield,  111.,  allowing  the  secessionists  to  capture  a 
few  flint-lock  muskets  that  were  loaded,  with  great  pretense  of  secrecy, 
on  a  boat  as  if  to  send  them  away.  The  police  commissioners  of  St. 
Louis  demanded  the  withdrawal  of  Federal  troops  from  the  arsenal. 
Captain  Lyon  refused  to  go.  Meanwhile  a  military  camp  had  been 
established  near  the  city,  evidently  as  a  nucleus  for  an  army  hostile 
to  the  Federal  government.  Suddenly  Captain  Lyon  appeared,  with  a 
strong  force,  fully  armed,  before  this  "Camp  Jackson,"  and  demanded 
its  surrender  within  thirty  minutes.  There  was  only  one  possible  reply 
to  such  an  imperative.  Camp  Jackson  surrendered.  This  bold  stroke 
disorganized  the  ranks  of  the  secessionists  and  nipped  in  the  bud  a 
movement  that  would  unquestionably  have  lined  up  Missouri  with  the 
rest  of  the  states  of  the  Confederacy.  A  few  days  later  Captain  Lyon 
was  appointed  Brigadier  General  of  Volunteers,  and  thereafter  followed 
that  wonderful  display  of  generalship  which  brought  defeat  to  the 
cause  of  the  Confederacy  in  Missouri  and  commanded  the  enthusiastic 
admiration  of  all  the  North.  If  half  the  energy  that  General  Lyon 
displayed  in  compelling  victory  where  another  would  have  looked  only 
for  defeat,  had  been  manifested  in  the  conduct  of  the  war  in  Virginia, 
the  war  of  Secession  would  have  been  a  very  short  one. 

At  Wilson's  Creek  General  Lyon,  with  five  thousand  troops,  at- 
tacked a  fortified  position  defended  by  a  force  of  twenty  thousand  and 
came  very  near  to  winning  a  victory.  It  was  not  rashness.  He  attacked 
because  the  need  of  the  hour  demanded  the  sacrifice  and  he  gave  his 
own  life  as  part  of  a  cost  that  he  had  counted.  Already  twice  wounded, 
he  was  in  the  fore  front  of  the  battle  urging  his  devoted  soldiers  to  a 
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final  effort,  when  he  fell  mortally  wounded.  The  battle  was  lost,  as 
Bunker  Hill  was  lost.  There  is  nothing  inglorious  in  the  memory  of 
such  defeats. 

The  general's  body  remained  on  the  battlefield,  but  was  sought 
out  after  the  battle  by  Mrs.  John  S.  Phelps,  who  secreted  it  in  a  cellar 
and  afterwards  aided  friends  when  they  came  in  search  of  it  to  carry 
it  away.  Col.  Elisha  M.  Lyon  (No.  1220),  who  had  served  under  the  gen- 
eral, was  sent  to  recover  the  body,  which  was  taken  to  Eastford  for 
burial.  In  the  principal  cities  on  the  route — St.  Louis,  Cincinnati,  Phil- 
adelphia, New  York  and  Hartford,  the  body  lay  in  state  and  thousands 
came  to  do  honor  to  the  lamented  dead. 

In  "Connecticut  as  a  Colony  and  as  a  State"  we  find  this  well- 
merited  tribute:  "So  pure  and  disinterested  was  his  patriotism,  so 
unquestioned  his  courage,  so  blameless  his  character,  that  he  has  gone 
into  the  little  band  of  knights  without  fear  and  without  reproach." 

Gen.  Sherman  said  of  him:  "He  was  the  first  man  that  seized  the 
whole  situation  and  took  the  initiative,  that  was  ready  to  strike  a  blow 
without  waiting  for  a  blow  to  be  struck.  *  *  His  death  imposed  on 
the  nation  a  penalty  numbered  by  thousands  on  thousands  of  lives  and 
millions  on  millions  of  dollars." 

General  Lyon  not  only  gave  his  life  for  his  country.  He  bequeathed 
$30,000,  practically  his  whole  estate,  to  the  Federal  government,  for  the 
prosecution  of  the  war.

COLERAIN  BRANCH 

(LYONS) 

A  separate  chapter  is  devoted  to  the  descendants  of  David  Lyon, 
'No.  229,  fourth  in  descent  from  William  Lyon,  of  Roxbury,  merely  for 
the  reason  that  in  this  branch  of  the  family  the  name  has  been  written 
Lyons,  and  this  ordinarily  would  be  conclusive  proof  that  it  had  no  con- 
nection with  the  Lyon  family.  The  final  "s"  seems  to  have  been  added 
at  the  time  that  the  family  moved  to  Colerain,  but  the  oldest  son,  at 
least,  had  adopted  it  soon  after  he  went  to  Sharon  to  study  medicine. 
In  an  exercise  book  in  possession  of  the  writer  is  found  in  boyish  hand 
the  autograph  Jerre  Lyon  with  date  1783.  In  the  same  book,  the  sig- 
nature is  found  also  with  the  "s,"  and  an  "acrostic"  on  his  name  pre- 
sented to  him  "with  true  respect,"  but  anonymously,  dated  November 
23,  1785,  has  the  final  "s."  Autographs  of  David  himself  and  of  his 
sons  Seth  and  Jesse,  which  will  be  found  in  their  respective  places, 
written  before  the  removal  to  Colerain,  all  read  Lyon,  but  the  inscrip- 
tion on  David's  tombstone  is  David  Lyons.  Since  the  oldest  son  was 
the  scholar  in  the  family,  it  is  likely  that  he  was  the  one  responsible 
for  the  change,  but  his  reason  for  making  it  can  be  only  conjectured. 
It  seems  likely  that  in  Sharon,  where  there  were  several  members  of 
another  Lyon  family — descendants  of  Peter  Lyon,  of  Dorchester — he 
wished  to  have  it  known  that  he  was  not  of  that  family.  If  this  be  the 
true  explanation,  we  must  infer  that  the  Roxbury  and  the  Dorchester 
families  did  not  recognize  any  bond  of  relationship.  The  fact  remains 
that  David's  descendants  have  all  borne  the  name  Lyons,  except  as  a 
few  have  come  to  understand  that  this  is  not  the  ancestral  name.

.    See  here  thy  pictured  life. 
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That  David  was  a  person  of  some  force  of  character  appears  from 
records  of  the  Second  Church  in  Roxbury,  to  which  he  belonged,  where 
we  find  that  repeatedly  "David  Lyon  was  appointed  to  take  care  of 
disorderly  persons  on  the  Lord's  day  at  the  meeting  house."  Intimately 
associated  as  was  his  family  with  that  of  the  ardently  patriotic  Drapers, 
it  seems  rather  strange  that  David's  name  does  not  appear  among  those 
who  rendered  service  in  the  Revolution.  His  half-brother,  Daniel,  was 
a  minute  man,  and  at  least  one  of  his  wife's  brothers  was  in  the  war. 
His  own  brother,  Benjamin,  was  a  deaf  mute,  and  he  had  a  sister  simi- 
larly afflicted.  His  father  died  when  he  was  only  fifteen,  so  that  it 
may  be  that  the  burden  of  family  cares  prevented  him  from  volunteer- 
ing for  military  duty.  That  he  was  loyal  to  his  country  appears  from 
the  circumstance  that  he  was  appointed  in  1781  collector  of  taxes  for 
Roxbury.  His  commission,  dated  Dec.  1,  1781,  signed  by  H.  Gardner, 
is  a  treasured  possession  of  Dr.  A.  B.  Lyons,  of  Detroit,  Mich.,  presented 
to  him  by  his  cousin,  Mrs.  Marie  (Lyons)  Van  Wormer,  of  Scranton,  Pa. 

It  is  a  well-authenticated  tradition  of  the  family  that  David  par- 
ticipated in  the  Boston  "Tea  Party"  in  1774.  His  wife,  Abigail  Draper, 
told  the  story  to  at  least  one  person  who  is  still  living,  Mr.  Fred  D. 
Lyons,  of  Susquehanna,  Pa. 

In  October,  1784,  David  Lyon  moved  with  his  family  to  Colerain, 
accepting  the  chances  of  a  pioneer  life  in  the  far  West  of  that  day. 
Church  records  state  that  on  Feb.  20,  1786,  he  formally  surrendered  his 
pew  in  the  old  church. 

As  keeper  of  the  village  tavern  he  was,  during  the  remainder  of  his 
life,  a  prominent  figure  in  Colerain.  The  old  tavern  is  no  longer  stand- 
ing, but  a  photograph,  taken  long  after  it  had  ceased  to  be  a  public 
house,  is  extant,  and.  has  been  reproduced  for  this  book  (presented  to 
the  writer  by  James  M.  Lyons,  of  Dorchester,  a  grandson  of  David). 
A  portion  of  the  decorated  wainscoting  of  the  old  tavern  is  preserved 
in  the  Historical  Museum  in  Deerfield, 
Mass.  The  autograph  of  David,  which 
tells  its  own  story  of  limitation  in  educa-  C  '^JcX.i- 
tional  advantages,  is  taken  from  a  deed  of    ^"^  ^'^r^^ 

land  sold  by  him  in  1792  to  his  son  Jerre,  (Autograph  1792 ) 

this  document,  together  with  many  other 

interesting  family  relics,  being  in  possession  of  Mrs.  Ada   (Sprague) 
Pratt,  grand-daughter  of  Jerre. 

Nearly  all  the  records  of  the  descendants  of  David  have  been 
obtained  from  family  Bibles  and  similar  authentic  private  sources  of

information.  The  record  will  be  found  very  nearly  complete.  From 
the  records  of  the  Second  Church  in  Roxbury  we  learn  that  on  Feb.  9, 
1764,  David  Lyon  and  Abigail  Draper  were  married  by  Rev.  Nathaniel 
Walker.  Abigail  Draper  was  born  in  Newton,  Mass.,  June  11,  1740 
(David  Lyon's  Family  Bible)  [June  13,  1741,  Draper  Gen.] ;  died  at  Cole- 
rain,  May  6,  1829;  buried  by  the  side  of  David.  Her  epitaph  reads:  "In 
memory  of  Mrs.  Abagail,  consort  of  Mr.  David  Lyons,  who  died  May 
6,  1829,  in  the  89th  year  of  her  age. 

"The  sweet  remembrance  of  the  just 
"Will  flourish  though  they  sleep  in  dust." 

She  was  daughter  of  Captain  Thomas  and  Relief  Draper.t  After  the 
death  of  her  husband  she  married  Judge  Parker  and  went  to  live  with 
him  in  Amherst,  but  returned  to  Colerain,  perhaps  after  his  death,  and 
lived  in  the  old  "tavern"  with  her  son  Aaron.  David  Lyon  had  nine 
children,  seven  of  them  married,  and  ninety-five  grandchildren,  sixty- 
eight  of  them  bearing  the  name  Lyons;  twenty-seven  born  during  his 
lifetime.  His  great  grandchildren  numbered  about  one  hundred  and 
eighty-five.  Among  the  Probate  Records  in  Northampton  is  found  the 
will  of  David  Lyon,  dated  Jan.  19,  1802;  probated  Jan.  3,  1804.  Its  text 
is  as  follows:  In  the  name  of  God  Amen,  this  nineteenth  day  of  Janu- 
ary, A.  D.  1802,  I,  David  Lyon  (sic),  of  Colerain,  in  the  County  of  Hamp- 
shire and  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  yeoman,  being  weak  in 
body,  perfect  in  mind  and  memory,  thanks  be  given  to  God  therefor, 
calling  to  mind  the  mortality  of  my  body  and  knowing  that  it  is  ap- 
pointed for  all  men  once  to  die,  do  make  and  ordain  this,  my  last  will 
and  testament,  viz.,  principally  and  first  of  all,  I  give  and  recommend 
my  soul  into  the  hands  of  God  that  gave  it  &  my  body  I  give  «6;  recom- 
end  to  the  earth  to  be  buried  in  a  decent  and  Christian  like  manner  at 
the  discretion  of  my  executors,  nothing  doubting  but  at  the  general 
resurrection  I  shall  receive  the  same  again  by  the  mighty  power  of  God, 
&  as  touching  such  worldly  estate  as  it  has  pleased  God  to  bless  me 


tJames  (1)  Draper,  born  Heptonstall,  England,  1622,  fourth  son  of 
Thon-.as  Draper,  came  to  America  before  16!J0;  died  Roxbury,  July,  1694, 
buried  in  West  Roxbury  Cemetery  near  the  Lyon  lot.  His  wife  was

The  state- 
ment in  "The  Drapers  in  America"  that  Abigail  Draper  married  Ensign 
John  Baker  was  true  of  another  Abigail  Draper,  of  Roxbury.

Item — I  give  to  my  beloved  son  Aaron  Lyon  the  whole  of  my  real 
estate  lying  in  Colerain,  including  my  wife's  third  after  her  decease  & 
the  whole  of  my  farming  tools,  and  I  order  and  direct  that  my  son 
Aaron  Lyon  pay  to  my  son  Joel  Lyon  one  hundred  pounds,  to  be  paid  in 
three  payments,  the  first  to  be  in  one  year  after  my  decease  &  the  same 
sum  annually  untill  it  is  all  paid.  And  I  further  order  that  my  son 
Aaron  Lyon  pay  to  my  beloved  daughter  Polly  Lyon,  sixty  pounds 
when  she  shall  be  eighteen  years  of  age  or  when  married,  if  she  should 
be  married  before  that  age,  and  I  order  that  my  daughter  Polly  shall 
have  the  privilege  of  making  a  home  of  my  house  that  I  have  given 
to  Aaron  while  she  is  a  single  woman,  or  untill  she  is  married,  and  I 
further  order  that  my  son  Aaron  provide  suitable  fire  wood,  cut  and 
at  the  house,  to  my  wife  for  one  fire  during  her  widowhood. 

Item — I  give  to  my  beloved  son  Joel  Lyon  one  hundred  pounds, 
which  I  have  ordered  my  son  Aaron  to  pay  to  him.  Item — I  give  to  my 
daughter,  Polly  Lyon,  sixty  pounds,  which  I  have  ordered  my  son  Aaron 
to  pay  to  her.  And  I  constitute  and  ordain  my  dearly  beloved  wife 
Abigail  executrix  &  my  beloved  son  Jerre  Lyon  executor  of  this  my 
last  will  &  testament,  in  witness  v/hereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand 
and  seal  the  day  and  year  above  written.

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Colerain,  May  6,  1808.  She  was  a  woman  of  devoted  piety  and  strongly 
impressed  upon  her  numerous  children  her  personality,  ruling  her 
household  with  conscientious  rigor  of  discipline.  Jerre  married  sec- 
ond, in  Colerain,  Dec.  1,  1808,  Sarah  Marquand  Nye,  born  Feb.  21,  1785, 
of  whose  parentage  nothing  has  been  learned.  She  survived  her  hus- 
band forty-five  years,  becoming  the  wife  of  John  Miller,  who  died,  how- 
ever, many  years  before  she  did.§ 

Jerre  went  to  Sharon  at  the  age  of  18  to  study  medicine  in  the 
office  of  Dr.  Elijah  Hewins.  The  diary  of  the  boy  student  of  medicine, 
in  possession  of  Mrs.  Ada  K.  Pratt  (No.  1855),  jejune  as  it  is,  is  full  of 
interest.  It  opens  May  10,  1784,  when  he  records  that  he  came  from 
Roxbury  to  Sharon,  and  that  he  "shot  a  bird  with  a  gun."  He  gives, 
week  by  week,  full  reports  of  the  sermons  of  Mr.  Philip  Curtis.  Here 
are  a  few  items:  May  20,  R.  B.  came  to  Dr.  H.  for  medicine  for  dropsy; 
he  gave  jalap  and  iron  filings.  May  23,  Sunday;  read  "No  Cross,  No 
Crown."  May  26:  Election  day.  Bought  election  cakes;  apple  trees  in 
full  bloom.  May  27,  Mr.  Jeremiah  Richards  came  to  be  blooded.  May 
28,  made  two  houses  for  birds  called  martins.    May  31,  this  day  dropped 

corn.  June  3,  went  to  Mr 's  and  drank  "shells."  June  6,  sacrament 

day,  spent  some  of  my  time  reading  the  Dialogues  and  Letters  of  The- 
ron  and  Aspasia,  which  delighted  me  very  much.  [A  religious  book; 
I  have  a  copy  of  it. — Ed.]  June  8,  Uncle  Ebenezer  Richards  (See  No. 
232)  had  a  son  born  [David];  June  11,  ate  some  strawberries;  went  to 
Mr.  Joseph  Hewins'  and  drank  some  gin  and  some  toddy  (rum  and 
water).  June  13,  B.  I.  was  blooded  and  had  a  mess  of  bitters  (sic). 
June  14,  Uncle  Eben.  Richards  worked  on  a  window  frame.  June  15, 
went  to  Mr.  Benjamin  Richards'  and  saw  many  fine  ladies  ("dominae 
or  virgines")  and  spent  several  hours  with  Polly  Richards;  spent  the 
evening  in  a  very  agreeable  manner  in  conversation  with  Miss  Polly. 
[Here  in  the  diary  Jerre  for  the  first  time  writes  partly  in  cypher,  the 
passage  relating  to  Polly  Richards  being  entirely  in  this  cypher.  The 
point  of  interest  is  that  this  was  the  beginning  of  the  courtship  that 
lasted  until  he  finished  his  medical  studies  six  years  later.]  June  17, 
was  pall  bearer  at  funeral  of  the  pastor's  little  daughter,  and  "saw  her 
safely  interred,  ut  spero."  June  24,  last  evening  went  to  Mr.  Benjamin 
Richards'  and  spent  very  agreeable  hours  [this  in  cypher]  with  Miss 
Polly,  and  returned  in  the  morning  "cum  contenta  mente."  Records 
that  he  learned  Polly's  age.    June  25,  bled  Mr.  T.  [the  first  patient  he 


§John  Miller,  son  of  Robert  and  Martha   (Ritchie)   Miller,  was  born

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had  bled].  June  26,  began  to  keep  Dr.  H.'s  accounts.  June  28,  had  a 
visit  from  his  "marm"  [mother] ;  took  tea  with  her  at  his  Uncle  Bben's. 
July  1,  raked  and  pitched  a  load  of  hay.  It  was  a  very  simple  rural 
life  they  lived  in  those  days,  but  it  developed  men  and  women  of  strong 
moral  fiber. 

Throughout  his  life  Jerre  kept  up  his  diary  with  daily  entries  in 
microscopic  handwriting,  the  entries  for  one  month  filling  only  one  page 
7x3^^  inches. 

Jerre  Lyon  passed  his  exam- 
inations to  enter  Harvard  college; 
this  is  recorded  in  his  diary.  He 
took  at  least  a  medical  course  there, 
but  the  records  of  the  college, 
which  are  confessedly  incomplete, 
do  not  contain  his  name.  He  went 
to  Colerain  in  1790  and  practiced 
medicine  there  successfully  more 
than  twenty  years.  About  1813  he 
removed  to  Chesterfield,  N.  H.,  where  he  spent  the  remaining  years  of 
his  life.

How  apt  an  apprentice  Jesse 
proved  will  appear  from  what  follows. 

The  Springfield  Republican,  of  Sept.  25,  1904,  contains  an  interest- 
ing account  of  the  rescuing  from  neglect  of  the  beauitful  old  pulpit 
built  more  than  a  century  ago  for  the  old  North  River  meeting  house 
but  not  deemed  worthy  of  a  place  in  the  audience  room  of  the  newer 
church  building  and  so  allowed  to  rest  in  obscurity  in  the  basement. 
This  pulpit  was  built,  it  is  stated,  by  Jesse  Lyons,  "a  noted  Workman 
of  his  day,  the  head  of  the  Lyons  furniture  works  at  Lyonsville,  Cole- 
rain.  Architects  and  good  judges  who  have  examined  the  work  of  Mr. 
Lyons,  say  that  there  is  hardly  a  more  beautiful  specimen  of  pulpit 
architecture  in  the  country  outside  of  King's  chapel  and  the  new  Old 
South  in  Boston.  Other  specimens  of  Mr.  Lyons'  skill  and  good  taste 
are  found  both  outside  and  inside  the  Major  Willis  house,  now  the 
property  of  the  Griswoldville  Manufacturing  Company."  "From  this 
pulpit,  the  famous  'Priest  Taggart'  (Rev.  Samuel  Taggart)  delivered  a 
eulogy  on  George  Washington  soon  after  his  death."  The  Springfield 
Republican  contained  a  picture  of  the  pulpit. 

Jesse  Lyons  was  three  times  married  and  was  father  of  twenty 
children.    His  first  wife  was  Lucy  Ransom,  who  was  born  Jan.  12,  1768,

LUKE^  LYONS  [Jerre,"  David'  (Lyon),  Benja- 
min,* Joseph,^  John,=  William^]  was  born  in  Colerain,  Mass.,  Oct.  2,  1791, 
and  died  in  Jerseyville,  111.,  Jan.  11,  1845.  The  son  of  ardently  pious 
parents,  he  early  chose  for  himself  the  work  of  the  ministry.  He  was 
a  brilliant  student,  but  had  a  single  purpose  in  life — to  do  the  work  of 
the  Master,  whether  as  a  teacher,  an  organizer  of  Sabbath  schools  or 
a  minister  of  the  Gospel. 

At  the  age  of  twenty-three  he  went  to  Albany,  N.  Y.,  and  opened  an 
academy  for  young  ladies.  Among  his  pupils  there  was  the  lady  who 
became  afterwards  his  bride  and  efficient  co-worker.  Later  he  studied 
theology  in  Princeton,  finding  his  health  so  impaired  when  he  com- 
pleted his  studies  that  he  went  to  South  Carolina  to  recuperate  while 
doing  missionary  work.  In  1823  he  received  the  honorary  degree  of 
Master  of  Arts  from  Williams  College.  His  first  regular  pastorate  was 
in  Esperance,  N.  Y.,  a  place  noted  for  its  wickedness.  He  gathered 
there  a  church  of  two  hundred  members,  and  under  his  leadership  they 
erected  for  themselves  a  comfortable  stone  church  building.  Out  of 
his  small  income  at  this  time  he  was  educating  for  the  ministry  his 
brother  Lorenzo,  who,  as  a  missionary  in  the  Hawaiian  Islands,  num- 
bered his  converts  to  Christianity  by  the  thousand. 

It  was  to  Esperance  that  he  brought  his  bride,  Aurelia  Fobes, 
to  whom  he  was  married  in  Albany,  July  1,  1824.  She  was  daughter 
of  Philander  and  Nancy  (Warner)  Fobes,  born  in  Dalton,  Mass.,  Sept.

SO,  1802.  She  survived  her  husband  many  years  and  died  in  Philadel- 
phia, June  14,  1875;  buried  at  Davenport,  Iowa. 

From  Esperance  Rev.  Luke  Lyons  went  to  Cortland,  N.  Y.,  where 
in  a  short  time  his  church  doubled  in  membership.  His  next  pastorate 
was  in  Rochester,  N.  Y.  (1831).  From  there  he  went  to  Michigan,  hav- 
ing a  charge  (1837)  in  Allegan.  Then  we  find  him  (1839)  in  Jackson- 
ville, 111.,  and  later  (1840)  in  Jerseyville,  111.,  where  he  spent  the  last 
four  or  five  years  of  his  life.  Wherever  he  went  he  was  beloved  by 
all,  especially  by  the  young,  in  whom  he  always  had  a  great  interest. 

He  had  strong  personal  magnetism  and  the  fondness  for  music  so 
common  in  the  Lyon  families;  he  played  both  the  flute  and  the  bass 
viol. 

After  his  death  his  widow,  who  was  a  woman  of  noble  character 
and  of  varied  attainments,  became  chaplain  at  Monticello  seminary, 
T/here  she  was  teacher  of  Rhetoric,  History,  Composition  and  Penman- 
ship. She  was  gifted  as  a  speaker — although  she  addressed  only 
audiences  of  women.  It  was  through  her  personal  efforts  that  the 
money  was  raised  for  the  Monticello  seminary  building.

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Nathan  Lyon  was  a  cabinet  maker  and  carpenter.  He  went  to 
Montrose  early  in  1819,  his  brother  Jerre  follov/ing  him  i,  year  later.

one  a  familiar  friend.  "I  am  never  less  alone  than  when  alone,"  he 
inscribed  in  more  than  one  of  these  volumes.

Rev.  Lowell  Smith  and  went  as  mission- 
ary to  the  Hawaiian  Islands. 
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From  boyhood  he  kept  a  diary  in  which  he  not  only  recorded  the 
daily  happenings,  but  set  down  in  prose  or  verse  the  thoughts  and 
emotions  that  meant  to  him  more  than  the  ordinary  incidents  of  life. 
A  separate  page  in  each  volume  of  his  diary  is  given  to  the  current 
family  record. 

Here  is  a  fac-simile  copy  of  one  of  these  records  of  especial  inter- 
est in  that  it  relates  to  his  own  marriage. 


The  detailed  account  of  his  journey  from  Chesterfield,  N.  H.,  to 
Montrose,  Pa.,  in  1824,  and  then  of  his  trip  from  Montrose  to  New  York 
to  purchase  a  stock  of  goods,  is  of  very  great  interest,  and  of  real 
historic  value.  The  itemized  account  of  the  expenses  of  the  journey 
is  particularly  interesting.  The  summary  of  the  trip  from  Colerain  to 
Montrose  makes  the  total  distance  232  miles,  traveling  time,  71% 
hours,  expenses  (for  two,  himself  and  his  father),  $16.88.  He  was  all 
his  life  engaged  in  mercantile  business,  at  first  in  a  small  way  in 
New  England,  afterwards  on  a  larger  scale  in  Montrose. 

He  was  a  man  of  pronounced  opinions,  of  strong  and  constant  af- 
fections, generous  to  a  fault,  self-centered  and  living  much  apart  from 
his  fellows,  whose  ideals  he  found  too  often  low  and  unworthy.  He  was 
a  strong  temperance  man,  an  enemy  of  tobacco  as  well  as  alcohol,  a 
radical  in  his  anti-slavery  convictions. 
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The  central  fact  of  his  life  was  his  marriage  to  his  cousin,  Maria 
Augusta  Chandler  (No.  1751),  a  lady  who  shared  his  love  of  poetry  and

She  died  June  16,  1846,  leaving  him  deso- 
lated. "When,  six  years  later,  a  daughter  was  born  to  his  brother,  Joel, 
v,fho  in  later  years  shared  his  house  with  him,  he  was  pleased  that  the 
name  that  had  meant  so  much  to  him  should  be  given  to  the  newcomer, 
and  his  heart  found  opportunity  again  at  last  to  expend  itself,  and  so 
his  later  years  had  solace.

American  Board  to  the  Hawaiian  Islands,  where  a  mission  had  been 
established  eleven  years  earlier.  He  was  stationed  at  Waimea,  Hawaii, 
a  central  point  in  that  large  island,  and  there  for  fifty-four  years  he 
labored  with  untiring  devotion  for  the  people  of  his  great  parish.  He 
received  into  the  church  thousands  of  the  natives,  among  whom  he 
was  known  as  the  "Makua  Laiana,"  (Father  Lyons).  He  designed  and 
superintended  the  building  of  fourteen  houses  of  worship.  He  was 
besides   superintendent  of  public   schools,   paymaster  for   the   school 
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teachers,  land  agent  under  the  government  and  postmaster  for  the  vil- 
lage. 

Physically  he  was  poorly  equipped  for  so  strenuous  a  life.  His 
fighting  weight  was  never  above  110  lbs.  avoirdupois,  but  it  was  a  giant 
spirit  that  dwelt  in  that  frail  body.  He  made  his  tours  through  his 
field  of  work  always  on  foot,  with  one  or  two  natives  to  carry  his  neces- 
sary baggage. 

He  spoke  Hawaiian  with  a  perfect  accent  and  idiom,  acquiring  the 
language  so  rapidly  that  he  preached  his  first  sermon  within  three 
months  after  landing  in  Honolulu.  He  acquired  great  facility  in  writ- 
ing Hawaiian  verse,  and  became  the  hymnologist  of  Hawaii.  He 
amused  himself  by  translating  into  Hawaiian  not  only  sacred  songs, 
but  secular  verse,  e.  g.  Poe's  "Raven"  and  "Bells,"  and  even  so  undig- 
nified a  jingle  as  "Johnny  Schmoker." 

A  marble  monumentf  marks  the  spot  where  he  sleeps  his  last 
sleep,  placed  there  by  the  Sunday-schools  of  the  nation  as  a  grateful 
tribute  to  the  author  of  the  Sunday-school  hymn  book  in  use  there. 
For  a  winding  sheet  the  king  himself  sent  a  Hawaiian  flag,  because 
the  aged  missionary  had  said,  on  the  occasion  of  the  great  jubilee  meet- 
ing held  at  Imiola,  "Fifty  years  I  have  lived  under  your  flag,  that  is  my 
flag  also,t  I  wish  that  when  I  die  I  may  be  wrapped  in  the  flag  I  love." 

Mr.  Lyons  took  with  him  as  a  bride  when  he  went  to  the  foreign 
mission  field,  Betsey  Curtis,  daughter  of  Simeon  and  (Reming- 
ton) Curtis,  of  Elbridge,  N.  Y.,  who  was  born  there  Jan.  10,  1813.  They 
were  married  at  Elbridge,  Sept.  4,  1831,  by  Rev.  Timothy  Stone.  She 
died  at  Honolulu,  May  14,  1837.  On  the  14th  of  July,  1838,  he  was 
married  a  second  time,  in  Hilo,  Hawaii,  to  Miss  Lucia  Garratt  Smith, 
who  had  gone  out  as  a  missionary  teacher.  Miss  Smith  was  born  at 
Truxton,  N.  Y.,  April  17,  1808,  daughter  of  Brown  and  Patty  (Daniel-

(1840-41),  then  became  clerk  for  his 
uncle  in  Clinton,  being  at  the  age  of  twenty  in  charge  of  his  pork  pack- 
ing business.  He  went  into  business  for  himself  Nov.  2,  1846,  with  a 
capital  of  $1,000.  He  went  to  New  Orleans  on  business  every  year  for 
several  years,  being  absent  on  each  trip  several  months.  He  formea 
a  partnership  with  his  brother  Alonzo,  imder  the  style  A.  and  J.  M. 
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Lyons,  engaging  in  general  merchandising,  grain  dealing  and  pork 
packing.  The  partnership  was  dissolved  in  1852  and  he  continued 
the  business  independently  until  1864.  For  many  years  he  was  post- 
master in  Clinton,  having  charge  sometimes  of  several  postoflBces.  He 
joined  the  Masons  in  Eugene,  Ind.,  in  May,  1846;  the  I.  O.  O.  F.,  Cov- 
ington Lodge,  July  18,  1846;  is  one  of  five  charter  members  of  L  O.  Kf. 
F.  of  Terre  Haute  Lodge,  No.  51,  1848,  the  last  one  surviving  (Feb., 
1905). 

He  was  married  in  Clinton,  Sunday,  Aug.  3,  1851,  to  Phebe  Anna 
Hathaway,  daughter  of  William  Ronnseville  and  Louisa  (Peirce)  Hath- 
away. She  was  born  at  Berkley,  Mass.,  Oct.  8,  1825.  She  was  a  lady 
of  superior  endowments,  educated  at  Piefce  academy,  Middleboro, 
Mass.,  and  at  Suffield,  Conn.,  and  was  teacher  of  the  first  free  school  in 
Indiana,  at  Clinton.  In  1860  Mr.  Lj'ons  moved  to  Terre  Haute,  Ind., 
where,  in  1864,  he  opened  a  general  hardware  business  which  he 
continued  successfully  for  twelve  years.  In  April,  1876,  he  retired 
from  active  business,  retaining  imtil  1884  an  interest  in  the  house  he 
had  established.  Since  that  time  he  has  resided  at  New  Bedford, 
Mass.  (1876  to  1892),  Taunton  (1892  to  1898)  and  Boston  (Dorchester), 
where  he  now  lives.  Present  address,  66  Hartford  street,  Dorchester, 
Mass. 

Mr.  Lyons  has  long  taken  an  active  interest  in  the  family,  history 
and  has  rendered  very  valuable  assistance  in  gathering  the  data  for 
this  memorial.  He  has  a  beautiful  home  quite  near  the  spot  where  the 
original  William  Lyon  lived,  sharing  his  house  with  his  married  daugh- 
ter, Anna,  and  her  husband.  His  wife  died  very  suddenly  March  6, 
1901,  a  few  months  before  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  their  marriage.

From  the  obituary  notice  in  the 
Record-Herald  of  April  23,  1903,  we  quote:  "Mr.  Crawford's  remarkable 
versatility,  his  wide  ranging  and  really  profound  knowledge  of  history, 
political  science  and  law,  and  especially  his  ready  familiarity  with 
American  history,  together  with  the  grace  and  power  of  his  literary 
style,  made  him  an  ideal  journalist  of  the  old  school.  As  a  critic  of 
books — a  profession  which  he  followed  at  odd  times  for  the  pure  love 
of  the  work — he  had  few  equals  in  America.  His  taste  in  pure  literary 
art  was  quick  and  sure.     *     *     *     Mr.  Crawford  personally  was  the 
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ideal  gentleman — courtly,  dignified,  spotlessly  pure  of  speech,  with 
whom  to  converse  for  the  breadth  of  a  few  minutes  was  to  take  away 
a  lasting  memory  of  a  man  who  was  as  cultured  in  mind  as  he  was 
kindly  and  broad  in  character."  After  his  death  a  collection  of  his  mis- 
cellaneous essays  in  literary  criticism  was  published  under  the  very 
enticing  and  appropriate  title,  "Chats  on  Writers  and  Books."  [Charles

was  bom  in  Milford,  Pa.,  July  30,  1828,  and  died  in  Montrose,  Pa.,  May 
5,  1877.  He  was  an  architect  by  profession  and  had  already  established 
a  reputation  for  superior  ability  when,  on  the  breaking  out  of  the 
War  of  Secession  the  call  of  his  country  came  to  him.  Leaving  his  busi- 
ness in  St.  Louis  he  returned  to  his  old  home  in  Montrose  and  raised 
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recruits  for  a  company  of  which  he  was  chosen  Lieutenant  and  later 
made  Captain  (Co.  A,  57th  Penn.  Vols.).  He  served  throughout  the 
Peninsular  campaign,  at  Second  Bull  Run,  Antietam,  Fredericksburg; 
wounded  at  Chancellorsville,  he  rejoined  his  regiment  after  Gettys- 
burg, served  in  the  Wilderness  and  the  Richmond  campaign  to  Cold 
Harbor,  where  he  was  wounded  again.  At  Petersburg  he  was  wounded 
a  third  time  and  so  disabled  that  he  received  honorable  discharge  from 
the  service.  In  1869  he  was  elected  to  the  oflBce  of  Registrar  and  Re- 
corder and  Clerk  of  the  Orphans'  Court  of  Susquehanna  County.  Later 
he  engaged  in  farming,  but  under  the  handicap  of  physical  disabilities 
resulting  from  his  wounds  which  brought  him  prematurely  to  the  grave. 
His  last  work  was  the  designing  of  the  Soldiers'  Monument  in  Mont- 
rose. 

THE  FOUR  BROTHERS  POST. 

Jerome  Lyons  was  the  oldest  of  four  brothers  in  whose  honor  the 
Four  Brothers  Post  of  the  G.  A.  R.  of  Montrose  was  named.  In  the  His- 
tory of  Susquehanna  County,  by  Miss  Emily  C.  Blackman,  is  found  the 
following  merited  tribute:  "Early  in  the  War  of  the  Rebellion,  four 
noble  sons  and  patriotic  brothers  enlisted  in  the  defense  of  the  flag. 
Their  names  were  Jerome  R.,  Clark  C,  Benjamin  R.  and  Luke  L. 
Lyons.  Before  Grant's  victorious  flag  waved  over  Appomattox  the 
three  last  named  were  lying  side  by  side  in  our  village  cemetery, 
stricken  down  by  war's  cruel  hand,  and  today  their  bones  lie  moldering 
beneath  the  shadow  of  a  broken  shaft,  emblem  of  life's  sudden  ending. 
The  fourth  brother  barely  escaped  with  life  and  returned  to  his  home 
bearing  the  scars  of  rebel  bullets  and  with  constitution  shattered  and 
health  destroyed.  He  died  in  1877,  universally  lamented  by  his  com- 
rades and  all  who  knew  him.  The  beautiful  soldiers'  monument  that 
graces  our  square  is  alike  a  monument  to  him  and  to  his  architectural 
skill  and  ability,  for  he  designed  it  and  superintended  its  erection." 

This  is  a  record  of  which  the  whole  Lyon  family  should  be  proud, 
not  the  less  because  all  the  while  a  fifth  brother  had  his  home  the 
other  side  of  the  line  and  so  was  identified  in  fortunes  with  the 
"enemy;"  thank  God  the  word  today  has  lost  the  bitterness  of  Its 
meaning  at  last. 

Jerome  R.  Lyons  was  married  in  Montrose,  Aug.  25,  1855,  to  Anna 
Eliza  Warner,  who  was  born  in  Bridgewater,  Pa.,  Dec.  5,  1834,  daughter 
of  D.  D.  and  Mary  Ann  (Raynerford)  Warner.

They  were 
in  Sherman's  expedition  to  Beaufort,  S.  Car.  He  was  largely  instru- 
mental in  saving  the  steamer  Winfield  Scott,  on  which  they  sailed.  He 
saw  service  at  Pocotaligo  and  was  wounded  at  Secessionville  in  June, 
1862.  General  Stevens  wrote  to  him:  "You  have  acquitted  yourself 
nobly  during  your  whole  service  at  the  South,  commencing  with  your 
energetic  conduct  on  the  Winfield  Scott,  and  ending  with  your  lead- 
ing the  forlorn  hope  at  Secessionville.  I  have  announced  you  as  one 
of  my  aides-de-camp,  and  you  will  continue  such  however  long  your 
wounds  may  disable  you."  He  was,  however,  to  see  no  more  active 
service;  nine  days  later  he  died  in  hospital  in  New  York  city.

In  December  they  sailed  for  Syria 
as  missionaries  of  the  A.  B.  C.  F.  M.  After  spending  a  year  in  Beirut 
and  Mt.  Lebanon,  Mr.  Lyons  was  stationed  at  Tripoli,  Syria,  where  he 
remained  until  the  winter  of  1860-61,  when  he  was  transferred  to  the 
city  of  Sidon.  In  1863,  impaired  health  compelled  his  return  to  Amer- 
ica. For  five  years  he  was  confined  to  his  bed  the  most  of  the  time. 
In  1871  he  became  agent  for  the  American  Bible  Society  in  Florida  and 
Georgia.  In  1873  his  family  removed  to  Jacksonville,  Fla.,  making  this 
their  home  until  1883,  when  he  became  pastor  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  "Waldo,  retaining  the  pastorate  until  Jan.,  1888,  when  failing 
health  compelled  him  to  resign.

How  she  received  that  great  responsibility 
as  a  call  from  heaven,  how,  under  this  crushing  labor,  her  health  ral- 
lied, so  that,  spite  of  her  frequent  periods  of  debility,  she  always  had 
strength  suflBcient  for  her  day;  how  she  comforted  and  blessed  her 
father  till  his  death;  how  she  became  a  second  mother  to  every  child 
of  the  family,  the  wise  counsellor  of  her  brother,  the  tender  maternal 
sister  of  her  sisters;  always  ready  to  stay  or  go,  to  fill  a  gap  in  an 
emergency,  or  to  toil  on  in  the  monotonous  duties  of  a  country  home;

Taught  at  home  until  fourteen  years  of  age, 
he  then  went  to  the  mission  school  at  Punahou,  where  he  studied  three 
years.  He  gave  especial  attention  to  land  surveying,  and  in  1850 
entered  the  service  of  the  Land  Commission  and  thus  became  intro- 
duced while  a  mere  boy  into  public  life.  He  surveyed  "kuleanas,"  in 
Honolulu,  then  in  Waimea,  Kohala  and  Hamakua,  Hawaii,  and  later 
government  lands  and  chiefs'  land,  becoming  thoroughly  acquainted 
with  the  native  language  and  with  Hawaiian  methods  with  reference  to 
land  boundaries. 
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Having  thus  earned  money  to  prosecute  his  education,  he  sailed  in 
1853  in  a  whale  ship  for  the  United  States,  via  Cape  Horn,  taking  the 
opportunity  of  the  long  voyage  to  gain  a  practical  knowledge  of  navi- 
gation. He  attended  Williams  College;  graduated  1858,  with  Phi  Beta 
Kappa  standing.  Two  years  in  Union  Theological  Seminary  ended  with 
broken  health  and  the  year  1865  found  him  returning  to  Hawaii  via 
Panama  and  experiencing  shipwreck  on  the  voyage.  Arrived  in  Hono- 
lulu, he  found  employment  in  newspaper  work  and  in  translating  into 
Hawaiian  a  text  book  on  higher  arithmetic  for  use  in  the  public 
schools.  In  1868  and  1870  he  represented  North  Kohala  in  the  legis- 
lature, leading  the  Hawaiians  in  their  first  idea  of  an  opposition.  In 
1868  he  succeeded  in  downing  the  attempt  to  indict  H.  M.  Whitney  for 
treason  for  publishing  articles  favoring  annexation  to  the  United  States. 

When  the  government  survey  bureau  was  established,  in  1871,  the 
first  suggestion  of  its  inauguration  having  come  from  him,  he  was  ap- 
pointed assistant  to  the  surveyor-general,  Prof.  W.  D.  Alexander.  He 
first  introduced  true  meridian  work  and  the  stadia  or  telimeter  and 
plane  table  in  the  survey  work,  and  was  the  originator  of  the  methods 
adopted  in  mapping,  in  field  work  and  in  the  office  records.  Afterwards 
he  executed  the  main  part  of  the  triangulation  of  North  Hawaii,  and 
laid  the  foundation  of  all  the  mapping  of  that  section.  He  determined 
the  secular  variation  of  the  magnetic  needle  for  the  Islands,  utilizing 
personal  observations  made  as  far  back  as  1852.  He  took  charge  also 
of  the  automatic  tide  gauge  work,  upon  which  the  coast  survey  predic- 
tions of  tides  are  now  based. 

In  later  years  he  has  been  government  meteorologist,  and  since  an- 
nexation, until  the  failure  of  his  health  in  1903,  territorial  meteorologist. 
His  weather  predictions  have  for  many  years  been  accepted  in  Hono- 
lulu as  infallible. 

During  the  rebellion  of  1895  he  did  active  service  for  the  Republic 
of  Hawaii  as  member  of  Squad  1,  Citizens'  Guard. 

He  was  married  in  Honolulu  by  Rev.  S.  C.  Damon,  April  23,  1873, 
to  Julia  Elizabeth  Venables  Vernon. § 


§The  Vernon  family  traces  its  origin  to  the  Lords  of  Vernon  in  the 
Duchy  of  Normandy.  Richard  de  Vernon  was  with  William  the  Con- 
queror when  he  invaded  England,  and  became  Baron  of  Shipbroke  (Ship- 
brook).  The  line  is  traced  through  Sir  Humphrey  Vernon,  whose 
brother  Richard  was  grandfather  of  Dorothy  Vernon  of  Haddon  Hall. 
It  includes,  in  a  late  generation,  George  Vernon,  Esq.,  of  Sudbury  Park, 
who  in  1728  assumed  by  Royal  sign  manual  the  additional  arms  and 
surname  of  Venables,  upon  inheriting  the  estates  of  his  maternal  an- 
cestors, and  became  Lord  Vernon,  Baron  of  Kinderton,  May  12,  1762.

of  M.  D.  in  the  University  of  Michi- 
gan in  1868,  and  the  following  year  became  professor  of  chemistry  iu 
the  Detroit  Medical  College,  holding  that  position  twelve  years.  In 
1881  he  became  consulting  chemist  for  Parke,  Davis  &  Co.  in  Detroit, 
in  1887  became  editor  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Era,  in  1888  accepted  the 
position  of  government  chemist  for  the  Hawaiian  Islands,  where  he 
remained  until  1895.  During  this  period  he  was  also  Professor  of  Chem- 
istry in  Oahu  College,  at  Honolulu,  incidentally  teaching  physics, 
botany,  zoology,  physical  geography,  astronomy,  geology  and  logic.  He 
made  a  study  of  the  volcanic  soils  of  the  Hawaiian  islands,  embodying 
some  of  the  results  in  a  paper  contributed  to  the  American  Journal  of 
Science.  He  made  important  contributions  to  our  knowledge  of  the 
geological  history  of  the  islands. 

As  a  citizen  of  the  little  Republic  of  Hawaii  he  was  called  upon  in 
1895  for  military  service,  being  a  member  of  the  Citizens'  Guard— com- 
parable with  the  "minute  men"  of  revolutionary  times. 

In  1897  he  returned  to  the  United  States  and  became  connected 
with  the  firm  of  Nelson,  Baker  &  Co.,  manufacturing  pharmacists,  of 
Detroit,  Mich.,  being  placed  in  charge  of  its  chemical  department.  In 
1900  he  was  chosen  one  of  the  committee  of  twenty-five  charged  with 
the  work  of  revising  the  United  States  Pharmacopoeia,  and  has  been 
an  active  and  eflScient  member  of  that  committee,  whose  work  (June, 
1905)  is  nearing  completion. 

Dr.  Lyons  has  been  a  frequent  contributor  to  pharmaceutical,  medi- 
cal and  scientific  periodicals.  He  published  in  1887  a  manual  of  phar- 
maceutical assaying,  which  was  revised  twelve  years  later  and  appeared 
as  "Practical  Assaying  of  Drugs  and  Galenicals."  In  1900  he  published 
"Plant  Names,  Scientific  and  Popular." 
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Dr.  Lyons  has  been  deacon  in  the  Central  Union  Church  in  Hono- 
lulu and  in  the  First  Congregational  Church  in  Detroit.  His  latest  ven- 
ture into  untried  fields  is  embodied  in  this  book  on  the  Lyon  families 
of  New  England,  which  has  proved  a  labor  of  some  weariness,  but  a 
fascinating  work,  which  he  only  regrets  could  not  have  been  made 
more  complete.  It  was  rendered  possible  only  by  the  willing  and 
earnest  co-operation  of  other  members  of  the  Lyon  tribe,  who  rightly 
quarrel  with  that  Hibernian  final  "s."

AARON  LYON 

OF  STURBRIDGE,  MASS. 

The  parentage  of  Aaron  Lyonf  of  Sturbridge  is  uncertain.  He 
must  have  been  born  about  1730.  Gould  Lyon  of  Ashford,  Conn.,  No.  82, 
had  a  son  Aaron,  born  in  1746.  It  would  not  be  strange  if  his  brother 
Seth,  No.  81,  had  also  an  Aaron.  The  record  of  his  family  appears  to 
be  incomplete  and  there  might  easily  have  been  a  son  Aaron,  born  in 
1730.  See  page  56.  The  names  of  Aaron's  children  below,  however,  do 
not  repeat  otherwise  those  of  the  families  either  of  Seth  or  of  Gould. 
Samuel  Lyon  (No.  32)  has  only  two  children  recorded.  It  is  possible, 
but  not  very  likely,  that  Aaron  was  his  son,  the  names  Jonathan  and 
Thankful  occurring  among  his  kin.  If  family  names  are  to  be  taken 
as  a  guide,  however,  it  is  rather  to  the  family  of  Richard  Lyon  of 
Fairfield  that  one  must  turn.  Nathan,  Stephen,  Jonathan,  David  and 
Jabez  all  have  a  familiar  sound  to  one  who  knows  the  Fairfield  family.  It 
has  been  asserted  that  an  uncle  of  Mary  Lyon  (No.  2367)  came  to  Ash- 
field  from  Guilford,  Conn.  This  would  have  been  a  son,  however,  of 
the  Aaron  under  discussion,  so  that  the  writer  is  not  inclined  to  at- 
tach much  importance  to  the  statement,  for  which  documentary  evi- 
dence is  lacking.  After  all,  the  same  names  are  found  also  among  the 
descendants  of  William  Lyon  in  Windham  County,  and,  in  absence  of 
positive  knowledge  of  any  migration  from  Fairfield  county  to  the  vicin- 
ity of  Woodstock,  the  probability  remains  in  favor  of  the  hypothesis 
that  Aaron  was  of  the  Woodstock  branch  of  the  family  of  William 
Lyon.  In  particular  note  the  occurrence  of  the  names  Stephen,  Aaron, 
Jonathan  and  Jabez  among  the  grandchildren  of  William,  No.  11. 

Aaron  Lyon  married  in  Sturbridge,  Dec.  5, 1753,  Mary  Mason,  daugh- 
ter of  and  Hepzibeth   (Morse)   Mason,  born  in  Dedham,  Sept. 

12,  1732;  died  in  Ashfield,  Mass.,  June  23,  1815.  [Note  that  the  name 
Hepzibeth  among  Aaron's  children  is  here  accounted  for.]  Aaron 
Lyon  came  to  Ashfield  in  1764,  and  joined  the  Congregational  Church 


tThe  number  2350  has.  been  arbitrarily  assigned  to  Aaron  Lyon  of 
Sturbridge,  who  is  assumed  to  be  of  the  fifth  generation,  whether  de- 
scended from  William  or  from  one  of  the  other  old  New  England  fam- 
ilies. It  is  of  course  possible  that  he  may  have  descended  from  a  more 
recent  immigrant. 
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there  by  letter  from  Sturbridge.    In  1767,  however,  he  united  with  the 
Baptist  Church  under  Elder  Ebenezer  Smith. 

Aaron  Lyon  served  in  the  Colonial  wars.  He  belonged  to  Captain 
Paine's  company  and  was  wounded  May  15,  1746,  in  an  encounter  with 
Indians  near  Fort  No.  4.  He  took  no  active  part  in  the  military  opera- 
rations  during  the  Revolution  but  he  was  one  of  three  persons  ap- 
pointed in  1777  to  report  whajt  action  should  be  taken  to  suppress  ex- 
pressions of  Tory  sympathy.  Nine  prominent  residents  of  Ashfield 
were  named  by  them  as  "enemies  of  their  country,  who  should  be 
brought  to  immediate  trial."

It  was  not  un- 
til she  was  nearly  twenty  years  old  that  the  way  opened  for  her  to 
gratify  her  desire  for  an  education.  She  attended  ithe  academies  in 
Ashfield  and  Amherst,  at  times  allowing  herself  only  four  hours  for 
sleep,  so  eager  was  she  to  improve  every  moment.  English  grammar 
she  is  said  to  have  mastered  in  four  days;  Latin  in  three.  She  was 
obliged  to  teach  in  order  to  acquire  the  means  to  carry  on  her  own 
education,  which  she  pursued  in  1821  at  the  Seminary  at  South  By- 
field.  She  returned  to  Ashfield  to  teach  in  the  Academy,  of  which  she 
was  made  associate  principal,  then  she  taught  ten  years  with  Miss 
Grant  at  Ipswich,  before  she  was  ready  to  begin  her  real  life  work. 
With  powers  thus  fully  matured  she  undertook  the  great  task  of  es- 
tablishing a  school  where  women  could  be  thoroughly  educated.  It 
was  a  day  of  small  things  in  educational  enterprise.  Three  years  were 
spent  in  strenuous  work  in  raising  funds  and  completing  the  neces-

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sary  buildings,  which  cost  not  less  than  fifteen  thousand  dollars.  She 
developed  astonishing  executive  ability,  superintending  every  detail  of 
the  building  and  furnishing  of  the  new  institution.  Her  purpose  and 
spirit  in  founding  the  Seminary  (now  Holyoke  College)  is  revealed  in 
her  own  words:  "My  heart  has  yearned  over  the  young  women  in 
the  common  walks  of  life,  till  it  has  sometimes  seemed  as  though  a 
fire  were  shut  up  in  my  bones."  "The  grand  features  of  this  institu- 
tion are  to  be  an  elevated  standard  of  science,  literature  and  refine- 
ment, and  a  moderate  standard  of  expense;  all  to  be  guided  and  modi- 
fied by  the  spirit  of  the  Gospel."  Only  incidentally  Miss  Lyon  was  the 
model  woman  of  business.  To  her  hundreds  of  pupils  she  was  known 
as  sympathetic  friend  and  counsellor,  but  beyond  this  as  a  mighty 
force  for  spiritual  uplift.  Her  personality  was  everything.  The  fol- 
lowing paragraphs  from  an  address  by  President  Mary  E.  Woolley 
(New  York  Observer,  Aug.  18,  1904),  may  well  close  this  brief  notice: 
"Miss  Lyon's  educational  ideas  are  better  appreciated  today,  when  they 
are  generally  accepted,  than  they  were  in  her  own  age.  She  believed 
in  physical  training  as  well  as  intellectual  and  spiritual;  in  adding  mu- 
sic, English  and  the  sciences  to  the  curriculum;  in  concentrating  at- 
tention upon  a  few  subjects  at  a  time.  Her  chief  contribution  may  be 
expressed  under  a  threefold  head:  First,  the  opening  of  the  highest 
educational  opportunities  to  women;  second,  the  use  of  these  oppor- 
tunities as  a  preparation  for  service;  third,  the  conception  of  such 
education  as  spiritual  as  well  as  intellectual.  Education  for  service 
is  the  key  note  in  academic  conceptions  of  today;  it  was  fundamental 
in  the  thought  of  Mary  Lyon."  "The  religious,  better  still,  the  spir- 
itual, pervaded  all  that  she  did  and  gave  to  her  work  and  her  influ- 
ence a  power  which  no  merely  human  effort  could  have  attained.  Of 
her  life  she  gave  an  unconscious  description  when  she  wrote:  'But 
who  does  not  venerate  those  great  souls — great  by  nature — great  by 
education — great  by  grace — or  by  all  combined,  whose  plans  and  works 
of  mercy  are  like  a  broad  river  swallowing  up  a  thousand  little  rivulets? 
How  do  we  stand  in  awe,  when  we  look  down,  as  on  a  map,  upon  their 
broad  and  noble  plans,  destined  to  give  untold  blessings  to  the  great 
community  in  which  they  dwell — to  their  nation — to  the  world!"  Mount 
Holyoke  has  been  a  mother  of  schools.  In  our  own  country,  the  West- 
ern College  at  Oxford,  O.,  Mills  College  in  California,  and  Lake  Erie 
at  Painesville,  O.,  were  founded  on  the  same  plan,  with  her  graduates 
as  principals  and  teachers.  Across  the  water  new  Holyoke  schools 
have  been  founded  in  Persia,  under  Fidelia  Fiske;  in  Turkey,  at  Mar- 
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sovan  and  at  Bitlis;  in  South  Africa,  where  the  Huguenot  Seminary 
at  Wellington  Colony  is  most  famous.  Last  but  not  least  is  the  Inter- 
national Institute  in  Spain,  founded  in  San  Sebastian  by  Alice  Gordon 
Gulick,  a  graduate  of  Mount  Holyoke."§

EBENEZER  LYON 

OF    CANTERBURY,  CONN. 

Ebenezer  Lyonf,  of  unknown  parentage,  came  to  Canterbury, 
Conn.,  about  1740,  presumably  from  Woodstock  or  Pomfret.  It  is  reas- 
onable to  assume  that  he  was  a  descendant  in  the  fourth  generation, 
of  William  Lyon  of  Roxbury.  He  may  have  been  a  son  of  Ebenezer'', 
No.  33,  of  whose  descendants  nothing  has  been  learned.  The  family 
disappeared  from  Roxbury  and  would  be  naturally  looked  for  in  Wind- 
ham Co.,  Conn.,  since  SamueP,  No.  4,  received  a  grant  of  land  in 
Woodstock.  See  page  31.  We  know  that  a  daughter  of  Abiel,  younger 
brother  of  Ebenezer,  No.  33,  after  marriage,  settled  in  Canterbury.  See 
No.  105. 

Ebenezer  Lyon  married  Mercy  Clark,  date  and  place  of  marriage 
not  ascertained.  She  was  born  in  1717  and  died  April  10,  1802,  in  87th 
year  (Canterbury  T.  R.)  [died  April  10,  1804,  Fam.  Bible].  Ebenezer 
was  a  Methodist  exhorter  and  the  first  Methodist  conference  held  east 
of  the  Connecticut  river  was  at  his  house.  The  house,  built  in  1779,  is 
still  standing,  and  is  shown  in  the  accompanying  illustration.  After 
his  death,  it  was  occupied  by  his  son  Chester  as  long  as  he  lived,  and 
after  him  by  his  grandson,  Charles  R.  Lyon,  who  still  lives  on  the 
place,  at  the  advanced  age  of  eighty-five.  Frank  V.  Lyon,  son  of 
Charles,  is  now  in  charge  of  the  farm,  which  has  remained  thus 
through  five  generations  in  possession  of  the  family.

JOHN  LYON 

OF  SCITUATE,   R.  I. 

The  identity  of  John  Lyon,f  of  Scituate,  R.  I.,  has  not  been  satis- 
factorily established.  It  seems  very  likely  that  it  was  John'  [Caleb,* 
John,'  John,-  William^]  (No.  171).  It  is  true  that  this  John,  although 
bom  in  Seekonk,  very  near  Providence,  R.  I.,  probably  spent  his  boy- 
hood days  in  Woodstock,  Conn.,  and  that  several  of  his  brothers  settled 
in  Goshen,  Mass.,  but,  on  the  other  hand,  it  is  almost  certain  that  he 
lived  in  Rehoboth  in  the  time  of  the  Revolutionary  war,  in  which  he 
took  some  part.  The  John  Lyon  who  married,  in  1771,  Widow  Miriam 
Frisket  [Hist.  Goshen]  may  have  been  another  John.  It  could  not  have 
been  a  second  marriage,  since  Martha,  wife  of  John  of  Scituate,  was 
living  in  1794.  One  other  record  militates  againsit  the  hypothesis  that 
John  of  Scituate  was  John,  No.  171.  It  is  that  of  the  marriage  in 
Cranston,  Dec.  25,  1760,  of  Thomas  Lyon  to  Huldah  Burlingame.  Three 
years  later  John  Lyon  (of  Scituate)  married  Martha  Burlingame,  sister 
of  Huldah,  and  one  would  naturally  infer  that  John  and  Thomas  were 
brothers.  It  is  practically  certain  that  John,  No.  171,  had  no  brother 
Thomas. 

There  is  significance  in  the  names  of  John's  children.  We  remem- 
ber that  John,  No.  171,  had  brothers  Benjamin  and  Cyrus,  the  latter  a 
rather  unusual  name.  Reuben  is  not  a  Lyon  name,  but  this  may  have 
come  from  the  Burlingame  side,  for  we  find  a  Reuben  Burlingame.'^f 
Coventry,  born  in  1749.  We  must  not  forget  in  this  connection  that 
Ebenezer  Lyon,  No.  18,  lived  for  a  time  in  Rehoboth,  and  probably  had 
sons  of  whom  we  have  no  record.     We  may  also  bear  in  mind  the 


tTo  John  Lyon  of  Scituate  is  assigned  the  arbitrary  number  2700. 
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possibility  that  Joshua  Lyon,  of  Seekonk  and  Bristol,  No.  58,  may 
have  had  a  son  John,  although  the  record  of  his  children  seems  to  be 
complete. 

It  is  possible  that  John  of  Scituate  was  descended  from  Peter  or 
George  Lyon,  of  Dorchester,  but  we  should  expect  in  that  case  to  find 
the  names  Peter  or  George  among  the  children  and  grandchildren.  It 
is  more  likely  that  he  came  from  the  New  Jersey  family,  that  of 
Henry  Lyon,  in  which  Benjamin  has  always  been  a  favorite  name. 
There  is,  however,  no  record  known  which  sustains  this  hypothesis,  al- 
though a  branch  of  the  family  of  Henry  had  established  itself  as  early 
as  1730  in  Newport,  R.  I. 

All  that  we  positively  know  of  John  Lyon  of  Scituate  is  that  he 
was  married  Oct.  27,  1663,  in  Cranston,  R.  I.  (not  Crompton,  as  stated 
on  page  67)  by  William  Burton,  P]sq.,  to  Martha  Burlingame.  She  was 
daughter  of  Daniel:}:  and  Rose  (Briggs)  Burlingame  [married  in  Provi- 
dence, R.  I.,  Dec.  25,  1739,  by  William  Burton,  Esq.].  One  of  John's 
children  (Reuben)  was  born  in  Scituate.  This  may  have  been  only  tem- 
porarily his  place  of  residence.  In  1794  he,  and  Martha  his  wife, 
deeded  land  in  Foster,  R.  I.,  to  his  son  Benjamin.  It  seems  likely  that 
he  had  himself  lived  in  Foster.  ||

WILLIAM  LYON.t  of  Wayne  County,  New  York,  born  Jan.  16,  1771, 
according  to  family  tradition  belonged  to  one  of  the  New  England  Lyon 
families,  claiming  a  Scotch  ancestry.  The  given  names  of  his  known 
descendants  echo  those  familiar  in  the  Lyon  families  of  Windham 
county.  Conn.,  and  it  is  certain  that  some  members  of  these  families 
settled  at  an  early  date  in  Wayne  county,  notably  ait  Rose.

PETER  LYON 

OF  DORCHESTER 

[The  family  history  compiled  by  G.  W.  A.  Lyon,  M.  D.,  of  Phila- 
delphia, Pa.] 

1.    I.    1.    PETER*  LYON,  born  in  England;  married  Ann  ; 

died  in  Dorchester,  Mass.,  1693  or  1694. 

Somewhat  more  than  two  and  a  half  centuries  ago,  there  walked 
the  lanes  of  Good  Old  Dorchester  a  young  man  in  whose  breast  were 
struggling  conflicting  emotions:  the  weaker,  perhaps,  a  yearning  for 
the  dear  ones  whom  he  should  never  see  again;  the  stronger,  the  com- 
forting assurance  that,  in  the  disturbed  condition  of  England,  the  Test 
and  Conventicle  Acts  were  little  likely  to  cross  a  thousand  leagues  of 
sea.  This  young  man  was  he  who  is  known  to  genealogists  as  Peter 
Lyon  the  First. 

Of  his  antecedents  and  of  his  age  nothing  is  known  with  cer- 
tainty. As  to  his  English  home,  all  data  point  to  London  of  either 
Essex  or  Middlesex  stock.  That  he  was  made  freeman  in  1649,  and 
that  his  first  recorded  child  was  born  in  1650  indicate  that  he  was 
born  between  1620  and  1630.  It  is  possible,  indeed,  that  he  was 
twice  married,  and  that  Susanna,  member  of  the  First  Church  in  1639, 
was  his  first  wife.  This  supposition  might  account  for  some  of  Lyon 
name  who  appear  at  an  early  date,  but  who  have  no  apparent  connec- 
tion with  those  whose  position  in  the  colony  is  definitely  known. 
Unless  we  assume,  however,  that  while  Susanna  was  a  member,  Peter 
did  not  qualify  for  citizenship  for  some  years  after  his  first  marriage, 
this  supposition  must  be  rejected. 

Much  of  early  Dorchester  history  is  forever  lost  through  the 
unfortunate  destruction  of  early  records.  It  is  stated  in  the  "Annals' 
that  "the  records  before  1657  were  burned,  and  there  were  no  records 
of  that  period  given  by  a  few  families,  and  inserted  in  the  next  book 
of  births."  And  so  it  happens  that  we  know  our  first  maternal  ances- 
tor only  as  "Ann,  wife  of  Peter."  Her  personality  being  thus  merged 
into  that  of  the  head  of  the  house,  we  have  of  her  family  not  even

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that  vague  and  barren  statement  of  old  Judaean  days,  "Peter's  wife's 
mother  lay  sick  of  a  fever."  That  she  lived  her  uneventful  life,  and 
died  at  her  appointed  time  is  all  that  ever  will  be  known. 

The  short  and  simple  annals  of  Peter's  life  are  meagre  enough. 
By  occupation  he  was  a  weaver.  He  was  made  freeman  in  1649.  In 
1657  he  received  £1  bounty  for  killing  a  wolf.  In  1664  he  signed  a 
petition  to  the  General  Court  as  inhabitant  of  Dorchester.  In  1665  he 
granted  a  strip  of  ground  for  a  highway.  He  was  given  permission  to 
entertain  Peter  Green,  of  Concord,  into  his  family  for  one  month,  an 
event  that  may  have  some  connection  with  the  marriage  of  his  son 
Nathaniel,  who  had  a  son  born  in  Concord  in  1680.  In  1672  he  appears 
to  have  been  much  concerned  about  his  sons,  for  in  answer  to  a 
summons  from  the  Selectmen,  he  reported  that  they  follow  their 
employment,  and  that  he  would  look  diligently  after  them.  He  served 
on  the  jury  in  cases  of  appeal,  life,  limb  and  banishment,  1675-77-85, 
and  in  1681-2  held  what  would  now  be  considered  the  very  undesirable 
office  of  tithing  man.  He  sold  a  house  and  lot  on  Green  St.  to  the 
Davenports  in  1693. 

His  wife  Ann  died  Nov.  26,  1689.  He  died  1693-4.  Administra- 
tion on  the  estate  of  Peter  Lyon,  weaver,  late  of  Dorchester,  was 
granted  to  his  son-in-law,  Daniel  Morey,  carter,  of  Boston,  Jan.  8, 
1694.  Inventory  presented  by  Daniel  Morey;  amount,  £35  8s.  6d. 
There  is,  however,  no  record  of  his  death,  and  the  place  of  his  burial 
no  man  knoweth  to  this  day.

Of  Elhanan  we  know  very  little.  He  must  have  been  one  of  the 
sons  who  gave  his  father  so  much  concern  in  not  following  their  em- 
ployment. As  to  what  became  of  Peter's  loom,  we  know  not.  Cer- 
tainly Elhanan  preferred  a  wild,  free  life  to  the  confinement  of  the 
weaving  room;  so  we  are  not  surprised  to  learn  that  he  was  one  of 
the  "Canady"  soldiers.  His  service  was  before  the  "Louisburg  Expedi- 
tion," and  was  probably  in  the  Church  Expedition,  as  Elhanan  enlisted 
at  the  age  of  thirty;  and  it  is  likely  that  this  service  hastened  his 
death.  He  owned  the  covenant  in  Dorchester,  1677,  but  later  removed 
to  Boston.  His  name  appears  in  the  list  of  inhabitants  of  that  town 
in  1686-88,  but  not  in  that  of  1695.  The  inventory  of  the  estate  of 
Elhanan  Lyon,  of  Boston,  deceased,  by  John  Ball  and  John  Lee,  Jan. 
30,  1689,  shows  amount  of  personal  property  only:  £67  3s.  2d.  No 
names  are  given  in  the  record,  and  with  this  bare  statement,  Elhanan's 
family  disappears.

Jlsrael  died  soon  after  his  marriage,  and  probably  left  no  issue.  It 
may  have  been  his  widow  who  m.  Dec.  19,  1694  (M),  Moses  Belcher; 
or  this  may  have  been  an  unrecorded  daughter  of  Peter. 

lIMehitable  was  admitted  to  chh.  3,  8  mo.,  1690.  Her  husband,  Jos- 
eph Hewens  was  on  the  jury  which  tried  Goodwife  Morse  for  witch- 
craft. The  whirligig  of  time  makes  all  things  even,  and  the  compiler, 
a  descendant  of  Peter,  used  in  his  courting  days  to  be  sorely  tried  by 
the  witchery  of  his  present  wife,  a  relative  of  the  accused. 

**Eliab  was  in  Capt.  John  Withington's  company  in  the  Canada 
Expedition  of  1690  (Hist.  Dor.).  Probably  he  was  one  of  the  "Canady 
soldiers,"  of  whom  it  is  recorded  in  Blake's  Annals:  "At  this  period 
many  died  in  Dorchester,  and  46  Canada  soldiers  were  lost — in  all  103. 
Not  all  were  recorded  in  these  years,  especially  in  1690."  Hezekiah 
Barker  was  a  proprietor  of  Dorchester,  Canada  (Ashburnham),  in  right 
of  Eliab  Lyon  at  the  desire  of  Zachariali,  son  of  Nathaniel,  his  elder 
brother    (Hist.   Ashb.).

Of  Nathaniel  also  very  little  is  known;  and  he  also  preferred 
fighting  to  weaving,  for  we  find  him  in  garrison  at  Springfield  in  1676, 
during  King  Philip's  War.  He  was  in  Dorchester  in  1700;  but  had 
a  lease  of  land  in  Canton  from  the  Indians,  and  had  50  acres  laid  out 
to  him  by  the  proprietors  on  the  road  leading  to  Dry  Pond.  His  wife 
died  March  27,  1705  (D.) ;  and  the  Dorchester  record,  "Nathaniel,  d 
March  15,  1705,"  evidently  refers  to  him.

EBENEZER=  LYON  [Peter']  was  born  in  Dorchester, 
Mass.,  Feb.  20,  1661;  baptized  March  3,  1661  (D.  Chh.),  and  died  Dec. 
31,  1689  (D).  Ebenezer  was  another  son  who  had  caused  his  father 
some  uneasy  hours.  Moreover,  even  after  he  had  become  his  own  man, 
he  seems  to  have  heaped  up  trouble  on  his  own  account.  We  know  not 
the  cause  of  the  dispute,  nor  have  we  Ebenezer's  side  of  the  con- 
troversy, but  the  church  record  gives  the  method  of  procedure  in  his 
case.  "9.  (1.)  1683-4.  Acknowledgment  reed,  of  Ebenezer  Lyon,  who 
was  lately  propounded  to  join  in  full  communion,  but  some  had  taken 
offense  for  words  spoken  by  him  but  could  hardly  bring  him  to  confess 
it,  but  at  last  he  did  by  wrighting  but  he  himself  was  not  present  to 


§Zachariah  was  baptized  in  Canton,  June  3,  1721-2,  and  joined  the 
Canton  Chh.  Jan.  10,  1722-3.  The  baptismal  date  is  somewhat  unusual 
in  the  Dorchester  family,  though  regular  enough  in  Connecticut  lines. 
It  is  possible  that  Zachariah  married  about  1720,  having  a  son  Zach- 
ariah,  baptized  in  1721,  and  ma»rying  Sarah  Drake  as  a  second  wife. 
There  is  nothing  in  the  records,  however,  to  show  this.  The  inventory 
of  the  estate  of  Zachariah  of  Stoughton  gives  £180  IBs.  5d.  left  to  his 
widow  by  will,  and  £304  18s.  5d.  not  disposed  of.  His  will,  dated  Jan. 
20,  1749,  proved  Jan.  30,  1749,  leaves  all  real  estate  and  one-half  his 
personal  estate  to  his  wife  Sarah,  who  is  named  executrix.  As  he  did 
not  dispose  of  the  whole  of  his  estate,  his  widow  Sarah  was  appointed 
administratrix.  No  heirs  are  named.  This  Zachariah  may  have  been  of 
the  fourth  generation,  and  it  may  have  been  his  widow,  "Mrs.  Sarah 
Lyon  m.  (int.  April  20,  1759)  Jonathan  Jordan"  (St).  [Sarah  Drake, 
daughter  of  Thomas  and  Sarah  (Pool)  Drake,  was  born  Oct.  20,  1703. 
She  married  2d   (int.   Sept.  2,  1759)   Benaiah  Smith    (Drake  Fam.).] 

$Mary  was  severely  injured  in  1711,  and  "Dr.  Boyleston  sued  the 
town  of  Boston  to  recover  £31  for  the  care  of  Mary  Lyon  wounded  on 
the  road  to  Boston."     The  accident  probably  hastened  her  death. 
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owne  ye  wrighting  see  he  was  defered  to  see  what  his  after  conversa- 
tion might  be.  23  Mar.,  1683-4.  Ebenezer  Lyon  was  called  forth  againe 
to  make  Confession  of  some  other  offenses  in  denying  a  pt.  of  the 
wrighting  read  by  Mr.  Danforth  a  fortnight  afore  and  saying  yt  he 
did  not  know  of  such  a  passidg  ther  in  this  he  denyed  stifly  until  at 
lenth  ther  were  two  possitive  witnesses  to  prove  it  &  then  he  con- 
fessed it  but  ye  church  thought  it  not  fitt  at  p'sent  to  admit  of  him 
but  to  waite  further  to  see  his  life  &  Conversation."  He  was  admitted 
November,  1687,  but  did  not  enjoy  his  church  privileges  long,  as  he 
died  Dec.  31,  1689.  The  History  of  Dorchester  says  that  Ebenezer  was 
living  there  in  1700;  but  as  the  date  of  death  is  taken  from  the  .town 
records,  this  Ebenezer  may  have  been  a  grandson  of  Peter,  born  when 
"not  all  were  recorded,"  unless  the  death  record  refers  to  a  child  of 
that  name. 

The  early  death  of  Ebenezer,  if  this  record  refers  to  him,  would  ac- 
count for  the  only  record  of  his  issue:

He  married  first,  about 
1686,  Jane  Vose,  who  was  born  July  13,  1665  (M),  daughter  of  Thomas 
and  Waitstill  (Wyatt)  Vose.  He  married  second,  July  12,  1722,  Sarah 
Fawkes  (B). 

Peter  was  barely  eight  years  old  when  his  father  was  haled  before 
the  church  authorities  to  declare  that  for  the  future  he  would  look 
more  diligently  after  his  sons,  and  it  may  fairly  be  inferred  that  he 
did  not  lead  the  strenuous  life  of  his  elder  brothers.  The  character  of 
Peter  the  elder  indicates  that  the  younger  pursued  his  vocation  atten- 
tively, yet  he  certainly  had  time  allotted  him  to  obtain  an  education 
above  the  ordinary  for  his  day.  His  subsequent  career  shows,  how- 
ever, that  his  energetic,  self-willed  spirit  was  not  broken  by  any  pater- 
nal harshness;  for  he  ever  bore  himself  as  the  equal,  at  least,  of  any 
among  whom  his  lot  was  cast.  In  1676  he,  with  Israel,  Ebenezer  and 
Susanna,  appeared  before  the  church  to  be  catechized,  having  as  spon- 
sors Henry  Ledbetter,  Thomas  and  George  Lyon  and  Thomas  Tolmau. 
He  was  admitted  to  the  Dorchester  church  1689,  and  his  wife  Jane  in 


llEbenezer  Barrows,  son  of  John  and  Deborah  Barrows  of  Plymouth, 
married  Elizabeth  Lyon  and  had  a  son  Ebenezer,  born  in  Attleboro,  Oct. 
19,  1712;  m.  Feb.  11,  1749,  Experience  Ormsby.  The  dates  make  it  prob- 
able  that  this  was  the  Elizabeth  above. 
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1690.  He  was  made  freeman  1690,  and  seems  to  have  lived  in  Matta- 
pan,  between  Dorchester  and  Milton,  in  the  neighborhood  of  Brush  Hill, 
and  near  Punkapoag.  Peter  and  Jane  styled  themselves  of  Punka- 
poag  in  1705 ;  they  were  dismissed  to  the  Milton  church  in  1695,  and  in 
1718  to  Canton,  where  he  had  in  1698  bought  20  acres  of  land. 

When  Peter  had  reached  manhood,  he  looked  upon  Jane,  the 
daughter  of  Sergeant  Thomas  Vose,  and  saw  that  she  was  fair;  and 
lucky  youth  that  he  was,  he  found  favor  in  her  sight.  Not  so,  however, 
in  the  eyes  of  the  sergeant.  Thomas  Vose  was  a  man  of  influence  and 
of  means,  and  chose  not  that  his  daughter  should  wed  with  a  man  of 
Peter's  disposition.  Evidently,  he  had  no  objection  to  Peter,  per  se, 
since,  though  it  was  a  case  of  stocks  and  stripes  for  a  youth  to  make 
love  to  a  maid  without  parental  consent,  Peter  came  to  no  bodily  harm. 
In  those  days  of  little  excitement,  what  must  have  been  the  flutter 
among  the  congregation  when  the  young  people  appeared  at  church! 
They  surely  had  the  sympathy  of  the  youth,  and  certainly  had  the 
active  support  of  the  elders  and  of  the  very  pastor  himself,  as  witness 
the  following  extracts  from  the  journal  of  the  Reverend  Peter 
Thatcher: 

"Dec.  16,  1684,  went  and  solemnly  discoursed  with  Jane  Vose,  giv- 
ing her  much  good  counsel.  Dec.  26,  this  morning  Sargent  Badcock  and 
Peter  Lion  were  at  my  house  to  get  me  to  go  and  treat  with  Sargeant 
Vose  about  consenting  to  Peter's  marrying  his  daughter.  Dec.  30, 
treated  with  Sargeant  Vose  about  giving  his  consent  that  P.  Lion 
should  marry  his  daughter  Jane,  but  his  answer  was  plainly  negative. 
Jan.  3,  1685,  I  went  with  Sargent  Badcock  to  treat  with  Jane  Vose, 
and  to  acquaint  her  that  her  father  could  not  consent,  whereupon  we 
labored  abundantly  to  take  off  her  affections,  etc.  Jan.  6,  went  to  Sar- 
gent Badcock's,  he  and  I  labored  much  with  Peter  Lion  and  Jane  Vose." 
Unfortunately,  we  have  no  record  of  their  marriage.  The  date  was 
1685-86,  and  shortly  thereafter  we  find  them  comfortably  settled  upon 
the  choicest  portion  of  Thomas  Vose's  Canton  land.  "The  cellar  hole 
of  Peter's  house  was  situated  on  a  high  plateau  in  the  rear  of  Col. 
Walcott's  house.  The  situation  must  have  been  very  fine."  His  son 
Elhanan's  Canton  land,  extending  on  both  sides  of  Washington  street, 
from  Sassamon  street  to  Potash  Meadow,  probably  came  from  Peter, 
who  was  [also]  a  lessee  on  Indian  land.  He  probably  resided  on  it. 
Possibly  it  was  in  the  house  where  Geo.  B.  Hunt  now  lives  that  he 
copied  the  old  precinct  records,  and  practised  setting  the  psalms." 

Peter  was  chosen  Town  Clerk  in  1707.    He  was  greatly  interested 
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in  education,  and  active  in  church  matters,  but  "wanted  his  own  way," 
and  was  accused  of  "making  rash  and  impudent  speeches,"  as  was 
natural  when  one  considers  the  effect  that  the  pretensions  of  the  min- 
isters of  that  day  would  have  upon  the  spirit  of  one  of  Peter's  disposi- 
tion. He  was  noted  as  a  good  singer,  and  was  chosen  to  "set  the 
psalms."  His  talent  in  this  line  has  descended  in  unbroken  sequence 
to  this  day. 

From  1705  to  1712  he  kept  tavern  in  Canton.  In  those  early  days, 
only  grave  and  reputable  citizens  were  chosen  to  keep  the  ordinaries 
and  sell  liquor;  many  of  the  landlords  were  high  civil  and  church 
officials.  The  landlord  must  be  popular,  too,  and  conversant  with  pub- 
lic affairs,  for  to  him  resorted  the  members  of  the  community  for  the 
news  of  the  day,  and  for  what  might  be  known  of  events  in  the  intel- 
lectual world.  The  limits  of  this  book  do  not  allow  a  discussion  of  the 
relations  of  the  tavern  to  the  church  and  community;  but  in  return  for 
their  support,  the  tavern-keeper  must  undergo  many  galling  restric- 
tions. Dinner  at  9d.  and  lodging  for  man  and  wife  at  6d.  would  seem 
strange  to  mine  Host  of  modern  days.  And  not  without  drawback  was 
the  order:  "Nor  shall  he  suffer  to  be  or  remain  in  his  House  any  per- 
son or  persons  not  being  of  his  own  family  upon  Saturday  nights  after 
it  is  dark,  nor  any  time  on  the  Sabbath  Day  or  evening  after  the  Sab- 
bath." It  was  this  prohibition  that  caused  that  great  excitement  in 
Peter,  when  early  one  Spring  morning,  he  hastily  snatched  up  the 
glowing  loggerhead,  plunged  it  into  tlie  creamy  bowls  of  famous  Can- 
ton flip,  placed  them  hastily  before  his  astonished  guests,  and  without 
his  customary  morning  chat,  rushed  to  his  desk,  and  fearful  of  the  for- 
feiture of  his  license,  penned  to  Magistrate  Leonard  this  excuse: 

Dorchester  [Canton],  April  28,  1712. 

To  Mag'r.  Lenard:  Sir, — After  my  sarvis  humbly  presented  unto  your 
worshlpe,  these  are  to  inform  you  that  Mr.  Thomas  Stevens,  Nathaniel 
Stevens  and  Benn.  Lenard  som  time  since  came  to  my  house  late  in  ye 
evening  on  the  laste  day  of  ye  week,  and  after  some  discors  between 
about  thire  going  on  thire  jurnny,  thay  concluded  to  tary  all  night  by 
reson  of  ye  excesive  darkness  of  ye  seson,  for  it  was  exseeding  dark, 
and  so  far  to  goe  away  very  early  on  ye  Saboath  day  morning,  for  they 
weare  in  hops  that  thay  woold  have  tayred  over  ye  Saboath  with  us,  but 
by  reson  of  sickness  in  there  familys  thay  could  not  stay.  And  so  ye 
moved  away  upon  thire  jorney  very  early  in  ye  morny,  and  thire  caridge 
while  they  were  with  me  was  very  ordarly. 

Sir:  Yours  to  sarve, 

PETER  LYON. 
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Peter's  will  is  here  presented.  The  signature  is  fairly  well  pre- 
served, but  gives  evidence  of  how  greatly  advancing  age  and  mortal  ill- 
ness had  weakened  that  once  skilful  hand.  There  was  a  seal  also;  but 
unfortunately  the  wax  is  well-nigh  wasted  away,  and  the  imprinted  de- 
sign is  undecipherable.

of  sound  and  perfect  memory,  Praised  be  God,  and  being  desirous  to 
settle  that  outward  Estate  that  God  hath  Lent  me.  Do  make  and  ordain 
this,  my  Last  "Will  and  Testament,  in  manner  and  form  following.  That 
is  to  Say:  First  and  Principally,  I  Commend  my  soul  into  the  hand  of 
Almighty  God,  my  Creator,  hoping  to  Receive  full  Pardon  and  Remis- 
sion of  all  my  sins  and  Salvation  through  the  alone  merits  of  Jesus 
Christ,  my  Redeemer,  and  my  Body  to  the  Earth  to  be  Buried  in  such 
decent  manner  as  to  my  Executors  hereafter  named  shall  be  thought 
Convenient,  and  as  touching  such  Worldly  Estate  as  the  Lord  hath  lent 
Me  my  will  and  meaning  is  the  same  shall  be  Bestowed  as  hereafter 
in  and  by  this,  my  Last  Will,  is  Exprest.  Item,  I  will  that  all  my  just 
Debts  due  to  any  Person  or  Persons  whatsoever  shall  be  well  &  truly 
paid  in  some  convenient  Time  after  my  Decease  by  my  Executrs  here- 
after named.  Item,  I  give  unto  my  Loving  Wife  Sarah  Lion  the  whole 
Income  and  Improvement  of  all  my  Estate,  both  Real  and  Personal,  so 
long  as  she  shall  remain  my  Widow,  but  in  Case  she  sees  Cause  to 
marry  again  then  my  Will  is  that  she  have  what  Estate  she  brought 
to  me  when  I  married  her  and  no  more.  Item,  I  Give  to  my  Son  Peter 
Lion,  after  my  Wife's  Decease  or  at  her  marriage,  all  my  Estate,  both 
Real  and  Personal,  Provided  my  Son  Peter  Pay  the  Legacies  hereafter 
Given.  Item,  I  Give  to  my  Son  Elhanan  Lyon  one  shilling  as  a  Token 
of  my  Love  to  him,  he  having  already  had  of  me  what  I  thought  reason- 
able for  his  Portion.  Item,  I  give  to  my  Daughter  Jean  Pitcher  one 
shilling  as  a  Token  of  my  Love  to  her,  she  having  already  had  her 
full  Portion,  and  further  my  will  is  that  if  so  that  there  be  Real  occa- 
sion to  sell  that  Estate  I  leave  to  pay  my  Just  Debts  and  Funeral 
Charges  In  such  a  Case  my  will  is  that  when  the  aforesaid  Debts  & 
Charges  are  paid  the  overplus  or  Remaining  part  shall  be  Equally 
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Divided  between  my  Loving  Wife  Sarah  Lyon  and  my  son  Peter  Lyon, 
my  son  Peter  paying  the  Legacies  aforementioned.  Item,  I  do  hereby 
Constitute  and  appoint  my  Loving  Wife  Sarah  Lyon  and  my  son  Peter 
Lion  to  be  the  sole  executors  of  this,  my  Last  Will  and  Testament. 

In  Testimony  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  Hand  and  Seal  the 
Day  &  Year  afore  written.

No  children  of  Nathaniel  are  recorded  in 
Dorchester  or  in  Canton  records,  but  the  persistency  of  family  names 
was  very  strong  in  Peter's  line.  It  may,  then,  be  presumed  that  had 
Nathaniel  had  children,  he  would  have  handed  down  the  name.  There 
appears  in  Needham  a  Nathaniel,  who  from  the  date  of  birth  of  his  eld- 
est son  would  appear  to  have  been  born  about  1710,  and  who  died  there 
in  1760.  As  this  name  does  not  occur  in  the  Roxbury  line,  this  Need- 
ham  family  will  be  assigned  to  a  place  among  Peter's  descendants, 
unless  the  assumption  be  subsequently  disproved.  The  name  Thomas, 
occurring  in  the  will  of  Nathaniel*  without  apparent  cause,  suggests 
that  he  may  have  had  a  brother  Thomas.  Nathaniel's  children,  then, 
are  assumed  to  be  as  follows:

She  died  July  7,  1732,  and  he 
married  third  [int.  June,  1734  (W)]  Sarai  Hall  who  survived  him. 

Peter  lived  for  the  greater  part  of  his  life  in  Dorchester.  He  was 
a  man  of  family,  if  not  of  means.  Family  tradition  gives  him  twenty- 
one  children;  ten  are  recorded  in  Walpole,  two  in  Stoughton,  and  two 
in  Dorchester;  five  more  are  known  to  belong  to  Peter  and  WaitstiU, 
though  their  births  are  not  recorded,  leaving  two  of  whom  there  is  no 
account. 
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It  is  said  that  the  early  Cantonians  had  the  peculiar  custom  of 
requiring  their  boys  to  undergo  the  exhilarating  exercise  of  "bumping" 
— swinging  them  by  hands  and  feet  against  the  boundary  marks — by 
way  of  teaching  them  to  respect  the  land  marks  which  their  fathers 
had  set.  In  spite  of  this  forceful  admonition,  however,  Peter  early  in 
life  left  his  father's  home  in  Canton,  returning  to  Dorchester,  where 
he  was  married,  and  where  he  practiced  his  trade  of  housewright.  Pos- 
sibly some  bumps  received  there  jarred  his  memory  to  a  recollection  of 
his  boyhood  warnings;  for  he  must  have  returned  to  Stoughton  about 
1716-7,  as  he  had  children  there  in  1717  and  1729.  His  wife  died  al- 
most immediately  after  the  birth  of  this  last  child,  and  for  the  rest  of 
his  life  he  seems,  by  the  records,  to  have  been  in  Walpole. 

So  far  as  we  can  learn,  his  life  was  uneventful,  though  he  was  Pre- 
cinct Clerk  and  Assessor  in  Stoughton,  1717-1719.  Evidently  the  cares 
of  a  large  family  caused  him  to  give  his  whole  thought  to  attending  to 
their  well-being  and  providing  for  their  support.  He  did  what  he  could 
to  prevent  race  suicide,  and  doubtless  thought,  with  this,  his  duty  done. 

From  Suffolk  Probate  Records: 

On  April  26,  1753,  Eliab  Lyon,  a  minor,  aged  17,  son  of  Peter  Lyon, 
late  of  Walpole,  chooses  his  mother  Sarah  as  guardian;  also  Isaiah, 
aged  16,  and  Jemima  and  Sarah,  above  14.  Benjamin,  aged  20,  refusing 
to  choose,  his  [step]  mother,  widow  Sarah,  is  appointed  the  next  day; 
also  for  Drusilla  aged  12,  Tamar  10,  Adah  8,  Zillah  6  and  Asaph  3.  The 
account  of  Sarah  was  rendered:  Personal  assets  £42 — 4s. — 3d.;  ex- 
penses  £39— 12s.— 3l^d. 

Sept.  1,  1753,  Henry  Crane  and  wife  Abigail,  of  Stoughton,  give  quit- 
claim to  Lemuel  Lyon,  of  Walpole,  all  right  in  estate  that  belonged  to 
"my  honored  father,  Peter  Lyon,  late  of  Walpole,  deceased."  Sept.  15, 
1753,  Benjamin  Lyon,  of  Dorchester,  for  £25  old  Tenor,  quit-claims  to 
his  brother  Lemuel,  of  Walpole  all  his  interest  in  the  estate  of  Peter 
Lyon,  late  of  Walpole.  May  24,  1756,  Thomas  Foster,  of  Dorchester, 
cordwainer,  and  Mary,  his  wife,  for  £4 — 16s.  quit-claim  to  their  brother 
Lemuel  Lyon  all  their  interest,  etc.  April  27,  1756,  Sarah  Lyon,  widow 
of  Peter  Lyon,  etc.,  and  guardian  of  Eliab,  Isaiah,  Sarah,  Jemima,  Dru- 
silla, Tamar,  Ada,  Zillah  and  Asaph,  for  £45 — 12s. — ISd.  quit-claims  to 
Lemuel  Lyon  all  rights  of  herself  and  minor  children,  etc.

He  inherited  his  father's  assertive  disposition  and  disinclina- 
tion to  yield  submissively  to  the  rights  of  the  ministry  of  the  day. 
Though  both  he  and  Meredith  were  received  March  25,  1721-2  (c.  chh.), 
by  some  he  was  called  "ye  great  troubler  of  ye  church,"  and  in  fine  he 
was  expelled  therefrom  in  1745  for  controversy  with  the  minister,  the 
Reverend  Mr.  Morse.  It  is  said  that  when  Elhanan  died  shortly  after, 
the  reverend  gentleman  heaved  a  sigh  of  relief  rather  than  of  regret.

Benjamin,  though  born  in  Walpole,  must  have  received  his  educa- 
tion in  Milton,  as  his  name  appears  in  the  catalogue  of  the  Milton  acad- 
emy; Paul  Revere  was  a  fellow  student.  He  served  his  apprenticeship 
with  James  Baker,  a  noted  shoemaker  of  Dorchester,  and  followed  that 
trade  in  the  same  town  for  many  years.  The  latter  years  of  his  life 
were  spent  in  Stoughton.  In  1760  his  wife  Thankful  died,  leaving  her 
three  sons  heirs  to  a  share  in  her  father's  property.  An  entry  in  the 
Suffolk  Probate  Records  states:  "July  7,  1763,  Jacob  Humphrey,  of  Dor- 
chester, Co.  of  Suffolk,  yeoman,  was  appointed  guardian  of  Jacob,  a 
minor  under  14,  son  of  Benjamin  Lyon,  late  of  Dorchester,  cordwainer, 
deceased;  also  of  Benjamin  and  Thomas,  sons,  etc.  Jacob  Humphrey, 
housewright,  bequeaths  estate  to  Jacob,  his  son,  and  to  the  legal  rep- 
resentatives of  his  sister  Thankful  Lyon,  deceased.  Warrant  given 
Sept.  11,  1761.  Real  estate  settled  June  6,  1763."  Under  date  of  March 
3,  1775,  "Samuel  Withington,  Jr.,  of  Dorchester,  tanner,  was  appointed 
guardian  to  the  above-mentioned  sons  of  Benjamin  Lyon,  grandsons  of 
Thankful  Morgan."  The  grandfather,  Jacob  Humphrey,  had  died,  Nov. 
19,  1743,  and  his  widow  Thankful  had  married,  Feb.  25,  1747,  Ralph 
Morgan. 

The  Probate  Record  caused  some  little  surprise  to  the  descendants 
of  Benjamin,  inasmuch  as  it  stated  that  he  was  deceased  in  1763,  where- 
as it  was  positively  known  that  he  was  married  twice  thereafter,  and 
had  had  children  as  late  as  1780.  Subsequent  investigation  showed, 
however,  that  the  words  "late"  and  "deceased"  had  not  been  erased 
from  the  printed  form,  and  had  been  copied,  therefore,  in  full  into  the 
written  record.  The  incident  shows  that,  in  genealogical  matters, 
things  are  not  always  what  they  seem. 

The  burning  questions  and  stirring  events  preceding  April,  1775, 
made  a  deep  impression  upon  Benjamin,  as  with  busy  hands  and  free 
mind  he  sat  upon  his  bench,  almost  in  the  very  center  of  disturbance. 
As  a  result  appears:  "Benjamin  Lyon,  Dorchester,  private,  Capt.  Ab- 
raham Wheeler's  Minute  Men,  Lemuel  Robinson's  Alarm,  April  19,  1775, 
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time  of  service  12  days.  Residence,  Dorchester."  Also,  "Capt.  Stephen 
Penniman's  Co.,  Col.  Dike's  Regiment,  Dec.  1776,  to  Feb.,  1777,  enlisted 
Dec.  13,  1776,  to  serve  till  March  1,  1777.  Residence,  Dorchester."  Also, 
"Benjamin  Lyon,  private,  Capt.  Abel  Richard's  Co.,  Col.  Benjamin 
Hawes',  enlisted  Sept.  25,  1777,  discharged  Oct.  28,  1777,  service  1  mo. 
7  da.,  on  secret  expedition  to  Rhode  Island.  Roll  sworn  to  at  Dedham." 
This  latter  may  refer  to  Benjamin,  Jr.,  q.  v. 

The  date  of  his  death  and  the  place  of  his  burial  have  not  been 
ascertained.  He  was  living  in  Stoughton  as  late  as  1797  as  is  shown 
by  a  record  from  Suffolk  Deeds:  "Benjamin  Lyon,  of  Stoughton,  1797, 
to  his  wife  Ruth,  his  real  and  personal  property,  and  to  his  children, 
Benjamin,  Thomas,  Mary,  Samuel,  Thankful,  Lemuel  and  Stephen, 
$1.00  each." 

Benjamin  was  "a  pious,  godly  man,"  and  no  day  was  allov,^ed  to 
pass  in  his  household  without  daily  family  prayers.  Like  his  fore- 
fathers, he  was  greatly  interested  in  education,  and  inheriting  the 
family  gift  for  music,  he  was  "chorister  and  leader  of  the  singing," 
in  the  Dorchester  church  for  over  thirty  years.  His  old  Bible  is  extant 
in  the  possession  of  his  descendants,  and  contains  his  family  records, 
which  as  they  agree  with  the  town  records  need  not  be  reproduced 
herein.

tit  is  related  of  this  estimable  lady  that,  as  she  and  her  husband 
were  unable  to  agree  upon  the  texture  of  the  bed-covering,  and  the 
double  single-bed  not  having  been  invented,  she  solved  the  difficulty  by 
splitting  a  sheet  and  a  blanket,  sewing  the  different  materials  together 
lengthwise.

Aug.  23,  1766)  Ann  Adams,  born  in 
Braintree,  Mass.,  in  1731.  This  marriage  record  would,  from  its  date, 
seem  to  be  more  appropriate  to  the  nephew  of  Theophilus;  but  the  age 
of  Ann  makes  the  latter  supposition  somewhat  improbable,  while  a  mar- 
riage at  the  age  of  42  would  not  be  unusual.  Theophilus  had  a  tanyard 
in  Canton  in  1777,  and  was  Town  Clerk  1776.

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Alarm  Roll  April  19,  1775,  as  Lieutenant  of  the  2d  Canton  company.

That  such  was  not  considered  necessary  in  Elhanan's  case 
is  shown  by  Worcester  Probate  Records:  "Will  of  Elhanan  Lyon,  of 
Spencer,  dated  Feb.  1,  1768,  proved  July  9,  1770,  housewright;  to  his 
children  Samuel  Belcher,  Rebecca,  Mary  and  Hannah  £2  each;  to  his 
wife  Rebecca,  administratrix,  all  his  real  estate  in  trust  for  his  chil- 
dren." 

Elhanan  is  reported  as  having  been  a  member  of  Capt.  Hamant's 
company.  Col.  Saltonstall's  regiment,  in  the  Crown  Point  expedition; 
enrolled  from  Stoughton,  July  20,  1762,  aged  27.  [See  H.  G.  R.  56].

1863.  He  married  first,  April  18,  1797,  Louisa,  daughter  of  Thaddeus 
and  Lydia  (Train)  Spring  (Weston) ;  she  died  Nov.  10,  1804,  aged  25, 
and  he  married  second,  March  16,  1805,  Charlotte,  dau.  of  Joseph  and 
Elizabeth  (Stratton)  Seavearns  (Weston). 

Peter  was  a  man  of  some  note  in  his  little  world  of  Newton  and 
Needham.  At  various  periods  and  for  many  years  he  served  as  Sur- 
veyor of  Highways,  School  Commissioner  and  Selectman.  He  was  like- 
wise a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  and  rejoiced  in  the  title  "Squire."  By  oc- 
cupation he  was  a  paper  maker,  as  were  all  but  two  of  his  brothers; 
but  he  differed  with  them  in  religious  belief,  he  being  a  staunch  member 
of  the  Newton  Baptist  church.  He  died  in  Chaplin,  Ct.,  at  the  age  of 
87,  and  his  remains  were  removed  to  Needham,  where  they  lie  in  W. 


tSophronia  (No.  213)  was  the  2d  wife  of  Lemuel  Puller  their  only 
son,  Linus  E.  Fuller,  is  at  present  living  at  the  Plaza  Hotel,  New 
York  City. 
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Needham  cemetery,  near  those  of  his  father,  Jacob.    Of  him  the  Boston 
Post  offers  this  obituary: 

"The  mention  of  the  recent  decease  of  Peter  Lyon,  Esq.,  formerly 
a  paper  manufacturer  at  Newton  Lower  Falls,  will  revive  a  multitude  of 
most  pleasant  reminiscences  in  the  minds  of  many  persons  in  Boston 
and  vicinity.  Mr.  Lyon  was  truly  a  gentleman  of  the  Old  School.  His 
family  mansion  in  Needham  was  the  abode  of  hospitality  for  a  long 
course  of  years,  and  a  place  where  the  clergy  of  the  entire  neighbor- 
hood ever  found  a  warm  welcome.  There  we  used  to  meet  Father 
Grafton,  Dr.  Homer,  the  good  Dr.  Sharp,  Rev.  Thomas  Noyes,  and  others 
of  the  old-time  ministers,  who  set  before  their  parishes  examples  of 
true  Christian  charity.  The  domestic  circle  of  Mr.  Lyon  was  large, 
and  his  hospitality  without  stint  or  grudging.  He  used  to  make  the 
paper  for  Major  Ben  Russell's  "Sentinel,"  for  the  late  Joseph  T.  Buck- 
ingham's "Galaxy,"  and  for  the  "Courier"  for  a  long  number  of  years. 
About  the  year  1837  he  purchased  a  tract  of  land  of  the  late  John 
Welles,  in  Eastern  Connecticut,  making  a  domestic  paradise  in  the 
woods,  and  erecting  his  mills  on  the  Natchaug  river.  Mr.  Lyon  was 
foremost  in  establishing  the  Meridian  Lodge  of  Masons  in  Needham,  of 
which  he  was  for  several  years  Master.  He  was  87  years  and  one  week 
old  at  the  time  of  his  decease  on  the  18th,  and  leaves  a  large  number 
of  descendants  to  keep  his  memory  alive  in  their  affections."

At  the  age  of  18  Elisha  went  to  Roxbury  and  learned  the  hatter's 
trade;  when  aged  21,  he  established  his  business  in  Needham,  being 
engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  hats  for  nearly  40  years.  He  lived  on 
Greendale  avenue,  later  the  home  of  his  son  Hiram.  Lyon's  bridge, 
between  Needham  and  Dedham,  was  named  for  him.  In  1834  his  fac- 
tory burned;  he  did  not  rebuild,  but  retired  to  his  farm  to  enjoy  the 
rest  he  had  so  well  earned.  He  had  taste  and  ability  for  public  duties 
and  his  correct  judgment  and  well-known  integrity  caused  him  to  be 
selected  to  serve  in  public  trusts  for  30  years.  In  1812  he  commanded 
a  company  of  minute  men.  Stalwart  in  frame,  straightforward  in  con- 
duct, pure  in  mind,  he  had  that  stern  virtue  which  has  proven  New 
England's  best  inheritance  from  the  mother  country.  He  was  deacon 
in  the  XJniversalist  church  for  23  years.  He  rose  by  perseverance,  well- 
digested  plans,  and  intelligent  application  of  energy  to  the  end  in  view, 
and  died  at  the  ripe  age  of  87  years.

Greenwood,  born  Sept.  28,  1786  (Hist.  Dublin,  N.  H.),  died  Feb.  13,  1870 
(G.  R.). 

Amos  was  born  and  reared  in  Milton.  His  elder  brothers  having 
taken  up  the  trade  of  paper-making,  he  also  was  attracted  to  that  pur- 
suit, and  in  the  search  for  available  water-power  sites,  he  seems  to  have 
resided  in  several  towns.  Exact  knowledge  of  his  movements  is  not 
now  attainable,  but  from  the  birth  records  of  his  children,  it  is  inferred 
that  in  1805  he  was  in  Dublin,  N.  H.,  where  he  met  his  bride,  a  member 
of  the  influential  Jackson  and  Greenwood  families  of  Newton,  whose 
father  was  then  residing  there.  In  1808-10  he  was  in  Middlebury,  Vt., 
from  1812-27  at  Newton  Lower  Falls.  At  the  latter  place  he  built  a 
paper  mill  in  1822,  but  was  later  connected  with  his  brother  Jesse, 
who  had  the  paper  mill  in  Dorchester,  on  the  Neponset,  1829-43.  This 
mill  was  sold  to  a  chocolate  firm,  and  Amos  went  to  Lowell,  Jesse  to 
Fitchburg.  In  1855  he  was  living  in  Boston,  occupying  a  house  in 
Washington  village,  S.  Boston,  where  he  died,  aged  73. 

Amos  was  a  man  of  stern  morals,  and  of  strong  religious  convic- 
tions. It  is  related  of  him  that,  having  several  pretty  and  otherwise  at- 
tractive daughters,  he  was  accustomed  to  take  advantage  of  the  fre- 
quent presence  of  the  young  Newtonians  at  his  home  to  appear  before 
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the  impatient  assemblage  with  an  armful  of  Bibles;  after  a  proper  sea- 
son of  religious  devotion,  the  good  old  man  would  retire,  leaving  the 
j^oung  people  to  find  other  means  of  enjoying  the  evening  till  a  specified 
time,  which  one  may  judge  was  not  unduly  prolonged.  He  was  for  sev- 
eral years  a  deacon  in  old  St.  Mary's  Episcopal  church,  and  an  original 
member  of  the  Savings  Institution  of  the  Newton  Temperance  Society 
1829,  now  become  the  Savings  Bank  of  Newton.  He  was  also  a  member 
of  the  Masonic  fraternity,  and  an  enthusiastic  Knight  Templar.  Like 
all  of  his  line,  ever  ready  to  defend  his  native  land  against  a  foe,  he 
was  one  of  those  who,  fortunately  without  active  service,  held  the  lines 
at  Dorchester  Heights. 

Mentally  he  was  in  many  ways  superior  to  many  who  had  had  far 
better  educational  facilities  in  youth.  His  library  was  well  stocked;  but 
as  one  would  naturally  expect,  it  consisted  chiefly  of  books  of  a  relig- 
ious and  historical  nature,  containing  nothing  lighter  than  the  Specta- 
tor, Guardian  and  Tattler,  of  which  he  had  complete  sets.  He  was 
much  interested  in  the  slavery  question,  but  did  not  live  to  hear  the 
first  shot  fired  in  defense  of  his  cherished  principles,  as  he  died  just 
before  the  attack  on  Ft.  Sumter.  His  remains  were  taken  to  old  St. 
Mary's  and  there  interred,  and  by  his  side  now  rests  his  well-beloved 
wife.

In  1826,  with  a  maternal  uncle,  who  ever  maintained  a  fatherly  interest 
in  him,  he  went  to  Havana,  but  desirous  of  more  complete  education, 
he  returned,  prepared  for  Harvard,  was  graduated  in  1835,  and  received 
his  M.  D.  there  in  1838.  He  settled  in  his  profession  in  Charlestown, 
and  continued  therein  for  13  years.  He  then  entered  into  business 
with  Gage,  Sawyer  &  Co.,  retired  1861,  and  thereafter  pursued  studies 
and  employments  which  gave  him  delight.  During  the  Civil  War  he 
was  active  in  promoting  enlistments  and  in  caring  for  families  which 
may  have  stood  in  need.  He  was  interested  in  public  schools,  and 
affairs  of  the  people,  and  things  which  make  intelligent  and  patriotic 
citizens.  He  was  Representative  to  the  General  Court,  and  during  the 
Civil  War  was  appointed  special  agent  of  Charlestown  to  visit  camps 
and  hospitals  wherever  Charlestown  soldiers  chanced  to  be.  He  was 
a  true  citizen,  and  helpful  to  the  city  and  commonwealth.

Promise.  During  a  short  stay  at  St.  Thomas,  while  the  passengers 
were  viewing  a  procession  of  the  Host,  they  were  set  upon  by  the 
populace,  enraged  by  their  refusing,  with  Puritan  loftiness,  to  kneel 
before  the  sacred  emblem;  and  George  narrowly  escaped  death  from 
a  blow  upon  the  head,  the  scar  of  which  he  bore  to  his  dying  day. 
Aside  from  this  incident,  the  voyage  was  uneventful  for  him,  and  soon 
after  arrival  at  San  Francisco,  he  began  to  gather  in  his  harvest  of 
gold.  Having  acquired  a  quantity  of  the  precious  metal  sufficient  to 
relieve  him  of  any  fear  of  future  want,  he  left  the  camp.  But  on  his 
way  down  the  mountains,  he  contracted  a  fever  of  a  typhoid  nature, 
and  upon  recovery,  he  learned  with  dismay  that  every  ounce  had 
disappeared,  and  that  grinding  toil  was  again  to  be  his  portion,  ere 
he  could  see  again  the  lights  of  home.  With  heavy  heart  he  labored 
to  obtain  enough  to  pay  his  way  back  to  civilization,  and  returned  to 
Boston  with  little  more  than  a  California  bowie,  a  few  choice  nuggets, 
and  the  somewhat  doubtful  glory  of  having  been  an  "Argonaut  of  '49." 

Being  a  man  of  varied  resources,  he  became  an  engineer.  At  this 
time  he  lived  in  the  city,  where  his  first  children  were  born.  Later, 
he  occupied  the  famous  old  "Haunted  House  at  Watertown;"  but  in 
1859  he  removed  to  Washington  Village,  South  Boston,  near  his  father, 
and  here  his  youngest  child  was  born.  The  Civil  War  breaking  out, 
there  was  an  urgent  call  for  skilled  men  from  the  Middle  West,  and 
he  became  associated  with  the  leather  belting  firm  of  Walter  Gow  & 
Co.,  of  Cincinnati,  but  soon  removed  his  residence  to  Covington,  Ky. 
In  the  early  70's  the  old  firm  was  merged  into  the  firm  of  Kendall  & 
Lyon;  but  in  1884,  George  retired  from  business,  going  to  Satsuma 
Heights,  Fla.,  to  spend  his  last  days.  Somewhat  broken  in  health,  he 
succumbed  to  an  attack  of  angina  pectoris,  and  his  great,  loving  heart 
was  stilled  forever. 

Rejected,  on  physical  grounds,  by  both  Massachusetts  and  Ohio,  he 
did  not  enter  military  service  during  the  war,  but  he  served  for  a  short 
time  in  the  Home  Guard  during  the  Morgan  Raid.  In  political  belief, 
he  was  an  Old  Line  Whig,  but  later  leaned  toward  the  Republican 
party,  though  in  no  sense  was  he  ever  a  partisan.  Though  reared  in 
the  Episcopal  faith,  he  was  strongly  attracted  to  the  Baptist  doctrine, 
was  baptized,  and  remained  a  consistent  member  to  the  end. 

Personally,  George  lacked  many  of  the  distinguishing  Lyon  traits. 
He  was  by  no  means  aggressive,  and  while  not  credulous,  he  was 
easily  moved  to  sympathy,  often  to  his  own  harm.     He  was  quiet  and 
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unassuming,  inclined  toward  silence;  but  his  congenial  spirit,  his  love 
of  humor,  his  kindly  wit  always  devoid  of  sting,  his  lovable  nature, 
made  him  an  enjoyable  companion,  and  no  excursion  of  Covington 
Commandery,  K.  T.,  was  complete  without  the  presence  of  "Pap"; 
while  his  tactical  knowledge  and  soldierly  qualities  often  gained  him 
an  invitation  to  join  the  pilgrimages  of  a  famous  marching  command- 
ery of  Cincinnati.  Joining  the  Masonic  fraternity  in  1866,  he  became 
one  of  the  best  informed  Masons  of  the  state;  he  was  for  some  years 
Master  of  his  lodge,  and  was  also  E.  C.  of  his  commandery.  After 
his  death,  his  remains  were  brought  to  Covington,  where  they  were 
interred  with  Masonic  honors;  and  with  the  last  sprig  of  resurrection 
green  there  was  removed  from  earthly  view  a  loving  husband,  indul- 
gent father,  devoted  friend  and  Christian  gentleman.  Judged  by  the 
rule  of  man,  he  fell  short  of  success;  measured  by  the  mete-wand  of 
Heaven,  he  walked  with  God.

An  article  in  a  Boston  newspaper,  written  on  the  occasion  of  his 
appointment  to  the  command  of  the  famous  Olympia,  gives  a  succinct 
account  of  his  life  and  services.    We  reproduce  it  in  abridged  form:  — 

Captain  Henry  Ware  Lyon  was  educated  in  the  Charlestown 
schools,  leaving  the  High  School  in  senior  year,  1862,  to  enter  the 
Naval  Academy.  In  1864  he  volunteered  to  spend  a  short  leave  of 
absence  in  active  service,  and  was  with  the  Dacotah  in  her  search 
for  the  Tallahassee.  He  was  Ensign  1868,  Master  1870,  Lt.  Commander 
1884,  Commander  1893,  Captain  1900.  On  shore  duty,  he  has  been 
stationed  at  the  New  York  and  Boston  Navy  Yards,  the  South  Boston 
Iron  Works,  the  Newport  Torpedo  Station,  and  Colt's  factory,  Hart- 
ford. At  sea,  he  has  served  on  the  Sacramento,  1866-^,  China  Station; 
the  Richmond  and  the  Wabash,  1868-73,  European  Station;  the  Frank- 
lin, 1873-4,  West  Indies;  the  Tennessee,  1875-7,  East  Indies;  the  Galena, 
1880-3,  European  and  South  America;  the  Trenton  and  the  Nipsic,  1887- 
90,  S.  Pacific;  he  was  on  the  Yantic  at  the  Rio  de  la  Plata;  and  in 
1898-9,  he  commanded  the  Dolphin;  in  1901,  he  was  assigned  to  the 
celebrated  Olympia.  [He  was  afterward  stationed  at  the  Portsmouth 
Navy  Yard,  and  now  (1904)  commands  the  Hawaiian  Station  at  Hono- 
lulu.] 
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Capt.  Lyon  is  the  only  officer  in  our  navy  who  has  had  the  experi- 
ence of  three  wrecks.  His  first  was  while  midshipman  on  the  Sacra- 
mento off  the  coast  of  India.  His  second  was  more  memorable.  In 
1889,  during  the  strained  relations  between  the  United  States,  England 
and  Germany  over  Samoa,  he  was  executive  officer  of  the  flagship  on 
that  station.  While  the  warships  of  three  nations  lay  with  guns 
trained  upon  each  other,  the  well-remembered  hurricane  of  1889  struck 
the  islands.  Then  occurred  an  event  which  called  forth  the  admiration 
of  the  world,  and  which,  as  an  incentive  to  brotherly  feeling  between 
the  sailors  of  the  two  countries,  has  probably  never  been  surpassed. 
Every  ship  on  that  station  was  in  extreme  peril,  but  H.  M.  S.  Calliope, 
having  powerful  engines,  was  enabled  to  pass  out  to  sea  between  the 
reef  and  the  Trenton.  As  she  passed,  the  Americans  hailed  her  success 
with  a  hearty  seaman's  cheer.  One  can  understand  the  feeling  with 
which  the  English  responded,  when  he  reflects  that  almost  immediately 
the  Trenton  was  swept  ashore.  Capt.  Lyon's  part  therein  is  told  in 
verse  by  J.  Blumenbeck  of  the  Trenton,  prefaced  "To  Lt.  Com'dr. 
Henry  Ware  Lyon,  who  on  the  lower  decks  of  the  Trenton,  when  the 
battle  with  the  elements  raged  fiercest  and  hardest,  inspirited  the  men 
with  his  own  courageous  bearing  and  loyal  determination  to  persevere 
in  their  efforts  to  save  the  ship,  this  tale  is  respectfully  dedicated." 
The  Trenton  was  floated;  and  though  her  rudder  post,  keel  and  skag 
were  gone,  and  her  screw  twisted  and  almost  useless,  the  crew  volun- 
teered to  take  her  to  Honolulu  under  command  of  Capt.  Lyon.  The 
story  of  her  run  is  one  of  the  traditions  of  the  Navy,  and  Capt.  Lyon 
received  high  compliments  from  the  Department  for  his  remarkable 
performance. 

During  the  Spanish  War,  the  character  of  his  ship,  the  Dolphin, 
did  not  allow  him  to  share  in  engagements,  but  he  did  good  service 
in  picking  up  torpedoes  and  mines,  and  in  aiding  the  marines  in  getting 
their  first  footing  on  Cuban  soil.  The  Dolphin  took  more  prizes  than 
any  other  ship  in  the  squadron. 

Capt.  "Harry"  is  noted  as  a  good  story  teller,  and  many  of  his 
tales  have  become  classic.  He  has  never  resorted  to  political  pulls 
to  get  assignments,  but  his  peculiar  qualifications  have  largely  influ- 
enced the  nature  of  his  service.  Judging  from  his  ancestry  and  his 
own  past,  one  may  be  very  sure  that,  should  occasion  arise,  Capt. 
Henry  Ware  Lyon  would  not  be  behind  any  on  the  world's  list  of 
famous  men  in  loyal  devotion  to  his  service  and  his  country,  and  in 
successful  accomplishment  of  his  duty.  His  home  is  Lyon's  Den,  at 
Paris,  Me.

to  Covington,  Ky.,  where  he  witnessed  the  exciting  scenes  attendant 
upon  the  Kirley  Smith  and  John  Morgan  raids  of  the  60's.  In  1872,  he 
entered  Yale  as  a  member  of  the  famous  class  of  '7G.  After  gradua- 
tion, he  matriculated  at  the  Ohio  Medical  College,  and  gained  his  M.  D. 
in  1800.  He  practiced  his  profession  for  three  years  in  Cincinnati, 
being  for  a  short  time  assistant  to  the  chair  of  Physiology  in  Cincinnati 
Medical  College;  but  finding  himself  unsuited  to  the  work,  he  took  up 
that  field  of  work  for  which  he  was  pre-eminently  fitted.  Since  1885 
he  has  been  teaching,  chiefly  in  college  and  preparatory  school,  and 
is  now  a  master  in  the  Blight  School,  Philadelphia.  Having  made  it 
his  practice  to  mingle  with  men  of  every  class,  and  to  learn  what  any- 
one had  to  teach  him,  he  might  claim  to  be  a  fair  mechanic,  pilot, 
draughtsman  and  lawyer. 

He  followed  his  father  in  adopting  the  Baptist  faith;  but  in  poli- 
tics, having  no  settled  belief,  he  made,  in  1876,  a  thorough  search  into 
the  subject  from  the  bases  of  general  constitutional  and  political  his- 
tory and  of  economics,  and  chose  as  his  political  principles  the  doc- 
trines of  Strict  Construction,  Free  Trade,  and  "Hard  Money,"  and 
from  these  principles  he  has  never  swerved. 

He  married  in  Portsmouth,  O.,  one  of  his  seminary  pupils,  Alpatia 
Othella,  daughter  of  Nelson  G.  and  Kate  (Carr)  Morse,  of  Vanceburg, 
Ky.     He  is  without  issue.

GEORGE  LYON 

OF   DORCHESTER 

[The  family  history  compiled  by  G.  W.  A.  Lyon,  M.  D.,  of  Philadel- 
phia, Pa.] 

1.  I.  1.  GEORGE  LYON,  born  in  England;  married  Oct.  14,  1661, 
Hannah,  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Sarah  Tolman  (D) ;  he  died  Oct.  6, 
1690;  Hannah  died  Aug.  4,  1729  [Bible  Record]. 

Of  the  birth  or  the  ancestry  of  George,  or  of  the  date  of  his  arrival 
in  this  country,  nothing  is  positively  known.  The  history  of  the  Lyons 
of  England  indicates  that  he  might  have  been  of  Essex  origin,  and  this 
supposition  is  supported  in  some  degree  by  the  fact  that  his  friend. 
William  Blake,  who  subsequently  married  George's  widow,  was  from 
Little  Baddow,  Co.  Essex,  near  the  home  center  of  the  Essex  Lyons. 
Town  records  state  that  George  Lyon  was  selectman  1645-7,  1661  and 
1672;  freeman  1666;  Representative  to  the  General  Court  1680,  1683 
and  1690.  It  is  possible  that  the  earlier  records  refer  to  a  different 
George,  quite  possibly  father  of  this  one,  and  perhaps  also  father  of 
the  Thomas  Lyon  who  was  killed  in  King  Philip's  war. 

George  and  Hannah  were  admitted  to  Dorchester  Church  1668,  and 
they  joined  the  Milton  church  1681.  He  lived  on  the  Milton  side  of  the 
Niponset  River.  In  1666  he  bought  the  19th  lot,  32  acres,  "beyond 
Neponset  mill  on  Neponset  river,"  and  in  the  deed  he  is  styled  "hus- 
bandman." He  added  to  this  property  by  buying,  in  1674,  with  his 
brother-in-law,  James  Tucker,  "the  18th  lot,  33%  acres  east  of  his  lot 
between  the  highway  on  the  south  and  the  Neponset  on  the  north." 
He  owned  also  10  lots  in  the  New  Grant.  In  1672  he  was  "granted 
liberty  to  take  600  of  rayles  out  of  land  south  of  Neponset  river,"  also 
"to  gitt  fewer  loads  of  clobord  out  of  the  common  swamp,  at  700  by 
the  load"  [T.  R.].  He  is  said  to  have  "had  a  note  to  gve  to  James 
Bird  or  Thomas  Tolman,  constables  for  the  year  1677,  for  25s.  lOd., 
and  16s.  8d.  for  James  Tucker,  which  was  their  rate  when  they  were 
in  Dorchester"  [T.  R.]. 

He  is  recorded  as  having  been  paid  at  Milton,  Aug.  23,  1676,  for 
services  at  Punka-poag  during  King  Philip's  War,  and  his  sons  had 
subsequently  some  military  experience  against  the  French  and  Indians.

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From  the  Probate  Records  it  is  learned  that  an  inventory  of  the 
estate  of  George  Lyon,  late  of  Milton,  by  Ralph  Houghton  and  Thomas 
Trott,  Jr.,  March  17,  1690-1,  was  presented  by  his  son  George,  adminis- 
trator. House,  barn  and  57  acres  of  land„  £160.  Two  acres  of  salt 
marsh,  £17.  A  long  list  of  stock,  grain,  tools  and  furniture  is  added. 
Total  amt,   £243  18s. 

His  widow  m.  Nov.  12,  1G93,  William  Blake.  She  was  bp.  April 
20,  1640  (D),  and  d.  Aug.  4,  1729  (Blake's  Annals).  The  expenses 
of  her  funeral  are  noted  in  the  Bible  of  her  son  Thomas  [q.  v.].  Her 
will  states  that  "for  the  parental  love  and  affection  I  bear  to  my  well- 
beloved  son,  Thomas  Lion,"  she  conveys  to  him  "all  my  right  and 
interest  in  the  10th  lot  on  the  12  divisions  in  Dorchester,  and  other 
parcels  of  land  which  was  the  estate  of  my  father,  Thomas  Tolman,  of 
said  Dorchester."

Inventory  given 
on  the  same  day.  She  m.  Aug.  6,  1701,  Richard  Smith,  Sr.,  and  the 
children  were  given  over  to  their  grandmother,  Hannah,  widow  of 
George  Lyon,  Sr.  The  Probate  Records  state  that  "Thankful  Smith, 
formerly  Lyon,  administratrix  of  George  Lyon  [Jr.]  shall  pay  his 
mother,  Hannah  Blake,  for  bringing  up  four  children."  The  estate  of 
George  was  divided  Aug.  30,  1711,  and  the  four  children.  Preserved, 
Joanna,  Hannah  and  Silence  are  mentioned.  George  was  made  free- 
man 1699.

I.  THOMAS^  LYON  [George']  was  born  in  Dorchester, 
March  (?)  10,  1665  [bapt.  19,  2  mo.,  1668  (D)]  and  died  Feb.  9,  1750,  ae. 
86  y.  (D).  He  married,  Oct.  23,  1690,  Joanna  Payson,  who  died  in  Dor- 
chester, Aug.  18,  1735.  He  was  admitted  to  the  Dorchester  church,  1700. 
He  served  the  town  as  constable,  1702.  He  was  a  proprietor  of  Ash- 
bumham  in  right  of  his  uncle  Henry,  but  did  not  remove  thither,  prob- 
ably on  account  of  his  property  interests  in  Dorchester,  which  he  de- 
rived from  his  grandfather,  Thomas  Tolman,  through  his  mother.  His 
Bible  is  extant,  and  in  the  possession  of  his  descendants.  The  record 
pages  thereof  are  here  reproduced.  The  items  are  entered  irregularly, 
and  evidently  by  different  hands:

He  was  in  Capt.  John  Withington's  com- 
pany in  the  Canada  expedition  and  it  is  likely  that  he,  like  many  others, 
including  some  of  Peter  Lyon's  sons,  died  from  the  effects  of  their  suf- 
ferings. His  nephew  Thomas,  No.  15,  was  granted  land  in  Dorches- 
ter, Canada  (Ashburnham)  "in  right  of  his  Uncle  Henry"  (Hist.  Ash- 
burnham).  Jan.  7,  1696-7  Thomas  Lyon,  of  Dorchester,  was  appointed 
administrator  of  the  estate  of  his  brother,  Henry  Lyon,  of  Dorchester, 
house  carpenter,  deceased.  Inventory  by  Thomas  Tolman  and  Samuel 
Webb,  July  21,  1697.  Amount,  £46 — os.  Account  of  Thomas  Lyon,  ad- 
ministrator of  the  estate  of  his  brother  Henry,  late  of  Dorchester,  house 
carpenter,  deceased  intestate,  dated  May  5,  1698.  There  is  no  record 
of  a  widow  or  heirs.

He  kept 
tavern  in  Canton  for  some  time.    It  is  said  of  him  that  at  birth  he  was 
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SO  small  that  he  was  put  into  a  quart  tankard,  and  the  cover  was  closed 
over  him;  that  a  finger  ring  could  be  slipped  up  his  arm  as  far  as  the 
shoulder.  He  lived  to  an  advanced  age,  but  evidently  enjoyed  life, 
since  he  remarked  on  his  95th  birthday,  "What,  95  years  old,  and  not 
ready  to  go  yet!" 

The  "old  Lion  house,"  says  the  History  of  Milton,  "belonging  to 
the  descendants  of  Preserved,  stood  east  of  Timothy  Tucker's  house, 
near  the  house  of  Edward  Finn.  No  trace  remains."  The  spot  is  near 
the  intersection  of  the  Brush  Hill  road  and  Robbins  street. 

Preserved  had  a  goodly  number  of  children,  but  as  all  but  one 
were  girls,  and  as  his  only  son  died  early,  his  male  line  is  extinct.

MATTHEW  LYON 

OF   VERMONT. 

One  of  the  most  picturesque  figures  in  the  politica.1  world  of  Amer- 
ica in  the  early  days  of  the  republic  was  that  of  Matthew  Lyon,  the 
redemtioner,  aptly  styled  by  a  writer  in  the  New  England  Magazinef 
the  American  Pym.  Any  account  of  the  Lyon  family  in  New  England 
would  be  incomplete  which  did  not  include  a  sketch  of  the  career  of 
this  remarkable  man.  His  was  an  eventful  and  an  influential  life.  Born 
in  Ireland,  Co.  Wicklow,  in  1746,  he  was  brought  to  America  a  lad  of 
fifteen,  and  sold  (to  pay  his  passage)  to  a  farmer  in  Connecticut  as  an 
indentured  servant.  His  purchaser  is  said  to  have  sold  him  again  to  a 
new  master  for  a  yoke  of  oxen  [a  pair  of  stags,  one  account  says]  his 
new  home  being  in  what  is  now  Vermont.  After  his  years  of  service 
were  finished  he  began  a  successful  career  of  independent  effort  which 
soon  made  him  a  man  not  only  of  wealth  but  of  great  influence.  At  the 
outbreak  of  the  Revolution  he  ^yas  commissioned  a  lieutenant  of  militia 
and  on  the  approach  of  Sir  Guy  Carleton's  raiders  was  sent  to  guard  a 
fort  on  Lake  Champlain.  The  fort  was  abandoned  and  the  young  lieu- 
tenant was  sent  to  report  the  fact  at  headquarters,  but  was  court-mar- 
tialed on  a  charge  of  cowardice  and  cashiered.  Later,  however,  he  re- 
ceived a  commission  as  colonel,  having  served  as  commissary  in  the 
army  which  captured  Burgoyne.  In  1778  he  was  appointed  deputy  sec- 
retary to  Governor  Chittenden,  and  so  had  opportunity  to  form  the  ac- 
quaintance of  the  governor's  daughter,  who  later  became  his  wife.  He 
engaged  successfully  in  various  manufacturing  enterprises,  including 
an  iron  foundry,  a  saw  mill  and  a  paper  mill.  He  was  an  ardent  sup- 
porter of  Jefferson  and  owned  and  edited  the  first  "democratic"  paper 
in  Vermont,  called  "The  Scourge  of  Aristocracy  and  Repository  of  Im- 
portant Political  Truths."  In  1783  he  founded  the  town  of  Fairhaven, 
and  ten  years  later  began  the  publication  of  "The  Farmer's  Library,"  a 
newspaper  afterwards  called  "The  Fairhaven  Gazette." 

In  1797  he  was  representative  for  Vermont.  This  was  the  beginning 
of  a  stormy  political  career  which  more  than  justifies  the  sobriquet 
above  quoted,  "American  Pym,"  or  that  other  one  often  applied  to 
him   by  his   opponents   in   derision  "the   roaring  Lyon   of  Vermont." 


tArticle  in  the  December   (1904)  issue,  by  Elbert  D.  Hayford. 
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Under  the  new  Sedition  Act,  Lyon  was  arrested,  tried,  convicted  and 
sentenced  to  four  months'  imprisonment  and  a  fine  of  $1,000.  He  was 
vindicated,  however,  by  re-election  to  Congress  while  yet  in  prison. 
He  determined,  however,  to  shake  off  the  dust  of  ungrateful  New  Eng- 
land from  his  feet,  and  to  begin  life  anew  in  the  wilds  of  Kentucky.  He 
settled  there  in  what  is  now  Lyon  county,  founded  the  first  newspaper 
in  the  state,  and  soon  was  possessor  of  a  lar,ge  and  flourishing  planta- 
tion. In  1803  he  was  elected  to  Congress  from  Kentucky,  representing 
his  state  four  years  with  his  usual  vigor  and  contumacy.  It  was  his 
casting  vote  that  seated  Jefferson  in  the  White  House. 

At  tne  opening  of  the  war  of  1812  he  resigned  his  seat  in  Congress 
to  engage  in  the  building  of  gunboats — and  lost  the  fortune  he  had 
amassed  in  Kentucky.  In  1817,  having  been  appointed  Indian  agent 
for  the  Cherokees  by  President  Monroe,  he  removed  to  Arkansas.  In 
1821  he  was  candidate  for  delegate  to  Congress  from  Missouri,  but  lack- 
ed twelve  votes  of  a  majority.    He  died  in  1822  at  Spadra  Bluff,  Ark. 

"Though  rough  in  dress  and  manner  and  unprepossessing  in  ap- 
pearance," says  Hayford.  "Lyon's  character  partook  of  much  that  was 
praiseworthy.  He  was  brave,  patriotic,  honest  and  energetic,  an  ideal 
character  for  the  pioneer  days  in  which  he  lived,  when  great  work  was 
to  be  wrought  in  the  wilderness.  *  *  *  in  i840  Congress  refunded 
to  his  heirs  the  fine,  with  interest,  of  one  thousand  dollars,  assessed 
by  the  court  against  him  at  the  time  of  his  conivction  under  the  sedi- 
tion law." 

Matthew  Lyon  had  a  son,  Chittenden  Lyon,  who  was  representa- 
tive in  Congress  from  Kentucky,  1827-1835.  Of  his  descendants  very 
little  has  been  learned.  Some  of  them  lived,  a  few  j'ears  ago,  at  Eddy- 
ville,  Ky.,  and  a  great  grandson  is  said  to  have  served  in  the  war  with 
Spain  on  the  battleship  Oregon.

— Woodstock  T.  R.  says  that  Sarah  Lyon,  wife  of  Sam- 
uel Lyon,  died  Nov.  13,  1689.  Is  this  an  error  for  Deliverance  Lyon 
(which  appears  most  likely)  or  did  Samuel  have  three  wives? 

No.  5.  p.  31. — ^William  Lyon  as  well  as  his  brother  Joseph  was  in 
service  in  King  Philip's  war;  William  in  Capt.  Henchman's  list,  Feb. 
29,  1676,  and  in  Capt.  Wadsworth's  list,  June  24,  1676;  Joseph  in  a  list 
of  men  turned  over  to  command  of  Capt.  Turner  in  February  or  March, 
1676.  Capt.  Turner  was  killed  in  the  fight  at  Turner's  Falls,  May  19, 
1676.  Among  the  list  of  the  dead  appears  also  the  name  of  Thomas 
Lyon,  of  whom  we  know  only  that  he  was  one  of  the  garrison  at  North- 
ampton.

No.  20,  p.  30. — Hannah  (Lyon)  Bicknell  probably  died  before  March, 
1725.  See  note,  p.  30.  Apropos  of  provision  in  will  of  Thomas  with 
regard  to  sale  of  inherited  lands,  note  these  items  from  Worcester  Reg. 
of  Deeds:  Jan.  25,  1731,  Noah  Lyon,  of  Ashford,  deeds  to  Thomas 
Chandler,  of  Worcester^  land  which  John  Chandler,  Jr.  bought  of  "my 
brothers,  Seth  and  Gould."  Jan.  26,  1731-2,  Seth  and  Noah  Lyon,  of 
Ashford,  deed  to  Thomas  Candler,  of  Worcester,  land  given  to  Noah 
In  will  of  "our  honored  father,"  Thomas  Lyon,  of  Woodstock. 

No.  28,  p.  38. — Abigail  Crosby  Lyon  died  in  Roxbury,  Nov.  28,  1721 
(Fisher  Gen.). 

No.  32,  p.  40. — Marriage  of  Samuel  Lyon  to  Mary  Robbins  is  found 
in  records  of  First  Church,  Cambridge,  Mass.  It  seems  probable  that 
Aaron  Lyon,  who  married  in  Barrington,  R.  I.  (int.  April  5,  1740)  Eliza- 
beth Allen,  was  a  son  of  Samuel  (No.  32). 
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No.  34,  p.  40. — Judith  Ferrington  was  probably  a  grand  daughter  of 
John  Ferrington  (Farrington)  who  came  to  America  as  early  as  1639 
and  settled  (1646)  in  Dedham.  He  had  sons  John,  Nathaniel,  Daniel, 
Benjamin  and  Joseph  (probably  d.  young).  One  of  his  daughters  was 
named  Judith  (born  June  1,  1666,  probably  an  aunt  of  Judith  above). 

No.  34,  p.  40. — According  to  Craft  Gen.  Susanna  Craft  was  daughter 
of  Capt.  Joseph  and  Susanna  (Warren)  Craft.  Date  of  her  death  is 
given  Sept.  22  (instead  of  2),  1748.  Abiel,  in  1752,  gave  £100  towards 
erection  of  a  pulpit  in  Abington  parish  church.  Craft  Gen.  erroneously 
gives  him  as  a  "third"  wife  Mehitable  Osgood,  really  wife  of  Abiel  No. 
275. 

No.  39,  p.  41. — Samuel  Lyon  is  mentioned  as  claimant  of  the  land 
granted  for  services  rendered  by  his  father,  William  Lyon,  No.  5,  in 
King  Philip's  war.  This  land  was  in  or  near  Bedford,  N.  H.,  and  there 
two  at  least  of  Samuel's  sons,  Eleazer  and  Jonathan,  settled. 

Maria  Kenrick,  born  Jan.  28,  1676,  was  daughter  of  John-  and 
Esther  Kenrick,  of  Newton.  They  had  eleven  daughters  and  two  sons. 
John,-  born  Oct.  3,  1641,  was  son  of  John^  and  Ann  (Smith)  Kenrick. 
John^  came  to  America  before  Aug.,  1639. 

No.  48,  p.  44. — The  children  of  Capt.  Joseph  Lyon  disappear  myster- 
iously from  Woodstock  records.  The  explanation  is  to  be  found  no 
doubt  in  the  fact  that  Joseph  received  a  grant  of  land  in  Greenwich, 
Mass.,  in  consideration  of  services  rendered  by  Joseph,  Sr.,  in  King 
Philip's  war.  His  only  son  Joseph  is  mentioned  as  claimant  of  this 
grant.  William,  No.  5,  received  a  grant  of  land  in  "Narragansett  town- 
ship No.  5"  (Souhegan  East,  now  Bedford,  N.  H.)  in  reward  for  his 
services  in  King  Philip's  war.  Joseph  was  granted  land  in  "Narragan- 
sett Township,  No.  4"  (Greenwich,  Mass.). 

No.  48,  p.  44.— From  Springfield  Registry  of  Deeds:  "June  27,  1739, 
Joseph  Lyon,  yeoman,  of  Woodstock,  Worcester  Co.,  Mass.,  conveys 
land  to  John  Kidder."  "July  4,  1745,  Joseph  Lyon,  of  Woodstock,  gen- 
tleman, conveys  land  to  John  Marks." 

No.  55,  p.  46. — Widow  Bethia  (Carpenter)  Lyon  married  Dec.  12, 
1728,  Obadiah  Carpenter.  He  died  at  Seekonk,  Dec.  16,  1726;  she  died 
at  Foxboro,  Jan.  15,  1788,  ae.  82  (Carpenter  Fam.). 

No.  62,  p.  35. — From  Worcester  Probate  Records  we  learn  that 
William  Lyon  was  appointed  administrator  of  his  father's  estate  (No. 
38235), 
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No.  68,  p.  36. — Moses  Lyon,  according  to  MSS.  Fam.  R.,  died  May 

6,  1712  (probably  incorrect). 

No,  69„  p.  51. — Grace  Child  was  named  after  her  grandmother, 
Grace  Morris,  born  Feb.  17,  1661,  daughter  of  Deacon  Edward  and 
Grace  (Betts)  Morris. 

No.  82,  p.  56. — Reference  should  be  made  to  No.  139,  p.  44. 

No.  89,  p.  57. — Deborah  Fisher  was  born  Feb.  3,  1717,  daughter  of 
John  and  Mary  (Onion)  Fisher.  Their  daughter  Lois  was  born  in  1746; 
m.  March  28,  1765,  Joseph  Warren;  d.  Grafton,  Mass.,  Feb.  7,  1816. 

No.  105,  p.  41. — Ebenezer  Goodell  was  a  farmer  in  Pomfret  (Can- 
terbury), Conn.  His  father  deeded  to  him  the  old  home  farm.  Children 
of  Ebenezer  and  Experience  (Lyon)  Goodell,  born  in  Pomfret:  1.  Ebe- 
nezer, b.  Sept.  12,  1729;  m.  Phebe  Holt;  was  in  Revolution;  2.  Judith, 
b.  June  30,  1731;  m.  Ebenezer  Bullard;  3.  Aaron,  b.  July  26,  1733;  m. 
Amy  Tyler;  4.  Experience,  b.  Aug.  19,  1735;  d.  young;  5.  Lois,  b.  Oct. 

7,  1738;  m.  Ezra  Bullard;  6.  IVloses,  b.  July  16,  1741;  m.  Thankful 
Forbes;  7.  Experience,  b.  April  23,  1747;  m.  Thomas  Grow;  8.  Cornelius, 
b.  July  7,  1749;  m.  Nellie  Dana. 

No.  116,  p.  60. — Ebenezer  Lyon,  of  Amherst,  N.  H.,  was  prominent 
in  the  early  history  of  that  town.  May  13,  1747,  he  signed  a  petition 
for  soldiers  to  guard  the  frontier  in  the  French  and  Indian  war.  In 
1751  he  was  one  of  a  committee  of  three  to  finish  the  meeting  house. 
In  1753  he  signed  a  petition  for  incorporation  of  the  town.  He  was  one 
of  a  committee  of  three  appointed  Sept.  26,  1753,  to  build  a  bridge  over 
the  Souhegan  river  "where  Lyon's  bridge  was."  Taxpayer  in  Amherst 
1760;  moderator  of  town  meeting  1763.  He  served  in  Col.  Blanchard's 
regiment  at  Crown  Point,  1755,  and  was  lieutenant  in  Col.  John  Hart's 
regiment  at  Crown  Point,  1758.t  He  died  Jan.  4,  1798,  ae.  88.  His 
widow  died  June,  1806,  ae.  73.  "Who  was  he?  Certainly  not  a  son  of 
Samuel  Lyon,  No.  39,  since  his  name  does  not  appear  among  Samuel's 
heirs,  1756.  If  he  was  a  descendant  of  William,  No.  5,  who  was  granted 
land  in  reward  for  services  in  King  Philip's  war,  he  must  have  been 
son  of  William,  No.  38,  of  whom  we  know  only  that  he  was  non  compos 
mentis.    He  may,  however,  have  had  a  family.    It  is  possible  that  Na- 


tMay  9,  1760,  Lieut.  Ebenezer  Lyon  of  Amherst,  N.  H.,  petitions  the 
Governor  of  New  Hampshire,  and  states  that  while  in  the  service  of  the 
Province  his  gun  burst  and  wounded  his  hand  badly  and  he  was  laid  up 
at  Oswego  and  Albany  (N.  H.  Town  Papers,  Vol.  VI,  p.  59). 
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thanipl  Ls'on,  of  Roxbury  and  Needham  [No.  26  of  the  family  of  Peter 
Lyon]  was  really  son  of  this  same  William,  whose  brother  David,  No. 
44,  lived  in  Needham. 

We  may  conjecture  that  Edward  and  Jonathan  Lyon,  of  Amherst, 
were  sons  of  Ebenezer — possibly  of  Jonathan,  of  Bedford,  the  given 
names  favoring  this  hypothesis.  Jonathan  was  a  taxpayer  in  Amherst, 
1760;  signed  a  petition  there  1763;  subscriber  to  a  fund  to  defray  ex- 
pense of  deputy  to  Exeter,  1774.  He  was  also  a  soldier  in  the  Revolu- 
tion. Edward  likewise  served  in  the  Revolution.  A  Daniel  Lyon  lived 
in  Amherst  in  1815,  for  we  read  that  May  16  of  that  year  a  child  of 
Daniel  Lyon  was  killed  by  falling  into  a  well. 

No.  118,  p.  61. — Widow  Rebecca  Lyon  married  (int.  May  8,  1775) 
James  Black  (Oakham  Vital  Records). 

No.  130,  p.  63. — From  a  deed  of  land  to  Gad  Stebbins  (Springfield 
Reg.  of  Deeds)  we  learn  that  the  children  of  Stephen  Stebbins  living 
in  1795  were  Eldad,  Phineas,  Zadoc,  Stephen,  Ruth  and  Hannah  Steb- 
bins, Eunice  Lyon  and  Sarah  Langdon,  all  of  Wilbraham. 

No.  134,  p.  64. — The  following  dates  are  given  of  baptisms  of  chil- 
dren of  William  Lyon:  Molly,  Feb.  3,  1772;  Josiah,  Dec.  13,  1772;  Na- 
thaniel, Feb.  12,  1775;  William,  April  6,  1777;  Jacob,  May  23,  1778  (T. 
R.  date  of  birth  may  be  incorrect,  although  recorded  in  two  different 
books,  perhaps  date  of  baptism  should  be  August);  Joseph,  July  23, 
1780  (T.  R.  gives  date  of  birth  June  24,  not  July  29,  which  is  given  as 
date  of  birth  of  No.  330). 

No.  145,  p.  45. — Date  of  marriage  of  Abigail  Lyon  and  Benjamin 
Peabody,  Aug.  7,  1745. 

No.  146,  p.  64. — The  Providence  Gazette  April  1,  1809,  has  notice 
of  death  of  Capt.  John  Lyon,  of  Attleboro,  ae.  86.  John  Lyon,  No.  146, 
would  have  been  in  his  85th  year,  yet  the  reference  is  almost  certainly 
to  this  John.  Are  we  to  conclude  that  this  John,  rather  than  No.  171^ 
was  the  John  Lyon  of  Rehoboth,  who  served  in  the  Revolution?  The 
Gazette  of  July  15,  1823,  announces  marriage  of  Nancy  Lyon  at  Attle- 
boro to  Thomas  Blanding. 

No.  168,  p.  66. — Caleb  Lyon,  blacksmith,  bought  land  in  Greenfield 
in  1789.  It  is  not  quite  certain  whether  this  was  Caleb,  No.  168,  or  his 
son.  In  1807  "widow  Elizabeth  Lyon,"  no  doubt  widow  of  No.  168  and 
Caleb  Lyon,  Jr.,  at  that  time  "of  Williamson,  Ontario  Co.,  N.  Y.,"  signed 
a  deed  of  land  in  Greenfield.    A  John  Lyon  died  in  Greenfield  in  Oct.» 
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1798.  A  Betsey  Lyon,  Jan.  28,  1795,  married  in  Greenfield,  Samuel 
Philips.    These  may  have  been  children  of  No.  168.    A  John  Lyon,  born 

1781,  removed  from  Greenfield  to  Bernardston,  married  Patience 

and  died  Sept.  19,  1839,  leaving  seven  children.  He  may  have  been  the 
same  John  Lyon  who  bought  a  saw  mill  in  1803,  but  could  hardly  have 
been  a  grandson  of  No.  168.  A  Rufus  Lyon,  of  Greenfield,  had  a 
daughter  Mary  Jane,  born  Nov.  15,  1820.  Whether  any  relationship 
existed  between  these  several  Lyons  has  not  yet  been  ascertained. 

No.  170,  p.  66. — March  22,  1765.  Lemuel  Lyon,  living  on  the  Gore 
adjoining  the  north  line  of  Chesterfield,  conveys  land  to  Benjamin  Lyon 
(No.  166),  of  Woodstock.     (Springfield  Reg.  of  Deeds). 

No.  170,  p.  66. — There  is  in  the  Poughkeepsie  Museum  a  journal 
kept  by  Lemuel  Lyon,  private  in  "Canady"  expedition,  April  to  Novem- 
ber, 1758.  He  was  in  David  Holmes'f  company.  He  speaks  of  writing 
letters  to  John  (No.  171,  his  brother),  Benjamin  (No.  166,  also  brother) 
and  Joshua  (No.  157,  a  cousin).  He  mentions  as  members  of  the  ex- 
pedition his  cousins  Stephen  (No.  202),  David  (No.  130)  and  Henry 
(probably  No.  242).  Entries  of  interest  are:  Wed.,  Aug.  2,  Stephen 
Lyon  came  of[f]  scout;  Mon.,  14,  I  had  nothing  to  du  I  rote  a  letter  to 
John;  Sat.  26,  David  Lyon  and  Barnes  sot  out  to  Albany  sick;  Mon.  25, 
nothing  remarkable  only  Stephen  Lyon  got  hurt;  Fri.  Oct.  6,  Henry 
Lyon  and  Eph  Ellinghood  poorly  and  cleared  from  duty;  Fri.  13,  three 
discharged,  viz.:  Richard  jordin,  Stephen  Lyon  &  John  Howlet;  Tues. 
24,  received  2  letters  from  Capt.  Benjamin  Lyon;  Wed.  Nov.  15, 
Stephen  Lyon  met  us  [at  "Covantry"]  with  the  horses;  Thurs.  16,  we 
arrived  at  Woodstock. 

No.  170,  p.  66. — June  3,  1779,  Lemuel  Lyon,  of  the  Gore,  conveys 
land  to  John  Williams  of  said  Gore.  Also,  Aug.  17,  1785,  Lemuel  Lyon, 
gentleman,  of  Goshen,  Mass.,  conveys  land  to  Cyrus  Lyon,  of  Goshen. 

No.  173,  p.  67. — Capt.  William  Lyon  was  called  by  the  irreverent 
"Wicked  Bill,"  being  a  man  who  enjoyed  creating  a  sensation.  His 
house  still  stands  in  good  repair,  occupied  by  his  granddaughter  Su- 
sanna (Lyon)  Sumner  (No.  682)  and  containing  many  interesting  heir- 
looms, among  them  a  silver  spoon  marked  M.  S.  [Mary  Stone]. 


tThis  was  Dr.  David  Holmes,  later  surgeon  of  the  Continental  Army, 
1775-1779.  He  was  father  of  the  Gen.  David  Holmes,  who  married  Han- 
nah Lyon,  No.  353,  and  grandfather  of  Dr.  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes.

— Feb.  7,  1781,  Sylvanus  Lyon,  gentleman,  of  the  Gore 
adjoining  north  line  of  Chesterfield  conveys  land  to  William  Lyon  (No. 
173)  yeoman,  of  Woodstock  (Springfield  Reg.  of  Deeds).  Feb.  2, 
1752  (?)  Sylvanus  Lyon,  of  Goshen,  Mass.,  yeoman,  conveys  land  to 
William  Lyon,  of  Woodstock  (ibid). 

No.  183,  p.  48. — The  following  is  a  complete  list  of  the  children 
of  Nehemiah  and  Hannah  (Lyon)  May:  1.  William,  b.  Aug.  10,  1752; 
went  "south;"  2.  Hannah,  b.  Brimfield,  Feb.  17,  1754  (T.  R.);  m.  Abi- 
jah  Sessions;  res.

In  1777  he  removed 
to  Brookfield,  Mass.  His  second  wife  was  daughter  of  Nathaniel  and 
Mehitable  (Thurston)   Huntington,  of  Windham,  Conn. 

No.  186,  p.  49. — Mary  (May),  wife  of  Benjamin  Lyon,  died  Oct.  22, 
1814,  ae.  87  y. 

No.  188,  p.  69. — ^At  a  town  meeting  at  Woodstock,  Dec.  5,  1791,  it 
was  voted  that  the  poor  of  the  town  should  be  put  up  at  vendue  and 
struck  off  to  the  lowest  bidder  for  one  year.  Daniel  Lyon,  Jr.  (No.  188 
or  392)  bid  off  Benjamin  Bowen  at  4s.  per  week  for  the  year  ensuing, 
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including  his  clothing  unless  some  other  person  should  bid  less  at  or 
before  the  adjourned  meeting. 

No.  189,  p.  49. — Abiel  Lyon  married,  Jan.  4,  1767,  Elizabeth  Holmes. 

No.  194,  p.  50.— Moses  Chandler,  bapt.  May  27,  1733;  died  Dec.  12, 

1805. 

No.  202,  p.  72. — Mary  Wilkinson,  second  wife  of  Capt.  Stephen 
Lyon,  was  eldest  daughter  of  Capt.  Benjamin  Wilkinson  (Providence 
Gazette,  Aug.  15,  1807). 

No.  205,  p.  73. — A  Jonathan  Lyon,  of  Westfield,  Mass.,  gave  a  deed 
of  land  Feb.  19,  1787  (Springfield  Reg.  of  Deeds). 

No.  210,  p.  52. — Marsilva  Lyon,  of  Holland,  Mass.,  married  (int. 
May  7,  1764)  St.  Joseph  Cheney  (second  wife);  res.  Sturbridge;  d.  Nov. 
2,  1787. 

No.  213,  p.  52. — The  descendants  of  Elphleda  [Elfleda]  (Lyon) 
Janes  were  very  numerous.  The  oldest  daughter  Lucinda  (Gibbes) 
lived  in  Holland  and  had  1  s.  and  5  dau.  Roxalina  (Fox)  lived  in  Hart- 
ford, Conn.,  and  had  5  s.  and  5  dau.  Marsilva  (Eastman),  of  Stur- 
bridge, had  2  s.  and  7  dau.  Alfred  Janes,  in  Hartford,  Conn.,  had  4 
s.  and  2  dau.  Walter  Janes,  in  Ashford,  Conn.,  had  4  s.  and  3  dau. 
Almarin  Janes  lived  in  Brimfield.  It  is  said  that  he  was  one  of  a 
hundred  persons  killed  by  the  blowing  up  by  the  British  of  a  deserted 
fort,  May  5,  1813.  He  had  4  daughters.  Bradford  Janes,  in  Belcher- 
town,  Mass.,  had  6  s.  and  3  dau.

Carter  appointed  guardian  to  Lydia  Lyon,  Jr.,  of  Brimfield,  a  minor  over 
14  years,  daughter  of  Alfred  Lyon,  late  of  Brimfield.  Dec.  14,  1813, 
[Mrs.]  Lydia  Lyon  appointed  guardian  of  Horatio  Lyon,  a  minor  under 
14  years,  son  of  Alfred  Lyon,  Esq.,  late  of  Brimfield.  Alfred  Lyon  kept 
a  tavern  in  Brimfield,  where  later  stood  the  house  of  W.  H.  Wyles.  A 
Sally  Lyon  (Strong  Gen.)  married  Jonathan  Ballard,  presumably  of 
Brimfield,  afterwards  of  Homer,  N.  Y.  Her  parentage  has  not  been 
ascertained.  A  son,  Winthrop  Ballard,  was  born  in  Brimfield,  Feb.  20, 
1797. 

No.  218,  p.  77.— Martha  Dana,  born  1744;  died  March  15,  1826. 

No.  220,  p.  54.— Peleg  Corbin  died  March  7,  1816. 
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No.  227,  p.  55. — Children  of  John  and  Mary  (Lyon)  Bird,  born  in 
Needham,  Mass.:  1.  Mary,  b.  March  9,  1756;  2.  Mary,  b.  Feb.  8,  1757;  3. 
Hannah,  b.  Feb.  28,  1759. 

No.  229,  p.  182.— The  Providence  Gazette  of  Dec.  10,  1814,  an- 
nounces marriage  of  Mrs.  Abigail  Lyon,  of  Colerain,  to  Captain  Eli 
Barker,  of  Amherst.    The  name  was  really  Parker. 

No.  237,  p.  56. — Priscilla  Lyon,  daughter  Seth  and  Abigail  Lyon, 
married  in  Ashford,  Conn.,  March  2,  1760 (Cheney  Fam.). 

No.  251,  p.  81. — According  to  Fisher  Gen.  John  Fisher  Lyon  wa» 
married  in  1777. 

No.  271,  p.  82. — Judith,  widow  of  Samuel  Lyon,  of  Rehoboth,  died 
at  Attleboro,  ae.  64  (Providence  Gazette,  Jan.  25,  1816). 

No.  289,  p.  59. — It  seems  to  have  been  this  Pelatiah  who  was  of 
Gageboro,  Mass.  (now  Winsor)  during  the  Revolution  ("born  in  Pom- 
fret,  about  1745"),  called  out  in  Aug.,  1777,  on  alarm  to  Bennington;  on 
guard  duty  in  Springfield,  July,  1778  to  Jan.  1779;  enlisted  in  1780  for 
three  years;  was  tried  by  court  martial  April  13,  1782,  for  sleeping  at 
his  post,  but  acquitted. 

No.  313,  p.  62. — ^A  Betty  Lyon  married  a  son  of  Jacob  Burgess,  born 
about  1742;  lived  in  Middleboro  and  Lanesboro  (Burgess  Fam.). 

No.  326,  p.  63. — A  daughter  of  Lucy  (Lyon)  Thomas  m.  in  1841 
as  his  second  wife  Sylvester  Strickland  of  Jay,  Me. 

No.  351,  p.  65. — MSS.  family  record  gives  as  dates  of  birth  of  some 
of  the  children  of  Jonathan  Morse  (probably  in  fact  dates  of  baptism) 
the  following:  Jedediah,  June  22,  1788;  Walter,  Nov.  2,  1794;  Nancy, 
May  7,  1797;  Abiel,  Feb.  16,  1800.

No.  353,  p.  66. — Lieutenant,  afterwards  General  David  Holmes,  was 
descended  from  John^  Holmes,  who  came  to  Plymouth  in  1632  and  lived 
In  Roxbury  and  Dorchester,  Mass.  His  son  John^  Holmes,  b.  Dorches- 
ter, 1663,  was  one  of  the  original  proprietors  in  New  Roxbury  (Wood- 
stock), where  he  built  the  first  saw  mill.  He  was  elected  to  many  im- 
portant positions  in  the  town  and  received  repeatedly  grants  of  land 
for  services.    His  son  Deacon  David'  Holmes,  b.  1692,  d.  May  22,  1745,

had  four  sons.  Of  these  the  most  distinguished  was  Dr.  David*  Holmes. 
He  was  a  captain  in  the  French  and  Indian  war,  in  command  of  a  com- 
pany which  included  several  of  the  name  Lyon.  See  note  in  Addenda 
on  No.  170.  Dr.  David  was  twice  married.  By  his  second  wife,  Widow 
Temperance  Bishop,  he  had  eight  children.  Among  them  were  Abiel, 
David  and  Leonard.  Abiel  (Yale  1783)  became. a  distinguished  clergy- 
man and  was  father  of  Dr.  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes.  ■  David,  who  mar- 
ried Hannah  Lyon  (No.  353)  and  Leonard,  who  married  Sarah  (No. 
358)  were  thus  uncles  of  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes,  who  occasionally  vis- 
ited with  pleasure  the  ancestral  homestead  in  Woodstock. 

In  the  Woodstock  Hill  cemetery  are  found  gravestones  bearing  the 
following  inscriptions:  "In  memory  of  General  David  Holmes,  who  died 
June  29,  1832,  aetat  LXX;"  "In  memory  of  Mrs.  Hannah  Holmes,  wife 
of  Gen.  David  Holmes,  who  died  Oct.  19,  1824,  ae.  61  y;"  "Capt.  Leonard 
Holmes,  d.  Sept.  16,  1845,  aged  75;"  "Sally,  wife  of  Leonard  Holmes, 
died  Aug.  27,  1854,  aged  81." 

No.  356,  p.  66. — The  name  is  Hervey  in  T.  R.,  Harvey  in  G.  K. 

No.  361,  p.  90. — Caleb  Lyon  seems  to  have  owned  a  good  deal  of 
land  in  Greenfield  between  1789  and  1807.  Some  of  it  he  seems  to  have 
been  compelled  to  give  up  by  legal  proceedings,  his  business  ventures 
not  all  proving  successful.  Possibly  he  may  have  been  married  twice. 
When  his  oldest  recorded  child,  Lyman  R.,  was  born,  he  was  forty-three 
years  old — his  wife  but  eighteen.  A  further  search  should  be  made  of 
land  and*  probate  records  to  ascertain  all  the  facts  in  his  strenuous  life.

Their  only  daughter, 
Hannah  Elizabeth,  married  Rev.  Alden  Southworth,  a  descendant  of 
John  Alden,  of  the  Mayflower.  They  have  one  son,  Louis  Rhodes 
Southworth,  who  married  Delia  Avery,  of  Norwich,  and  is  now  (1905) 
on  the  editorial  staff  of  the  New  York  World.

The  regiment  reached 
Fort  Monroe  just  in  time  to  go  aboard  the  U.  S.  gunboat  Pawnee,  and 
to  take  part  in  the  destruction  of  ships  and  munitions  of  war  at  the 
Gosport  Navy  Yard,  the  first  blow  struck  at  the  power  of  the  Confed- 
eracy. At  the  end  of  his  three  months'  term,  Capt.  Lyon  returned  to 
Halifax,  but  in  the  following  year  the  proffered  services  of  the  Halifax 
Xiight  Infantry  were  accepted,  and  he  went  with  his  company  to  North 
Carolina,  where  he  participated  in  the  battles  of  Kingston,  Whitehall 
and  Goldsboro.

MISCELLANEOUS    LYON    ITEMS. 

Lyon  Gardiner,  not  known  to  have  a  Lyon  ancestry,  was  one  of  the 
very  early  settlers  in  Connecticut.  David,  his  son,  born  Saybrook,  April 
29,  1836,  is  believed  to  have  been  the  first  white  child  born  in  that  state. 
[Lyon  Gardiner  came  from  Worden,  in  Holland,  to  London,  in  1635,  and 
thence  to  New  England.] 

Richard  Lyon,  about  1641,  was  sent  over  to  Cambridge  from  Eng- 
land by  Mr.  Henry  Mildmay  as  a  tutor  to  his  son.  He  assisted  in  ar- 
ranging the  Bay  Psalm  Book.    Returned  to  England. 

Rev.  John  Lyon  arrived  in  Boston  from  Cork,  Dec.  27,  1764,  for 
Taunton. 

Arrived  in  Boston,  July  12,  1716,  from  London,  Abraham  Lyon,  ser- 
vant, with  James  Painter. 

Prof,  D.  G.  Lyon,  of  Harvard  College,  is  from  Alabama.  His  father 
came  over  from  England  about  1840. 


MISCELLANEOUS  LYON  ITEMS. 

A  Coincidence  in  Names. — The  "Annals  of  Sudbury,  Wayland  and 
Maynard"  contains  the  following  item:  "The  Noyes  House  was  kept  in 
Wayland  as  is  supposed  about  1790,  in  what  is  now  Cochituate  village; 
landlord,  Nathaniel  Reeves.  The  house  stood  on  the  corner  until  the 
building  of  the  A.  B.  Lyon  house,  and  at  the  spot  in  front  of  Mr.  L.'s 
residence."     [Query. — Who  was  this  namesake  of  mine? — Ed.] 

Hon.  Lucius  Lyon,  one  of  the  first  senators  from  the  State  of  Mich- 
igan, born  in  Shelburne,  Vt,  in  1800,  was  a  descendant  of  one  of  the 
Connecticut  Lyon  families,  probably  that  of  Richard.  He  figured 
prominently  in  the  public  affairs  of  Michigan  in  the  early  days,  being  a 
member  of  the  convention  called  to  frame  a  constitution  for  the  new 
state,  member  of  the  first  board  of  Regents  of  the  State  University 
and  Surveyor-General  for  the  states  of  Michigan,  Ohio  and  Indiana.

The  country  to  whose  service  he 
devoted  his  life  will  guard  and  preserve  his  fame  as  a  part  of  its  own 
glory. 

2.  That  the  thanks  of  Congress  are  hereby  given  to  the  brave 
officers  and  soldiers  who,  under  the  command  of  the  lato  General  Lyon, 
sustained  the  honor  of  the  flag  and  achieved  victory  against  over- 
whelming numbers  at  the  battle  of  Springfield  in  Missouri.     *     * 

The  President  of  the  United  States  directs  that  the  foregoing  joint 
resolution  be  read  at  the  head  of  every  regiment  in  the  Army  of  the 
United  States.

ANOTHER  ANCIENT  LYON  PEDIGREE. 

An  interesting  pedigree  of  a  Northampton  (Eng.)  Lyon  family 
comes  to  hand  just  as  this  volume  is  going  to  press,  communicated  by 
Dr.  G.  W.  A.  Lyon,  translated  by  him  from  the  Latin  and  archaic 
French  originals.  Exact  dates  are  wanting  but  the  line  begins  about 
the  middle  of  the  twelfth  century  with  an  unnamed  Leon  bearing  arms: 
Argent,  a  lion  rampant  gules,  armed  and  langued  azure.  The  following 
generations  run: 

IL     Richard  de  Leone,  m.  Maulde;  had  a  brother  Mathew. 

III.  Roger  de  Leone,  son  of  Richard,  son  of  Roger,  m.  Howis, 

IV.  Roger  de  Leone^  Kt.,  son  of  Roger,  Lord  of  Warkworth;  had  a 
brother  Richard. 

V.  Richard*  de  Leons,  Kt,,  son  of  Roger,  m.  Ladie  Emma,  who 
was  a  widow  in  1311.  Richard  was  living  in  1260  and  1288.  He  had  a 
brother  John  de  Leons. 

VI.  John  de  Leons,  Kt.,  son  of  Richard  (living  1311),  m.  Margerie 
(a  widow  in  1317). 

VII.  John  de  Lions^  Kt.,  son  of  John,  Lord  of  Warkworth  (living 
in  1318  and  1335),  m.  Alice  (living  in  1328).  His  younger  brother, 
Richard  de  Lions  (living  in  1311),  m.  Margerie  (living  1311).  Richard 
bore  arms  as  above  but  with  "crescent  sable"  for  difference.  John  had 
also  two  sisters,  Margerie   (living  1322 )  and  Agnes  (living  1322). 

VIII.  John  de  Lions,  Kt,  son  of  John  (living  1377  and  1383),  m. 
Ellice  dau.  Willim  de  Sancto  Lucio  (or  St.  Liz)  Esq. 

IX.  Elizabeth,  dau.  and  heir  of  Sir  John,  married,  first  Nicholas 
Chetwood  (Chetwode)  and  second,  Richard  Wydeville  (Widevill). 
Elizabeth  was  living  1346  and  1370. 

X.  John  Wydeville,  son  of  Richard  and  Elizabeth,  married  a 
daughter  of  "Thomas  and  Margaret  Lyon,"  relationship,  if  any,  to  Sir 
John  not  stated  in  the  record. 

XI.  Thomas  Wydeville. 

XII.  Richard  Wydeville,  **  Earl  Rivers. 


*The  date  of  Richard's  birth  is  definitely  fixed  as  A.  D.,  1246,  by  the 
following-  record:  Joanna  de  Lyuns  long  since  defunct  (7.  Edw.  I,  i.  e., 
1278),  say  the  jurors,  held  at  her  death,  44  A.  of  Adam  de  Napton;  she 
gave  no  service  therefor  to  the  said  Adam  because  Adam  gave  the  lands 
to  Roger  de  Lyuns  with  the  aforesaid  Johanna,  his  daughter  in  marriage, 
and  because  Richard,  his  son,  is  nearest  heir  and  is  of  full  age,  forsooth 
30  years.  From  this  it  appears  that  Roger  5  married  Joanna  de  Napton 
and   that  their   son,   Richard,    was  born  about   1246. 

**In  Bromham,  co.  Bedford,  are  the  brasses  of  Thomas  "Widevill  of 
Grafton,  Esq.  of  about  1435.  "He  wears  the  collar  of  Essex."  There  are 
two  shields  of  Wydville  impaled  with  1st,  a  chevron  between  three  lions 
sejant,  the  two  in  chief  facing  each  other  for  Lyon  and  2nd,  on  a  chief  a 
fleur  de  lis.  It  is  unfortunate,  says  the  author,  that  the  arms  upon  the 
shields  are  not  known.  The  coat  of  lions  sejant  did  not  belong  to  Lyons 
of  Warkworth,  who  bore  a  lion  rampant   [Topog.  and  Genealogist]. 
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XIII.  Elizabeth  Wydeville,  m.  King  Edward  IV.  Returning  to 
Elizabeth  (9)  de  Lions.  By  her  first  marriage  she  had  a  son,  Sir  John 
Chetwode  who  became  possessed  of  the  Warkworth  property  and  the 
arms  of  his  grand  father  John  de  Lions,  by  grant  16  Richard  II  (1392). 
He  confirms  a  grant  to  Chacombe  Priory,  made  by  John.  Emma,  sister 
of  John  Chetwode,  married  Alan  le  Hesper  of  Howtrapp,  no  date.

Commenting  on  the  new  records  given  above.  Dr.  G.  W.  A.  Lyon 
writes:  "The  Northampton  pedigree  confirms  the  theory  of  the  inter 
relation  of  the  Lyon  families  of  the  middle  counties.  It  will  be  ob- 
served that  the  Rolls  office  pedigree  (pages  11,  12)  mentions  the  hold- 
ing at  an  early  date  of  land  in  divers  counties,  and  it  is  in  precisely 
these  counties  in  which  are  found  the  branches  of  the  Lyon  family. 
Many  of  the  names  mentioned  in  the  notes  do  not  appear  in  the 
Northampton  pedigree,  but  they  form  a  group  unquestionably  related  to 
those  of  that  pedigree.  At  two  points  the  two  lines,  otherwise  appar- 
ently distinct,  show  unexplained  relationships.  We  find  Richard  of  the 
Rolls  Office  line  holding  the  manor  Reckbroke,  co.  Oxford,  but  John  of 
Northampton  gave  the  manor  of  Reckbroke  to  Alice  St.  Liz.  Again 
the  Thomas  contemporary  with  Elizabeth,  who  married  Richard  Wyd- 
ville,  seems  to  have  been  connected  with  the  Northampton  family,  yet 
his  grandson,  Thomas  Wydville  impales  the  arms  of  Lyon  in  right  of  his 
mother,  and  those  arms  are  not  those  of  Warkworth,  Northampton, 
but  those  of  Essex." 

[It  may  be  remarked  that  it  is  no  uncommon  thing  to  find  items 
of  family  history  misappropriated  especially  in  connection  with  coin- 
cidences in  given  names.]  The  Northampton  pedigree  is  likely  to 
be  of  especial  interest  to  descendants  of  the  Fairfield  County  branches 
since  in  these  we  find  a  tradition  that  their  ancestors  came  from 
Northern  England. 


The  following  item  seems  to  furnish  an  important  clew  in  the 
search  for  the  origin  of  the  Dorchester  Lyon  family. 

The  will  of  John  Bigg  of  Maidstone,  proved  7,  2,  1642,  devises  to 
Brother  Stowe,  sister  and  mother  living  in  New  England,  Cousin  James 
Bate  of  New  England  and  Cousin Lyne  of  same.  Now  the  per- 
sons named  in  this  will  were  of  Dorchester,  viz.:  John  Stow,  legatee 
of  John  Bigg,  co,  Kent,  Eng.,  Rachel  Bigg  (widow,  came  from  London, 
1635,  will,  Dorchester  1646),  Mary,  daughter  of  Stephen  Terry  (came 
1630),  b.  Dorchester  1635,  James  Bate  (came  1635,  ae.  53,  wife  Alice). 
[There  was  also  a  James  Bates  of  Hingham,  probably  nephew  and 
James  Bates  of  Hadam,  probably  son,  who  went  back  to  England  and  re- 
turned.]    There  seems  therefore  strong  probability  that  Cousin 

Lyne  was  either  Peter  or  George  Lyon  of  Dorchester.
